UNTIL NOW. incumbent Park Board 


Pres. Lorraine Lark and commissioner 
Alf Wilson were the only candidates in 
the election. Because the race was un- 
contested. park officials were expecting 
a low voter turn-out. 


Wilson said the apparent apathy of the 


community was his main reason for de- 
ciding to get into the race. 


"1 just felt people should have a 


choice." he said. 


Wilson added that another consid- 


eration in his decision was a desire to 
see more activities for junior high and 
senior high school students provided by 
the park district. 


Moran said Wilson made the decision 


to run about two weeks ago. They agreed 
to wait until now to announce Wilson's 
intentions, Moran said, because they felt 
an all-out campaign would be most effec- 
tive. 


"WE WANT WILSON to be fresh in the 


minds of the public," Moran said. "We 
felt it would be better to stage this two- 


day blitz than to have started two weeks 
ago. Besides, it's difficult enough to con- 
duct a write-in campaign, without tipping 
off the competition — especially when 
they have the same name," be said.

Jaycee Week, has served as chairman of 
the committee that staged the Fourth of 
July fireworks display the last two years, 
conducted a course in fireworks safety 
and managed a local Little League team.

Company given April 15 deadline 
MSD threatens Skil with pollution suit

The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


(MSD) yesterday threatened to take a 
Wheeling industrial firm to court if the 
company does not stop polluting sanitary 
district sewers by April 15. 


However, officials 
from the Skil 


Corp.'s Wheeling plant, 1444 S. Wolf Rd, 
said they have been working with sani- 
tary district officials and are presently in 
compliance with MSD requirements. 


The threat against Skil came at a 


meeting of a committee of the sanitary 
district board. The MSD committee 
members voted to require Skil to install 
an automatic system to control the acid 
and alkaline contents of the plant's sew- 
age discharges. 


The MSD first notified Skil of the prob- 


lem with the discharges in November, 
1971, an MSD report said. After a series 
of meetings, the MSD retested the plant's 
sewage discharge in December, 1972, and 
found it continued to have a high alkaline 
content. 


AT A MEETING in February, Skil 


agreed to install an automatic control 
system, MSD Chief Engineer Forrest C. 
Neil said. 


The committee vote yesterday formal- 


ly found the Skil plant to be In violation 
of MSD ordinances, and ordered Skil to 
"cease and desist" from polluting dis- 
trict sewers by April 15. 


Skil officials, however, said this auto- 


matic equipment has already been in- 
stalled and tested, and will be oper- 
ational by April 15. According to Skil's 
environmental and chemical engineering 
consultant, a back-up system will be set 
up shortly to provide additional safety 
measures. 


SKIL PLANT manager Edward J. Pa- 


luch said that in February the MSD 
asked the firm to submit weekly samples 
of waste discharge. He said Skil has 
complied with this request, and that all 
samples sent to an independent labora- 
tory have been found to be well within 
MSD standards. 


Paluch added that Skil has consistently 


controlled and treated the discharge of 
wastes on a manual basis. He said the 
automatic controls were being instituted 
to eliminate the possibility of human er- 
ror or accidental discharge. 


The MSD committee, however, said it 


would order* the district's attorney to 
seek a court injunction to stop the com- 
pany from polluting the sewers if Skil 
fails to meet the April 15 deadline. 


In addition, tht MSD committee rec- 


ommended a fine of $100 to $1,000 per 
day would be levied against the firm for 
every day past the deadline it continues 


to pollute. 


A Skil official said yesterday's MSD 


action was the first he had heard of the 
possible fine or court action. He said that 
all tests and studies showed Skil was 
meeting MSD requirements, and that the 
committee's vote was the first they had 
heard to the contrary.

Ceiling put on meat prices 


President Nixon clamped a celling on 


the prices of beef, pork and lamb — lim- 
iting them to the highest level charged 
during the past 30 days. 


"What we need is action that will stop 


the rite in meat prices now," Nixon said 
in a nationwide radio and television 
speech. "Meat prices mutt not go higher. 
With the help of the housewife and the 
farmer, they can and should go down." 


The celling applies to all purchases 


and sales of meat after slaughter, but — 
as has been the case throughout Nixon's 
three-part inflation control program — 
the control! do not affect prices charged 
by farmers. 


la his 20-mlmite speech, the President 


also declared that the nation has 


achieved its goal of "peace with honor" 
in Vietnam, although he repeated his 
warning to North Vietnam against infil- 
tration of men and equipment into the 
South. 


Nixon also called for public support in 


his pending battles with Congress over 
expected vetoes of spending increases for 
domestic programs.

G. Woods called the proposal "of major 
importance to the administration of juve- 
nile justice in the rapidly growing subur- 
ban area." 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Louis 


Case said the legislation would reinforce 
his city's Community Involvement Juve- 
nile Program. "Juvenile cases should be 
adjudicated in the local areas where of- 
fenses are committed," Case said. "Mrs. 
Macdonakl's trill wffl bring quicker, more 
meaningful justice." 


M A Y O R ROBERT TEICHERT of 


Mount Prospect also praised the bill. 
"Law enforcement should be considered 
a local matter," he said. "With lengthy 
travel time into Chicago, plus congested 
dockets and the dissimilarity of city ver- 
sus suburban juvenile cases, we too often 
find dismissal action on cases that should 
require a more thorough hearing." 


Mayor Roland Meyer of Rolling Mead- 


ows agreed, stating, the current system 
is an injustice to suburban juveniles and 
may encourage them to disregard the 
law. "This legislation will be a deterrent 
to.young offenders who often go from 
smaller to greater offenses because of in- 
adequate penalties for their earlier of- 
fenses."

SPRINGFIELD (UP1) -State Rep. C. 


L McCormick said be plans to offer 
again his proposal to freest* real estate 
property taxes at their 1972 level. 


McCormick. a Vienna Republican, first 


introduced his property tax freeze bin 
last June, but it never got out of the 
House. 


McCormick tried again last fall but the

This means taxpayers would pay no 


more than they do this spring until at 
least 1977. Taxes could not go up in 1976 
because local taxing districts must im- 
pose their levies by September of the 
preceding year. 


PROPERTY TAX relief is not the only 


carrot legislators are dangling before the 
electorate. 


The House Wednesday spent about an 


hour wrangling over two approaches to 
reducing taxes paid on food and medi- 
cine. 


House Speaker 
W. Robert Blair, 


R-Park Forest, wants to chop the state's 
four-cent tax on food and drugs in half. 
This means food buyers would pay three 
cents rather than five on the dollar. 
Retailers get one cent in taxes on every 
dollar. 


Blair came up with this approach after 


Gov. Daniel Walker suggested a $750 per 
person state income tax exemption to off- 
set taxes paid on food and drugs. 


GROCERS PREFER Walker's ap- 


proach because it saves them time and 
trouble. But Blair argues his idea is bet- 
ter because buyers get immediate and 
direct relief from taxes on food and 
medicine. Walker's plan wouldn't be ef- 
fective before next year. 


A plan like Walker's, sponsored by Chi- 


cago Democrat Samuel Manages, died in 
the Republican-controlled House Reve- 
nue Committee last week.

Bill seeks property tax freeze 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) —House Re- 


publicans have introduced a tax package 
into the Illinois General Assembly that 
could double the state income tax but 
virtually eliminate the property tax as a 
base for funding schools. 


The plan includes a short-term freeze 


on the property tax, sponsored by Rep. 
C. L. McCormick, It-Vienna, and a vot-, 
ers' referendum to decide the long-term 
fate of the levy, sponsored by Speaker 
W. Robert Blair, R-Park Forest. 


McCormick's plan would freeze at this 


spring's level the amount of property 
taxes local governments can collect. 
Blair's would give the voters at the No- 
vember, 1974, general election three 
long-term choices: 


• Leave the school tax situation as it 


now stands, with the state contributing 30 
per cent of the cost of elementary and 
secondary education, with most of the re- 
maining 70 per cent made up through 
property taxes. 


• Raise the state share of school costs 


to 70 per cent, thus lowering local prop- 
erty taxes. 


• Provide 100 per cent state support 


for schools, virtually eliminating the 


property tax as a base for that purpose. 


BLAIR SAID some $1.5 billion would 


be needed to provide 100 per cent state 
funding. Since the income tax now pro- 
vides only $1.2 billion, it would have to 
be more than doubled to meet that re- 
quirement. The 70 per cent funding al- 
ternative, the speaker said, would re- 
quire additional income tax revenue of 
about $800 million. 


He said, however, that the referendum 


would only indicate the wishes of the 
public and would not be binding on the 
legislature. 


"C. L. and I think we have the short- 


term solution in this tax freeze propos- 
al," Blair said, "and the long-range solu- 
tion in this referendum which would en- 
able the legislature to act in the 1975 ses- 
sion." 


McCormick said the package repre- 


sented "the first time in Illinois since the 
passage of the income tax that we've 
taken a real look at the complete tax 
tax structure." 


McCormick first introduced his tax 


freeze proposal last June, only to see it 
die in the House.

State's top court refuses 
Heights incorporation appeal 


The Illinois Supreme Court has refused 


to hear an appeal for the incorporation of 
Prospect Heights as a city. 


The court Tuesday turned down a peti- 


tion by the Prospect Heights Improve- 
ment Association (PHIA) to hear the in- 
corporation case. Reasons for the refusal 
were unavailable. 


The PHIA filed the petition for a hear- 


ing with the high court after the Cook 
County Circuit Court and Illinois Appel- 
late Court both ruled the petition invalid. 
Judges said the petition did not meet 
state requirements because neighboring 
municipalities have not given their con- 
sent to incorporation. Both Arlington 
Heights and Wheeling have objected to 
the proposed city. 


Jack Gilligan, PHIA president, could 


not be reached for comment yesterday. 
He said previously, the PHIA will contin- 
ue its fight for incorporation even if the 
Supreme Court turns down the appeal. 


PHIA officials are hoping for passage 


of two incorporation bills in the Illinois 
General Assembly. The bills, introduced 
earlier this month, would clear the way 
for Prospect Heights to incorporate. 
Sponsored by State Rep. Robert Juckett, 
R-Park Ridge, and State Sen. Bradley 
Glass, R-Northfield, the bills were writ- 


ten by the PHIA's attorney handling the 
incorporation case 


Wheeling officials plan to formally pro- 


test the bills' passage. The bills would 
give Prospect Heights a chance to in- 
corporate despite the objections raised.

U.S. reports 'milestone* crime rate drop 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The nation's 


crime rale dropped 3 per cent in 1972 — 
the first decrease in 17 years, Atty. Gen. 
Richard G. Kleindienst reported. But the 
number of forcible rapes was 11 per cent 
higher than in 1171. 


Kleindienst released preliminary sta- 


tistics compiled by the FBI which 
showed the volume of serious crime 
known to the police declined in 94 major 
cities. 


President Nixon said the figures were 


'Very heartening" and demonstrated 
that "we are well on our way" to rever- 
sing the tide of U.S. crime. "These re- 
sults are a tribute to the men and women 
in the front lines of the war against 


crime — our law enforcement officers," 
he said in a statement. 


The report said offense ranging from 


crimes of violence to larceny and auto 
theft decreased by 8 per cent in the 
Northeast, 3 per cent in the north-central 
states and 2 per cent in the South, but 
increased by 2 per cent in the Far West. 


BUT EVERY REPORTING category 


of the nation showed a big jump in the 
number of rapes — 26 per cent in cities 
of 25,000 to 50,000 population and 19 per 
cent In the suburbs and towns under 
10,000 down to 1 per cent In rural areas.

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - The House 


Appropriations Committee says it has lo- 
cated $171,400 worth of "fat" in the fund- 
ing request of Gov. Daniel Walker's 
budget bureau — the agency responsible 
for helping him trim waste from other 
agency budgets. 


Budget Director Hal Hovey already 


slimmed his bureau's budget to approxi- 
mately 18 per cent below last year's ap- 
propriation from $2.15 million to $1.76 
million before presenting it to the com- 
mittee Wednesday but the vote was 27-0 
in favor of reducing it another 10 per 
cent. 


Rep. 
Arthur A. Telcser, R-Chlcago, 


who introduced the reduction amend- 
ment, said the cuts were arrived at by 
both Republican and Democratic staff 
analysts who he said found "fat" in trav- 
el and other specific items in the re- 
quested budget. 


Telcser denied the pruning was in re- 


taliation for Walker's veto of a mass 
transit aid bill that has been hammered 
out by the Illinois General Assembly. 
"No. of course not," he sa.d, adding 
analyzing of the Bureau's budget has 
been going on for weeks — before Walk- 
er vetoed the bill.

looking forward to for many years. It is 
an important milestone in the fight to 
reduce crime and is directly attributable 
to strong efforts of law enforcement offi- 
cers throughout the nation to turn back 
the wave of crime that rolled upward in 
the 1960s ... 


"We enter this new period with an 


acute awareness that crime is still unac- 
ceptably high. We pledge to renew our 
determination and efforts to make our 
communities safer places in which to 
live." 


In the nation's capital, which the ad- 


ministration considers the showpiece of 
its anti-crime program, the report 
showed in overall drop of 26.9 per cent. 
Of the 94 cities where the rate dropped, 
only Stanford, Conn., and Scran ton, Pa., 
registered bigger decreases, 27.6 and 27 
per cent respectively. 


The nationwide decline followed a 


slowing rate of increases — from 17 per 
cent in 1968 to 11 per cent in 1969 and 
1970, and 6 per cent in 1971.

Is Mideast news coverage onesided? 


Reporters find covering the Arab side is often professionally impossible 


BEIRUT - For as long as the Middle 


East has been bad news, so too, in some 
opinions, nave the people who publish the 
news. Thus it was with difficulty here 
that a Journalist recently convinced a 
Palestine commando organization to es- 
cort him on a tour of a refugee camp. 


The newsman argued that he was after 


the commandos' story. The commandos 
argued that the newsman was probably 
biased in other directions. 


The Journalist, it happened, won out. 


He was driven in mid-afternoon to not 
one but two refugee camps north of Tri- 
poli, where, once the original guerrilla

resistance was overcome, he was given a 
full and candid view of the entire camp 
operations. 


That night, after the newsman had left, 


the two camps were targets of a surprise 
Israeli strike. It was the first time in 
history the area was struck by Israeli 
land troops. 


NATURALLY, THE coincidence was 


too much for the guerrillas. The news- 
man received a humorless call the next 
morning asking his whereabouts after 
leaving the camp region. No threats 


were made. No accusations either. But 
nothing the newsman could say, likely, 
would ever alter the suspicion. Contacted 
by worried friends, the journalist was ad- 
vised to "get out of the country and get 
out fast." 


The incident says a lot about the 


enigma of the Middle East today. But 
perhaps most importantly, it tells some- 
thing about the quality and reliability of 
news coming from the region. Arab crit- 
ics, particularly Palestinian, have long 
accused Western newsmen of covering 
only half the story - the Israeli half. 
Many newsmen tend to agree, partly be- 
cause covering the other half is often too 
personally risky or professionally impos- 
sible 


Moreover, the Palestinian situation Is 


just not in the same category as the 
Israeli miracle. Says a British journalist 
here: "How can we harp day after day 
about refugee camps that are 25 years 
old? I mean, it's just not news." 


Consequently, one wire-service report- 


er says that when he first arrived in 
Lebanon he proposed a thorough, five- 
part series on the entire Palestinian 
problem — but the request was flatly de- 
nied. "All I got from my editors," says 
the reporter, "was a go-ahead to do a 
piece on the contemporary militancy of 
Black September." 


YET FORGETTING the inexcusable 


excuses for Middle East news coverage, 
there is also the real problem of mechan- 
ics. Reporting the Arab side is often all 
but unfeasible — not because the report- 
er doesn't try, but because he can't. 


On five occasions, recently, a U.S. 


newsman was refused permission to ac- 


company Palestinian guerrillas on a 
combat mission into Israel. Insistent, the 
newsman then asked to visit (blind- 
folded if necessary) a guerrilla outpost. 
And even when the writer reduced his 
request to the minimum — an interview 
with leaders — he was at first denied the 
okay. 


To some extent, no doubt, the lack of 


Arab cooperation is understandable. 
Snooping reporters might easily, even if 
innocently, report tactical information 
helpful to the other side. Yet other than 


SYRIA 


this, the Arab reluctance is naive and 
self defeating. "Arabs are terrible propa- 
gandists," says a French news photo- 
grapher. "They spend most of their time 
convincing each other how great they 
are. Meanwhile, all the rest of the world 
gets is an occasional, usually inaccurate, 


THIS "PRESS release" methodology 


of Arab governments is not new. Middle 
East states have for decades looked on 
normal news flow as dangerous. Some- 
one here is forever quoting Napoleon: 
"Three newspapers are more to be 
feared than a thousandbayooets." 


Censorship and interferences and even 


misinformation are thus endemic in this 
Arab world. Egypt, for example, is so 
thin-skinned and tight-mouthed that one 
TV newsman says he has not been able 
to film any moving pictures in six 
months. 


In Lebanon, writers often escape cen- 


sorship by reporting their stories as 
hearsay (high diplomatic sources) from 
neighboring capitals. Syrian officials 
warn some incoming journalists that 
they risk detention if they "go beyond 
the rules" (which change regularly, and 
incorporate such things as talking to sol- 
diers). 


As for Libya, it has found an absolute 


way to censor its information; foreign 
correspondents without Arab-issued pass- 
ports are forbidden entry to the nation. 


ISRAEL, TOO, has its censorship. But 


restrictions there are Sophisticated and 
not so offensive (rather than change 
copy arbitrarily, a pleasant censor sug- 
gests ways "to make it better"). 


Only in the Arab nations do newsmen 


find they are treated like manipulative 
clucks. In February, Cairo officials led a 
tour of correspondents through Cairo 
University, scene of recent anti-govern- 
ment demonstrations. "Look at the smil- 
ing faces of our students," a government 
aide gushed. When some newsmen want- 
ed to talk to the faces, however, they 
were advised that such conversations 
would be "uninformative" and impos- 
sible. 


There is, of course, no altogether hon- 


est excuse for one-sided news. Good re- 
porters can usually find ways to circum- 
vent governmental hamstringing. And 
for this reason there are numerous jour- 
nalists in the Middle Bast today who gen- 
uinely believe they are failing to provide 
a balanced Arab-Israeli picture. 


SAYS ONE, UPI staffer Abdul Hajjai, 


a Palestinian: "Recently, Israel attacked 
a region inside Syrian territory and killed 
at least 150 people. They wiped out one 
entire town. And how much play did it 
receive? — five paragraphs, I bet, in 
most U.S. papers." 


Yet still, in fairness, even the five 


paragraphs would be good under the 
circumstances. The circumstances being 
A r a b suspicionstubbornness and 
reluctance to be candid. The same jour- 
nalist who visited the aforementioned 
refugee camps was refused permission to 
visit any Syrian areas that had suffered 
Israeli attack. 


"The roads are bad," explained one 


commando, as if quoting Gospel, "we 
don't think you would be comfortable 
traveling."

Born of a quarter century of 


frustrated anger, Arab 


terrorism spills out of the 


Middle East to seize a shocked 


world's attention... and Khartoum 


and Munich are not the end 


tvorst,' commandos say, 'is yet to come 


BEIRUT, Lebanon - It has become 


the psychopathic manifestation of the 
Middle East's bad dream. Periodically, 
from cities barely pronounceable, terror* 
ists strike without warning or dis- 
crimination. Helpless people — a diplo- 
mat, a businessman, a planeload of tour- 
ists — become hostages and victims of a 
parochial struggle with which they have 
no association And while the drama rou- 
tinely unfolds before the TV cameras of 
all nations an outraged world again won- 
ders why. 


Why? Desperation is one explanation. 


Where once the third party of the Middle 
East arena - the Palestine commandos 
- was content to let world opinions or 
world law fight their cause, It has now 
embraced reality, and therefore, frustra- 
ted desperation. 


The Palestinians feel they have been 


forgotten by world sympathies, that their 
cause has been politely relegated to polit- 
ical limbo Still they continue to believe 
they are right, and in this conviction, as 
one commando says: "We would do any- 
thing, kill anybody - don't you see, we 
won't allow the world to have a single 
day of peace " 


THE SENTIMENT is of course unac- 


ceptable on a planet aching for solutions 
to the quarter-century-old Arab-Israeli 
crisis Even those who agree that the Pa- 
lestinians were historically wronged, dis- 
agree with the tactics now used to cor- 
rect old errors. Indeed. Palestine friends 
believe terrorism has been counter- 
productive If the world was unaware of 
Palestinian misery before, asks one non- 
militant Arab refugee, "Is it better now 
that the world is well aware of Palesti- 
nian* - as hearties* criminals?" 


Yet nothing, it seems, will immediately 


•way the Arab guerrilla* from the atro- 
cities they view M "our only chance to 
force jurtlce." And actually, most com- 
mando leaders teem convinced that the 
good of such crimes (like the brutal mur- 
der of three foreign envoys in the Sudan) 
outweighs the bad. "Who remembers m 
when we were merely pleading to the 
world for understanding?" say* a Feda- 


yeen lieutenant. "When we started hi- 
jacking airliners, when we killed the Jew 
Athletes at Munich — then people started 
paying attention. They fotmdbut we were 
a movement that had to be considered." 


For this reason, the belief that the 


world is now paying attention, Palesti- 
nian commandos say their assaults will 
continue and even increase. "The U.S. 
has not suffered yet," says Hanna Bath- 
Ish, a spokesman for Al Saika storm 
troop organization. "But that will change 
soon." 


BATHISH SAYS that outright assassi- 


nations of world leaders is "always a 
possibility." And adds with even more 
ominous portent: "Germ warfare Is 
something else we've considered. Why 
not? Our plan is to force the world to 
give us back our homeland. What better 
way than the threat of spreading around 
bacteria'" 


Farfetched though the germ threat 


may sound, Middle But observers do not 
dismiss it. ("Well," sigh* one longtime 
United Nations refugee official, "I have 
always expected them to hijack an atom 
bomb — why not a bug canister, too?") 


The belief here is that shock has be- 


come the 
guerilla's most potent 


weapon, and the nature of such tac- 
tics demands each strike be more spec- 
tacular or outlandish than the last. "We 
made hijackings almost routine," says a 
member of AI Fatah — at 6,000 mem- 
bers, the largest Palestinian commando 
group. "We can take over embassies 
whenever we want, but who cares about 
that? We must find bigger ways to press 
our demands." 


To be sure, the Al Fatah representa- 


tive is correct on at least one count. The 
Palestine movement is forever in need of 
new vistas. Their history has been one 
of inaction spliced together with mo- 
ments of bombastics. Like Sisyphus, the 
mythical figure of antiquity whose curse 
it was to roll a giant rock up a hill, Pa- 
lestinians likewise find it always rolls 
back. 


FREQUENTLY, THE movement is 


pronounced all but dead. Often there are 


reports of guerrilla leaders on the verge 
of going legitimate. And always, for the 
exiles, world interest has been a fickle 
and fleeting thing. 


Initially, the hapless Palestinians did 


not worry about such things as public

relations. Following the 1948 Arab-Israeli 
war, Arab refugees believed that the col- 
lective world conscience would restore 
their homeland. Even after the second 
war in 1967, all but a few Palestinians 
continued to support a legal but passive 
battle. Then in 1967, after the third and 
by that time almost expected Arab de- 
feat, younger refugees, most of whom 
bad never lived in Palestine, decided to 
get tough. Today there are roughly 1.5- 
mlllion Palestine exiles, about 20,000 of 
whom are organize^ into an un[uiown 
number of variously effective guerrilla 
army movements. Their aim, of course: 
the death of the Israeli state. 


Increasingly, the guerrilla aim has 


been mostly off target. Where once the 
commando* confined their war to actual 
combat on the Israeli borders, the ploy 
in recent years has become less and less 
possible, thus less and less effective. 


FEARING REPRISALS from Israel, 


most Arab nations have refused to allow 
commando corridors into Jewish territo- 
ry. Cairo, for one, booted then- com- 
mandos out of Egypt altogether. Jordan 
crushed guerrilla activity through civil 
war. Lebanon now allows the commando 
headquarter facilities in Beirut, but seals 
its own borders with its own troops. Only 


Syria currently permits guerrilla intru- 
sions into the Golan Heights — but only 
on receipt of a written, documented 
request. 


So, unable to get easily at Israel prop- 


er, commandos have taken their bold fo- 
rays to the worried world at large. 
Where's the fairness? Few commandos 
care. Instead asks "Storm trooper" Han- 
na Bathish, "when has the world ever 
been fair to us?" 


Bathish, 31, is fairly typical of the 


fierce militancy which has taken grip 
within the Palestine movement. His 
family, he says, was driven from Pales- 
tine when he was six. "We walked 50 
miles to safety in Lebanon." His father, 
well-to-do in Palestine, then became a 
camp refugee, literally a beggar. 


Bathish, however, says he attended the 


American University in Beirut, gradu- 
ating as a qualified architect. "But when 
I went to get a job here," he says now, 
"it was no good. Nobody wanted to hire a 
Palestinian.Who are we anyway? We 
have no money, no country, no future." 


BATHISH JOINED the guerilla move- 


ment in 1969, following a tour in the Syr- 
ian army. Short, stocky, dressed in a 
turtle neck, he now Is an influential cap- 
tain in the Al Saika group. 


The captain's office is on the, third 


floor of a dewy old building on this edge 
of Beirut. His armed guards, one old and 
one young, carry Russian weapons. Bath- 
ish sits at a desk in a room postered with 
revolutionary memorabilia — the stirring 
portraits of Lenin and Che Guevera. In 
the corner of the room there is a portion 
of an Israeli tank track, a bit of an Is- 
raeli plane wing, rusted bandoliers of Is- 
raeli ammunition. Bathish says he has 
been on many missions. And will go on 
many more. He says he would gladly die 
for the cause . . . 


"I have lived as a refugee for 25 years. 


I have watched my parents grow old 
away from their home. I myself am al- 
ready going toward middle age. I think I 
am obliged to do anything necessary to 
change this. Palestine was Palestine 
since before Christ. Now, because the 


Jews have money, it is supposed to be 
something else. 


"I DO NOT ACCEPT that, and any- 


body who does accept that is my enemy. 
You ask why innocent people have to die 
for my cause and J say that innocent Pa- 
lestinians have been dying for 25 years 
now. No, I don't worry about 'innocent' 
people. Nobody is innocent. Nobody will 
be innocent until we are back in Pales- 
tine. Look here at this ..." 


The captain picks up a revolver and 


points it at a visitor. Click! Unloaded . " 
. . . You are my guest," he continued, 
"but if I thought your death would get 
me one inch closer to Palestine I would 
shoot you." Click. Click. "You are not 
innocent either." 


Bathish, like most commandos today is 


perhaps overly melodramatic. Raised on 
a romantic idea, educated in reading, 
writing, and revolution, he imagines him- 
self a figure in one of the posters on his 
wall — abstractly leading right against 
wrong. But he is no fool. And in this 
sense he again typifies his movement 
peers. 


LOGIC ARGUES against the guerrilla 


tactics — but as informed Egyptian edi- 
tor Mohammed Haanein Heikal insists, 
the Palestinians "have more manpower, 
are better armed and better trained than 
ever before." Ergo, says the Fedayeen, 
"we must be doing something right." 


Therefore, tha-terrorism win doubtless 


continue. Perhaps exploding next in 
America. 


Others ramble about the number of Fe- 


dayeen-trained American youth waiting 
in the states for their orders. What will 
happen and when? No specifics. Only 
generalities with psychological impact. 
"You'll see," says a Saika commando 
without a trace of either glee or regret, 
"you'll see soon enough." 


Commando Bathish raises his gun 


again. 


Click! 
"The worst," he says quietly, "is yet 


to come."

Joaone Alter yesterday submitted two 
resolution* for board approval supporting 
legislation calling for a ban on phosphate 
laundry detergents at the state and fed- 
eral levels. 


The board was expected to approve 


both resolutiona during its meeting yes- 
terday which extended Into the evening. 


The state resolution praised a bill, in- 


troduced yesterday which would ban sale 
of detergents containing more than 87 
per cent phosphates by weight, effective 
Jan. 1,1974. 


The bill would make it illegal to sell 


detergents containing any phosphates 
whatsoever after Jan. 1, 1975. The bill 
calls for fines of $100 to $300 for a first 
offense and punishment as a mis- 


Area state's attorneys back 
wider powers for state 


The state's attorneys of Cook and Du- 


Page counties support legislation giving 
the Illinois attorney general the authority 
to impanel statewide grand juries, Atty. 
Gen. William J. Scott said 


Scott said Cook County's Bernard 


Carey and DuPage's John J. Bowman 
supported legislation allowing the attor- 
ney general to investigate crime which 
occurs in more than one county. 


Scott said Carey's predecessor, former 


Cook County State's Atty. Edward V. 
Hanrahan, fought against the idea of 
statewide grand Juries during the 1971 
General Assembly. Tbe legislation, he 
said, had passed the House but was de- 
feated in the Senate. 


Scott released a statement quoting 


Carey as saying, "The statewide grand 
Jury bill will fill an existing gap in the 
law enforcement procedures in crimes 
that involve more than one county." 


His statement quoted Bowman in a let- 


ter as saying the bill "would give crimi- 


nal law enforcement people a tool for the 
investigation of areas of crime which 
heretofore they have not been able to 
fully investigated." 


Scott said Carey and Bowman would 


testify in the legislature for the bill, in- 
troduced in the Senate Wednesday. 


He said the bill would allow the attor- 


ney general to investigate statewide or- 
ganized crime, government corruption, 
gambling, prostitution and drug traffic — 
all difficult to investigate on a single- 
county basis. 


demeanor for any subsequent offense 
within 180 days. 


Dishwasher detergents and industrial 


detergents would not be subject to the 
law. 


THE RESOLUTIONS cited increased 


costs to tbe MSD to remove phosphorous 
from sewage as a result of a recent fed- 
eral court order which invalidated a Chi- 
cago ban on phosphates. 


The MSD resolutions said phosphates 


reduce oxygen content, encourage algae 
growth, contribute to stagnation and ac- 
celerate aging of the nation's waterways. 


In 1970 the MSD board passed a resolu- 


tion calling for voluntary elimination of 
phosphates by detergent-manufacturers. 


The Chicago ban cut phosphates in 


sewage by two-thirds, one resolution 


Moreover, proposed federal Environ- 


mental Protection Agency (EPA) stan- 
dards would force the district to remove 
phosphates, the MSD board said. 


Mrs. Alter's resolution also pointed out 


that aluminum and iron, used to remove 
phosphates, will affect sludge and jeop- 
ardize the district's land reclamation 
project in Fulton County. 


MSD board members said in their res- 


olutions they have "grave concern" over 
the discontinuance of the Chicago ban.

Herald editorials 
We support 
meat boycott 


The figures speak for them- 


selves. A pound of beef costs 12.5 
per cent more this year than last 
year. One pound of pork chops 
costs SI. 18 in February, 1972 and 
Si 36 this year. Bacon is up about 
25 cents a pound this year. One 
pound of chicken cost 37 cents last 
year, now it is up to 46 cents. 


To housewives of the Northwest 


suburbs and elsewhere, the litany 
of rising food prices is an old story. 
Food costs, especially the price of 
meat, have risen so fast and so 
much that family budgets are 
reaching the breaking point. 


Now. in an expression of public 


outcry over meat prices, a nation- 


The noted agricultural economist 


D. Gale Johnson of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago blames much of the 
rise in high quality meats to to- 
day's quick and easy diet habits. 
Better quality meats, such as 
steak, are easier to prepare and 
thus in greater demand from shop- 
pers who spend less time in the 
kitchen than ever before. 


In addition, there is not only a 


nation-wide, but a world-wide, pas- 
sion for beef which is unprece- 
dented in history. 


Western Europe is eating beef in 


quantities never before imagined. 
At home, people ate three per cent 
more beef in February, 1973 than 


wide boycott of meat products is 
set for April 1 and intended to last 
one week. We support the boycott 
and encourage shoppers in the 
Northwest suburbs to observe its 
restrictions. We do so with the un- 
derstanding that the boycott is 
probably more an expression of 
consumer frustration rather than 
economic clout, 


But even with that proviso, we 


still see the meat boycott as a le- 
gitimate expression of outrage 
from formerly voiceless shoppers. 
We realize that one week of meat 
boycotting will not substantially af- 
fect the market for any length of 
time. Nor will the boycott crack 
the stranglehold on this country's 
pocketbook by spiraling inflation, 


But with all that understood, per- 


haps the boycott will at least send 
a message to the food Industry and 
the White House that we as, a 
people are deeply concerned about 
the price of food for our table. 


Obviously, the solution to high 


food prices is more profound than 
one week's diet of cheese or fish. 
Indeed, recent commentaries on 
the issue by noted economists raise 
a wide spectrum of problems in- 
volved in combatting high meat 
prices. 


they did the same month a year 
before. And families are serving 50 
per cent more beef today than they 
did in 1960. During that time the 
population only rose by 12 to 15 per 
cent. 


More to the point, Dr. Johnson 


says that for families with incomes 
of more than $100,000 "it would not 
be difficult to cut their expenditure 
for food by one-third." The econo- 
mist says that for those families 
savings could come about just by 
buying cheaper grades of meat. 


It will be interesting to see how 


the shoppers of the Northwest sub- 
urbs respond to this national meat 
boycott. In this, one of the most 
affluent regions of the country, 
steaks and chops are one of the re- 
wards of the suburban lifestyle. Al- 
ready, many suburbanites are feel- 
ing the pinch of high prices. 


Now comes the question, will the 


temporary abstinence from meat 
for one week be too much for the 
suburbs to bear? 


We think not. We think people 


here are very much concerned 
with the price of their food and will 
bypass the meat counter as a way 
of telling the industry and the gov- 
ernment of our mutual dismay.

ADAM endorses ERA 


Mrs. McCallum, in her March 20 Fence 


Post letter attacked the Equal Rights 
Amendment as a "disastrous piece of 
legislation." Although the American Di- 
vorce Assn. of Men (A.D.A.M.) does not 
doubt the sincerity of Mrs. McCallum's 
claim and truly appreciates her speaking 
out on the issue, we do not agree with 
her presumptions or conclusions on the 
effects the ERA will have on divorce re- 
form and marital responsibility. 


She says that the husband is required 


to support the wife under our present 
laws. This is not exactly true. Both par- 
ties are required and entitled to support 
each other, everything else being equal; 
it just so happens that in our society the 
male usually has the economic advan- 
tage and, therefore, incurs the legal obli- 
gation to support the less, advantageous 
spouse. If the tables were turned, as they 
increasingly are, the wife would be legal- 
ly obligated to support the husband. That 
is the law; the burden does not neces- 
sarily fall on the husband. 


The ERA will not deny every wife ar d 


mother her right to be supported by her 
husband unless she has pre-schobl chil- 
dren, as Mrs. McCallum says. The ERA 
will demand that women who are ca- 
pable of self-support or assisting in sup- 
porting the family must incur that legal 
obligation unless there is good reason not 
to do so. Small children and the lack of 
an adequate day care center are rea- 
sons why the legal obligation would be 
overruled. In any event, the legal obli- 
gation to help support the family will not 
arise if there is good reason under the 
circumstances. It befuddles ADAM why 
women fear self-support. 


Lastly, she says that the ERA "will 


deprive women of the presumption of 
custody of their children in case of di- 
vorce," There is no presumption now. 
Legally, both parties are entitled to cus- 
tody based on the discretion of the court 
as to "what is best for the children." 
Recent cases have simply held that 
small children are usually better cared 
for by a mother, but this is case law and 
there is nothing to preclude it from being 
overruled tomorrow, or exception to be 
made where the court feels a child would 
be better cared for by his father. The 
ERA would create no new presumptions 
in law. 


ADAM strongly believes that women 


have been coddled in divorce court for 
too long. Passage of the ERA is a vote 
for responsibility and greater freedom. 
ADAM endorses the ERA.

County line 


Highway bill 
could hurt area

There's another bill floating around 


down in Springfield that has to at least 
rival the three pieceh of legislation found 
so obnoxious by suburban officials this 
week — house bills 512, 522 and 552. 


The latter, sponsored by State Rep. 


Giddy Dyer, R-Hinsdale, would put a 
severe bite on the amount of sales tax 
rebates many of the suburban commu- 
nities receive. House Bill 512, sponsored 
by State Rep. A. T. McMaster, R-Oneida, 
would also reduce sales tax rebates to 
the suburbs while 522, also sponsored 
by McMaster, would reduce the amount 
of state revenue sharing funds to the sub- 
urbs. 


Now, suburban officials will be able to 


add House BiU 511 to their black list. It 
also puts the crunch on suburban com- 
munities by giving them more roads to 
maintain without giving them any more 
money. 


It, too, is sponsored by McMaster. 
Innocently stated, the bill amends the 


state highway code. It transfers the ju- 
risdiction for control, maintenance and 
administration of all roads within the 
corporate limits of municipalities from 
the counties to the municipalities. 


What that really says is that all county 


roads within village borders become the 
responsibility of the village instead of the 
county. 


The problem is, of course, that the vil- 


lages wouldn't get any more share of the 
state motor fuel tax funds, which are dis- 
tributed pretty much on a population 
basis. And, in most cases, villages and 
cities rely heavily on those funds to help 
finance the maintenance, control and ad- 
ministration of their streets. 


In Cook County then, some 130 munici- 


palities would have to take over the re- 
sponsibility of maintaining county roads 
within their jurisdiction without any 
more money to do it. 


Some villages, obviously, would be 


hurt far more than others. 


Arlington Heights, for example, has 209 


miles of village streets. Cook County cur- 
rently maintains only about seven more 
miles within the village limits — not a 
tremendous additional burden for the vil- 
lage to shoulder. 


The problem, it would appear, be- 


comes more pressing 
in the more 


r e c e n t l y developing 
communities. 


Schaumburg has 142 miles of its own 
streets to worry about, but could be 
faced with perhaps 45 more if the bill 
gets passed. 


The Cook County Highway Department 


estimates it maintains about 600 miles of 
roads. A spokesman for the department 
also estimates more than 400 of those 
miles, however, lie within the limits of 
some municipality — 400 miles those mu- 
nicipalities would have to maintain under 
this bUl. 


Surprisingly enough, however, this is 


one of those rare occasions in which 
Cook County officials appear to be lining 
up on the side of their suburban counter- 
parts. 


True, the county highway department 


would have far fewer roads to maintain 
and they would still receive the same 
amount of motor fuel funds, but it 
doesn't use those funds for maintenance 
anyway. The MFT funds are used by the 
county for design, engineering and con- 
struction — tasks they would still have to 
perform. 


The highway department opposes the 


bill for different reasons — namely the 
continuity of a highway transportation 
system and for uniform control. 


If the municipalities had control over 


these roads, you see, they could prevent 
or alter the planned purpose of the road. 
If the county, for example, determined a 
certain road had to be widened to accom- 
modate inter-city traffic, it would be able 
to do so only in unincorporated areas. A 
village, in other words, could decide to 
keep the street at two lanes. 


Or, county officials speculate, a village 


could allow parking in two lanes of a 
four-lane county road. Or impose an ex- 
tremely low speed limit. Or prohibit all 
trucks. 


That kind of thing obviously could 


hamper traffic flow between villages and 
cities and thereby work against the high- 
way department's objective — to keep 
traffic moving. 


The kicker to the whole tiling is that 


state law already pemits a municipality 
to accept the control and maintenance of 
a county road, if both sides agree to it. 


What this bill seems to say is, "If a 


transfer is not good for a village and not 
for a county, it must be good."

single plant with 1,000 workers — not 
particularly large in the auto industry. 


The U.S. Chamber of Commerce esti- 


mates such a plant supports 1,000 house- 
holds, involving 3,100 persons, with more 
than $10.3 million in personal income 
each year. These families in turn support 
30 retail establishments and through this 
expenditure of $4.7 million create 650 ad- 
ditional jobs. 


Sharing in this expenditure will be gro- 


cery stores, $1,060,000; auto dealers, 
$840,000; eating and drinking estab- 
lishments, $350,000; clothing and shoe 
stores, $290,000; lumber, building mate- 
rial and hardware stores, $220,000; gen- 
eral merchandising stores, $660,000; and 
miscellaneous stores, $1,038,000.

Some expenses are deductible, though 


most taxpayers think they're not. Then 
there are others which aren't deductible, 
though most taxpayers think they are. 


Both are listed, along with other 


"little-known tax facts," for customers of 
Chicago's Continental Bank, In one of Its 
publications — and If you don't find a 
tax-saving tip on the list, you might at 
least be spared the embarrassment of a 
session with an Internal Revenue exam- 
iner 


IN THE tax-saving category are these 


commonly overlooked items: 


• The charge for "points" on home 


mortgages 


• Medical expenses of dependents, to 


the extent that they're not reimbursed by 
insurance 


• Car mileage, for business use, at 12 


cents a mile Most taxpayers are deduc- 
ting only 10 cents, the allowable figure 
prior to 1971 


• Interest on revolving charge ac- 


counts, if It is separately stated. 


• State income tax payments. 
IN THE other, you-can't-do-that cate- 


gory are expenses that are not deduc- 
tible, though you may think they are 
• Toothpaste, mouthwash and vitamins 
(except on a doctor's prescription) are

Child care 
tax write-off 
can be big 


"This year's income tax form offers an 


opportunity to claim one of (he largest 
single deductions ever granted by the 
federal government," tax expert Sanford 
Kahn points out. 


"This is commonly known as the child 


care deduction," he says, "and is for 
household and dependent care ex- 


not drugs as defined by the tax author- 
ities, and their cost is not deductible. 


• Excise tax on telephone bills is not 


Inchidable In the taxes you list for deduc- 
tion. 


• The cost of special foods, even 


though prescribed by a doctor, is not de- 
ductible. (The reasoning: they simply re- 
place some other food you would have 
eaten; that wouldn't have been deduc- 
tible, so why should this be?) 


• Work clothes, though necessary to 


your work, are not deductible if they're 
adaptable to every day use. Safety shoes, 
for example? Not if you can wear them . 
on the street without people staring and 
snickering. 


Among other tax tips that might spare 


you embarrassment is the rule relating 
to employers' gifts. 


"If your employer makes a general 


distribution of turkeys, hams or other 
items of nominal value to promote 
goodwill at a holiday," explains the Con- 
tinental, "you do not have to include the 
value of that gift as income, for tax pur- 
poses. 


"However, if your employer distributes 


cash, gift certificates, or similar items of 
readily convertible cash value, the value 
of such gifts is additional salary or 
wages." 


AND FINALLY, to dispose of one more 


erroneous idea of many taxpayers: 
Though your return is prepared com- 
mercially, you are responsible for any 
errors on trie return — not the individual 
or the organization preparing the return. 


Some people In the business of pre- 


paring tax returns try to attract business 
by arranging substantial tax savings for 
all their clients — often at the expense of , 
complete accuracy. You are on the hook 
with Uncle, however, for these in- 
accuracies. 


To protect yourself, insist that anyone 


preparing your return sign it, including 
social security number or employer iden- 
tification number. That leaves him on 
the hook, too — for perjury — if there 
are deliberate inaccuracies in your re- 
turn 


(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.) 


Kahn supervises the tax department of 


General Finance Corp., which provides a 
computerized tax preparation service 
through its offices in 19 states. The firm 
is a subsidiary of CNA Financial Corp. 


BECAUSE 1972 was the first year lib- 


eralized child care provisions were in ef- 
fect, Kahn believes many families aren't 
aware of the sizable savings that could 
be at stake. "But any family that's eli- 
gible to make his deduction certainly 
ought to consider itemizing," he says. 


"Before 1972," Kahn says, "the child 


care deduction amounted to $900 a year 
at most and usually only those with in- 
comes below $6,600 could obtain H." 


But now the child care deduction can 


be as Ugh as $400 a month or $4,800 a 
year. And it can be claimed by many 
single persons with a child or by many 
married couples, provided both spouses 
work at least three-quarters of a work 
week and provided their combined in- 
come is less than $27,600. 


KAHN SAID the deduction is intended 


chiefly for employment-related expenses 
incurred for services in and about the 
taxpayer's household. Basically, the re- 
quirements for the deduction are these: 


• Single persons or married couples 


(both employed) who pay for the care of 
children under 15 are eligible. The deduc- 
tion stops at the child's 15th birthday, 
whenever it occurs during the year. 


• Household and dependent care pay- 


ments qualify if they are made to almost 
any domestic worker hi the house, except 
those such as gardeners or chauffeurs 
and except for relatives or other depend- 
ents of the taxpayer. "If a maid is at 
home merely to open the door for that 
child on a regular basis, you may still 
deduct up to $400 of her monthly wages," 
says Kahn. 


• The fun $400 deduction may be made 


if the family income is less than $18,000. 
After that, the deduction is reduced by $1 
for every $2 of income up to $27,600. As 
an example, an eligible family earning 
$20,000 a year could deduct up to $3,800 a 
year or $316 a month. Families with in- 
comes above $27,600 forfeit the right to 
claim any child care deduction. 


The deduction "applies primarily to 


payments made to those who are hired to 
help look after a child at home," accord- 
ing to Kahn. "But there is also a provi- 
sion for out-of-the-household 
expense. 


That usually means day-care centers." 


DEDUCTIONS permitted for day-care 


centers or other out-of-housebold ex- 
penses are $200 a month for one child, 
$300 for two children and up to the limit 
of $400 a month for three or more chil- 
dren. These amounts cannot include tui- 
tion or similar educational expenses for 
children in the first grade or higher. 


"The main effect of this deduction," he 


says, "is obviously to allow the stay-at- 
home spouse — typically the wife — to 
be gainfully employed. As its provisions 
become better known, this new regu- 
lation is clearly going to be a factor in 
the trend toward more and more house- 
wives joining the work force " 


Kahn cautions that to enjoy the bene- 


fits of the deduction, the husband and 
wife must file a joint return and must 
itemize the child care expenses, not list- 
ing them In addition to taking the stan- 
dard deduction. 


"And," Kahn says, "the deduction 


even may apply in some situations where 
there are costs not connected with a 
child. For instance, expenses for a fami- 
ly in which there's a dependent who is 
physically or mentally incapable of car- 
ing for himself. Or in cases where it is 
the taxpayer's spouse who is physically 
or mentally incapable of caring for her- 
self or himself."

a fish (Poisson d'Avril), and the French 
have a rhyme that translates: "When the 
beans are in flower, fools are in full 
strength." In Europe generally, April 
brings the cuckoo, emblem of sim- 
pletons. In Scotland, the victim is called 
"cuckoo" or "gowk." 


THE HOAX HANGS high this day. The 


moving essence of the hoax is the power 
of suggestion — plus human ignorance, 


indifference, and plain gullibility. But the 
really big hoaxes are perpetrated, natu- 
rally, on days other than April i. 


Americans have been the victims of 


hoaxes from Edgar Allen Poe's report hi 
the New York Sun in 1844 that a balloon 
had crossed the Atlantic in 75 hours to 
Orson Welles' radio program in 1938 that 
scared the pants off New Jersey with a 
drama about attacking Martians landing 
there. 


A beUweather of the art was P. T. 


Barnum, the showman. He produced an 
80-year-old black woman whom he billed 
as "the 161-year-old nurse of George 
Washington." He grafted the lower half 
of a fish onto the upper half of a mon- 
key's body and showed it as a Feejee 
mermaid" from Calcutta. He white- 
washed an elephant, called it "The Light 
of Asia," and exhibited it as a genuine 
white elephant. 


The world was hoaxed, particularly the 


scientific community, from 1912 to the 
1950s by the skull of the PUtdown Man, a 
supposedly early human being that lived 
500,000 years ago. Fluorine tests and 
x-rays finally showed that fragments of 
skull, jaw, and tooth had been assembled 
as a hoax and were deliberately altered 
bones of a rather modern ape. 


More than 400 years ago, young Mich- 


elangelo set Rome on its ear when he 
apparently wanted to show he could 
sculpt as well as the classic Greek mas- 
ters. The story goes that be buried an 
armless "Sleeping Cupid," arranged to 
have it dug up accidentally, and spread 
t h e word it was a genuine an- 
tique. 


ROME WENT into ecstasy over it 


as evidence of clastic superiority. A 
cardinal purchased it. Then Michelangelo 
spiUed the facts. 


Early Hollywood producers and press 


agents pulled some great ones to fill the 
audience craving for "foreign stars." 
When Theda Bara hit the screen in 1915 
— in slinky satin, plastered down hair, 
mascara ringing her eyes — it was said 
she was a temptress "born in the shadow 
of the pyramids" and for years her repu- 
tation was built up as "the wickedest 
woman in the world." 


At last she said phooey to all that: 


"I'm not a vamp and I don't want to be 
one. I've never been nearer the desert 
than to smoke an Egyptian cigarette. I 
was born in Cincinnati. My name is 
Goodman. I've read so many lies about 
myself that I hardly know what the truth 
is anymore. A lot of people regard me as 
an ogress, but really I'm just a nice Jew- 
ish girl."

For all the ethnic joke* you may have 


beard, you probably haven't heard one 
about a frenchman. That's perhaps be- 
cause tbo French started the best joke of 
ail: "April Fool!" 


This observance originated in France, 


according to The World Book Encyclo- 
pedia, aftr Charles IX adopted a re- 
formed calendar in ISM. Under the old 
calendar, the New Year celebration be- 
gan March 21 and ended April 1. The 
new calendar shifted New Year's Day to 
Jan. 1, but some people — the unin- 
formed - 
Mill celebrated it April l. 


Hence, they were the April Fools. 


It soon became popular throughout 


France to fool friends on that day, and, 


says World Book, the custom soon was 
exported to other countries. It was wide- 
spread in England by the 1600's. In 
France, the fall guy is called "April 
Fish," and in Scotland he's "April 
Gowk." The gowk, by the way, is a cuck- 
oo. 


OTHER LORE also marks April 1 as a 


day of trickery. During me Hindu Feast 
of Hull, winch ends on March 31, the 
chief diversion is to send people on fruit- 
leas errands and expeditions. 


Some say the custom commemorates 


Noah's sending the dove from the ark 
before the flood abated, wmch occurred 
on the first day of the Hebrew month 


which corresponds to April. Jews who 
did not remember this event were sent 
on ineffectual errands to remind them of 
the useless flight and return of the dove. 


Reference is also made to the Passion 


of Jesus Christ, Ms being mocked and 
tormented by being sent from Annas to 
Caiaphas, Oaiaphas to Pilate, Pilate to 
Herod and back to Pilate again, starting 
the precedent for making a person the 
object of ridicule by sending him from 
place to place and person to person. 


For most of us, it's just a day to be 


wary, because someone, somewhere may 
be just a prankster using these ancient 
traditions as his excuse.

Mrs. Pegues, 69, who has lived in near- 


by Newark, Tex., since 1920, says she 
was not taken in by the stories. 


"It was all a hoax," she said. 
"It was cooked up by F. E. Haydn, 


who was a cotton buyer and correspond- 
ent for Dallas and Fort Worth news- 
papers, and men sitting around the gen- 
eral store," she said.

Multi-voiced Dick Orkin: radio's 'fowl9 humorist

It's Friday. And Chickenman — the 


lovable Beaton Harbor of Midland City, 
the courageous shoe salesman who dons 
a feathered suit to battle crime and evil, 
the invincible White-Winged Warrior - 
Is in a predicament. 


"It was just yesterday that the famous 


fowl dissolved his entire body," Midland 
City's police commissioner explains to 
his radio audience. The fine-feathered 
hero, in his pursuit of law and/or order, 
bad bungled it again. Par for the bird. 


"And now — pause — no, that's not my 


line, is it?" Dick Orkin - alias police 
commissioner, creator and voice of 
Chickenman and America's beloved 
Tooth Fairy, the man who is bringing 
Chickenman back to radio — is having 
trouble reading his lines. 


"Oh, boy, I screwed it up again. And 


that was so good too." The originator of 
Dick Orkin Creative Services apologizes 
to the other voices in the script. "We'll 
have to edit that," Orkin mouths to the 
man beind the soundproof glass in a Chi- 
cago recording studio. "Okay, let's take 
it again." He loosens his tie and gives 
the signal. 


THEY RE-DO THE session and Orkin 


has barely cracked a smile. When the 
recording is over, he pushes the button to 
replay the tape. It's only then be starts 
laughing. And he doesn't stop. 


• What makes Dick Orkin laugh? What 
amuses the man who, in the past, sent 
thousands of Chicago area radio listeners 
Into hysterics over the adventures of 
Chickenman and the Tooth Fairy and is 
now doing the same for listeners in other 
parts of the country? 


"I rarely laugh at Jokes," Orkin said, 


tugging at his handlebar moustache, 
looking the part of the villain instead of 
the hero he usually plays. "I'm really 
very serious about the business of come- 
dy." 


The 39-year-old Mount Prospect resi- 


dent wasn't kidding. He wasn't putting 
anybody on like you might expect from a 
person who makes up stories about a 
shoe salesman running around in a 
chicken suit. 


"WHAT I REALLY laugh at Is situ- 


ation comedies," said Orkin. Like Chick- 
enman. Like the Tooth Fairy. 


"I like Chickenman. He's close to my 


comedy point of view of the way the 
world is. He's funny if you believe the 
world Is composed of people trying to do 
a lot of super things — little and in- 
competent people trying to be Important. 
It's what's most laughable about the 
world." 


And many people agree with him. Or- 


kin tells the story of a boy who recently 
returned from Vietnam, where both 
Chickenman and the Tooth Fairy are 
broadcast over American Armed Forces 
Radio. 


"I was performing in Lincoln, Neb., 


and someone introduced me as Chick- 
enman. Later this boy came backstage 
and he was crying. He said he found 
Chickfuiman his only touch with back 
home. He used to tape the shows and 
play them over and over again. He said 
me, 'My hearing you helped save my 
life.'" 


PEOPLE LIKE Chickenman because 


"he goes through all the dumb things 
people do, like dating," according to Or- 
kin. "And because we poke fun at in- 
stitutions. People are willing to laugh at 
the failure of institutions — education, 
law enforcement, all kinds of govern- 
ments, even radio shows." 


Radio shows are something Orkin 


should know about. Since he was 13 or 14, 
("I don't remember") he's been wander- 
Ing around the halls of radio stations. It 
started when he won an oratorical con- 
test and a week as an announcer on a 
station in Stanberry, Pa. From there he 


went on to write and announce com- 
mercials for his dad's gift shop. During 
college, he worked as a rock n* roll d.j. 
when Elvis the Pelvis was just begin- 
ning. 


With his heart set on the theater, Orkin 


went to Yale Drama School on a scholar- 
ship. But there were hard times then, 
with a wife and the first of four children, 
so Orkin returned to what he knew best. 
After a stint at a Cleveland radio station, 
he came to WCFL in Chicago in 1966. It 
was there that Chickenman was born. 


ORKIN DECrDED to leave WCFL 


when "they discontinued Chickenman for 
more music. I didn't feel I was doing 
anything and I wasn't happy doing noth- 
ing." 


So Orkin started Dick Orkin Creative 


Services, with the production of radio 
commercials in mind. Six months later, 
in 1970, he created the Tooth Fairy, an- 
other radio soap opera, this time starring 
the Molar Marauder, Nurse Durkin and 
Dr. Armadingo. The series played for a 
time on Chicago's WLS and through the 
Chicago Radio Syndicate, which is owned 
by Dick Orkin Creative Services. It is 
now being carried by 230 stations 
throughout the United States, Australia 
and Canada. 


Besides producing and writing com- 


mercials for sponsors like Purple Martin 
gasoline and doing some free-lancing — 
he is also "Friendly Bob Adams" for 
General Finance — Orkin is back to writ- 
ing Chickenman. 


HE BOUGHT THE rights from WCFL 


last year with the stipulation that the 
series cannot be sold to a Chicago area 
station until 1974. In December, Creative 
Services started selling the series to sta- 
tions across the country. It has been 
sold, (at a cost varying from $3 to $25 
per two to three-minute episode) to some 
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150 stations with new week-end segments 
of Chickenman versus the Earth Pollu- 
ters. 


Working with the Environmental Pro- 


tection Agency (EPA), Orkin created the 
tales of the Fearless Fowl's attempts to 
expose the "garbagemongers" of Mid- 
land City. It's the first time, according to 
Orkin, public service has been combined 
with a comedy feature for radio syndica- 
tion. 


"I had been a public service director 


for so many years and was bombarded 
with gobs of badly written public service 
material. I discovered if you dramatize a 
situation you could get a lot more au- 
dience response. I picked pollution. I 
couldn't think of any more pressing do- 
mestic problem. Poverty and racial in- 
justice are problems, but not all radio 
stations can relate to those." 


ORKIN IS NEARLY famous. He has 


made personal appearances across the 
country in his feathered chicken cos- 
tume, complete with beak, that came 
from the Follies Bergere. He's been on 
To Tell the Truth and the Mike Douglas 
Show, dressed in his purple Tooth Fairy 
suit, resplendent with sequins and purple 
tights. He has even appeared on the same 
stage as the Beatles. 


Does it bother him when people ad- 


dress him as Chickenman? "Oh yeah," 
he answered quickly. "It bothers me 
somebody thinks of me as the character 
instead of me playing the character. I'm 
not really Chickenman — I'm Dick Orkin 
playing Chickenman." 


Orkin doesn't know if he will keep on 


writing Chickenman and Tooth Fairy epi- 
sodes. Radio changes every day, he says, 


and you've got to keep up with it. He, bis 
partner, Barry Stone, and the staff are 
now working on "a new concept" for ra- 
dio. They're also writing a history series 
for this country's 200th anniversary. 


ORKIN SAID HE doesn't know where 


he gets his ideas. "I'm most creative in 
the morning," he said, adding he writes 
all his scripts around 6 a.m. seated at his 
dining room table. He said he gets a lot 
of ideas driving to work. Maybe it's be- 
cause he enjoys going to work (he works 
60 to 80 hours a week) and says b* 
wouldn't want anything to change. 


"I'm satisfied with the way things are. 


I'd like to continue doing mor.e of the 
same," he said. He thinks a while and 
then admits there's one change he would 
like to see. "I wish some of the people in 
the company would write more so I could 
go fishing on weekends." 


After the recording session, the laughter begins. 
"Citizens, I implore you we must sit down and start writing."

'Cheaper' sewage treatment proposed

A New* Analytic 


While the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 


trict continues construction of a $43 mil- 
lion sewage treatment plant in Schaum- 
burg Township, army engineers are pro- 
moting an alternate means of treating 
sewage that could be 75 per cent cheap- 
er. 


When the Salt Creek Water Reclama- 


tion Plant is completed in 1974 it will use 
advanced biological sewage treatment to 
produce virtually pure effluent.

meeting with residents of rural areas in 
McHenry County and in Indiana, propo- 
sing an alternative plan to treat sewage 
from Chicago and the Cook County sub- 
urbs without building additional complex 
and expensive plants like the Salt Creek 
plant.

But they 
note the evaluations they have made 
show their method of applying partially 
treated sewage to farmland is a cheaper 
way to meet federal water quality stan- 
dards which will go into effect in 1974. 


METROPOLITAN Sanitary District of- 


ficials as yet take no stand on the corps 
proposals. 'Bart Lynam, district general 
superintendent, said he does not believe 
the corps has completed its study of the 
various sewage treatment processes. He 
also said the district could not determine 
at this point whether it would save mon- 
ey using a "living filter" method of 
treating sewage by using farm land in- 
stead of the advanced biological system 
it is preparing to use to provide total ter- 
tiary treatment by 1974. 


Corps Dist. Engr. Col. Richard Wells 


points only to the federal deadline that 
requires the MSD to meet the federal 
water quality standards by 1974. 


If the district decides to meet the stan- 


dards by some other method than the 
one recommended by the corps, that is 
fine, he said. 


But if the MSD fails to meet the stan- 


dards by the deadline It will be cut off 
from federal grants and federal aid, 
Wells warned.

uation so they can use it to help them 
meet the standards," Wells said of the 
MSD. He said the corps study strives to 
examine the range of alternative water 
treatment methods and determine the 
best practical technique. 


Wells said no matter which plan the 


MSD decides to use for its long-range 
water treatment program, MSD tax- 
payers will have to foot the bill. 


EVEN THOUGH the "living filter" 


plan calls for taking secondary effluent 
and applying it to crops in Indiana and 
McHenry County, local taxpayers would 
still pay to transport the effluent and to 
bring the cleaned water back to Lake 
Michigan, he said. 


The basic differences between the ad- 


vanced biological treatment that will be 
carried out in the Salt Creek plant and 
the "living filter" treatment are ex- 
plained in a corps study of the Chicago 
region. 


The study states advanced biological 


treatment includes removing solids from 
the wastewater by gravity, allowing and 
encouraging natural bacteria to break 
down the wastes, then purifying with car- 
bon and lime and finally chlorinating the 
effluent before releasing it into streams. 


The "living filter" system also in- 


cludes some biological breakdown of the 
wastes by bacteria and the settling of 
solids. The liquid portion of the wastes 
are then chlorinated and pumped to over- 
head sprinklers to be applied to crops. 
The natural filtering action of the soil 
and the reactions which occur to break 


down the wastes are allowed to take 
their course. Then the filtered water is 
captured by underground drains and con- 
veyed to places needing water, the corps 
study says. 


The study points to an almost total ab- 


sence of phosphorus as a result of living 
filter treatment as opposed to additional 
costs to remove phosphorus under the 
advanced biological system. 


The corps studies detail various advan- 


tages of the two systems along with a 
third physical chemical system not now 
used in this area. 


THE STUDY says that while land ac- 


quisition costs may be high for the living 
filter system, over a 50-year period ei- 
ther of the other systems would be 75 per 
cent more expensive than the "living fil- 
ter" system. 


Corps officials have held several public 


meetings to introduce their study to resi- 
dents of areas which would be used for 
the "living filter" sites. In McHenry 
County recently the corps met strong op- 
position from area farmers who indicated 
they could see little reason that the ru- 
ral county should be saddled with help- 
ing to dispose of the wastes from the 
more populous city and Cook County 
suburbs. 


Yet until corps officials present the fi- 


nal results of their studies to the MSD 
and until the MSD makes a final decision 
on which technique the district will use 
to meet the water quality standards, the 
rural residents will have no indication of 
whether the "living filter" will ever be- 
come a reality.

Saa Francisco demonstrators protest- 


Ing the high price of meat mailed It- 
pound iticlu <f bologna to President Nix- 
on and California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
The president of the Cowbellw Auxiliary 
of Mw American National Cattlemen'* 
Association said Americans are going to 
have to get used to higher food pricee. 


The couumen' revolt agalnit the 


•oaring price of food gained momentum 


and more organiutlons en- 


dowed an "April Fool's Week" boycott of 
meat, April 1 - 7. Farmers threatened to 
retaliate by holding cattle and hogs off 
the market from April l to 15 to drive 
prices even higher. 


A crowd of 200 at a "no more baloney" 


rally outside the San Francisco federal 
building canted sign reading "Chops 
and robbers," "Steer clear of beef," and 
"I'm sick of peanut butter" In what was 
billed as a "wannup" for next week's 
national beef boycott. 


IN DENVER, Mrs. Cyril Woodward, 


president of the Cowbelles Auxiliary of 
toe American National Cattlemen's Asso- 
ciation, said, "I don't really feel the cost 
of meat is too high because the cost of 
production is much higher. We're going 
to have to educate ourselves that we'll 
have to pay more for food." 


The Maine House of Representatives 


adopted a resolution supporting the first- 
week-ln-Aprll meat boycott. In the Mas- 
sachusetts House, Democrats rejected a 
similar resolution proposed by Republi- 
cans by a 3-1 margin, then adopted one 
of then* own by a 6-1 margin. 


Ralph Nader endorsed next week's 


meat boycott, faying that consumers or- 
ganizing to drive down prices is a "very 
healthy countervailing development." 


Wheeler G. Foshee Jr., a Red Level, 


Ala., cattle and bog fanner, said other 
local farmers agreed "We'd call Ameri- 
can cattlemen and hog farmers to with- 
hold sales of cows and hogs during the 
period of April 1-15." 


Foshee said the farmers believe they 


•re being "unduly criticized for meat 
prices at the counter when we are not 
receiving what we ought to." 


OREN LEE STALEY, president of the 


National Farmers Organization (NFO) 
announced the NFO will hold a series of 
meetings this weekend to plan action. 


"The sharp decline in livestock prices 


caused by the chain store boycott is go- 
Ing to mean positive NFO action next 
week," Staley warned. 


Subpoena threat 
brings Butz to 
price hearing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Agriculture 


Secretary Earl Butz bowed to the threat 
of a subpoena from the House Banking 
Commitee and agreed to testify on sky- 
rocketing food prices. 


Butt said earlier he had previous com- 


mitments, but gave in when committee 
chairman Rep. Wright Patman, D-Tex., 
called a meeting to discuss a subpoena. 


Spokesmen for Butz and the committee 


said Butz would appear at 10 a.m. Mon- 
day along with Treasury Secretary 
George P. ShuHz. As a consequence, the 
meeting t> discuss the subpoena was 
called off. 


Butt' agreement to testify eliminated 


the possibility of a confrontation over ex- 
ecutive privilege although Butt had so 
far given only previous commitments as 
a reason for not testifying. 


Patman announced Buz' decision to the 


committee, which was In session hearing 
testimony on wage and price controls. 


SHAKE WINTER 


OUT OF THE HOUSE 


Boback, which operates 157 stores in 


New York City, was the latest group of 
stores to Join the boycott. A spokesman 
for Boback announced that, as a con- 
cession to consumer groups, the stores 
will not buy food from suppliers one day 
next week. 


In the Midwest, hog markets reported 


a second straight day of unprecedented 
price declines as fanners unloaded their 
hogs. Beef cattle prices also dipped, but 
the drop was described as only "moder- 
ate." 


Several newspapers across the country 


provided recipes for "meatless meals." 
The New York Times' food pages pro- 
vided recipes it said in a headline were 
"meatless but not joyless." They fea- 
tured eggplant, spaghetti and cheeses. 


IN PORTLAND, ORE. a market sell- 


ing honemeat for human consumption 
reopened after a one-day closure, with a 
line of customers a block long. 


Owner Ed Carroll said trays of ground 


honemeat - 80 to 90 pounds each — 
were being emptied at the rate of one 
every 35 to 30 minutes.

Reshevsky played into Fischer's trap 


One of the most famous traps ever 


recorded took place in a game played in 
1968 between one of the greatest players 
In the work) at that time, Sammy Resh- 
evsky, and future world champion Bobby 
Fischer. 


On bis ninth move, Reshevsky, una- 


ware of the murky waters he was tread- 
ing, retreated his attacked knight to Kl. 
At this point several experts in the New 
York audience glanced at each other un- 
believingly. 


Reshevsky had played into a trap 


recently published in a Russian chess 
magazine, paringly available in the 
United States. Although it was long 
known that the enormously gifted Resh- 
evsky was poor in "book knowledge," no 
one had dreamed that this early battle 
for American Chess supremacy would 
thus abruptly climax. 


Here are the first nine moves and the 


critical position. 


evsky's first loss to the man who de- 
throned him as a U.S. champion. The 
game was also symbolic of the new form 
that modern chess was taking. A larger 
and larger component of hard work was 
demanded of the top competitive player 
as well as mere talent. No longer was 
the part-time chess professional a viable 
competitor. There were too many games 
to play over and too many analyses to 
study.

New social security law aids blind 


There is a new social security law that 


makes it easier (or blind people to get 
monthly disability payments, according 
to Norman R. Thoresen, manager of the 
Arlington Heights social security office 


"Blind people still have to have credit 


for work under social security but it no 
longer has to be (or recent work," Thore- 
sen said 


To be eligible for payments previously, 


blind people generally had to have 
worked (ive years of the 10 before they 
became disabled by blindness. Now they 
can be paid benefits if they worked long 
enough on Jobs covered by social secur- 
ity at any time. 


"Under the new law," Thoresen said, 


"a man of 42 who goes blind this year 


may get benefits if he has only five years 
of work. It doesn't matter when he 
earned the credit Previously, he could 
not get benefits unless the five years of 
work was during the 10 years before he 
became blind." 


Social security pays monthly disability 


benefit; to eligible workers and their 
families if the worker is under 65, sev- 
erely disabled, and cannot work (or a 
year or more Tre average payment to 
disabled workers (including blind people) 
is $179 a month "To meet the definition 
for blindness in the social security dis- 
ability insurance program," Thoresen 
said, "you must have 20/200 vision or 
less in the better eye with the use of a 
correcting lens — or a visual field of 20 
degrees or less."

He may simply be trying to keep his

The occupation of Wounded Knee, S.D., 


began a» a fight among Indians and K 
may be winding up that way. 


But in the four weeks and a day that 


Wounded Knee has been captured - or 
liberated, according to one's point of 
view - the firebrands of the American 
Indian Movement (AIM) have accom- 
plished a larger purpose than getting into 
a tribal brawl. 


Through smart press agentry, through 


inspired selection of a site for national 
protest, through wile and guts, they have 
started people about the country talking 
and thinking about the very real prob- 
lems and oppressions suffered by Ameri- 
can Indians now and in the past. 


Now a federal marshal has been se- 


riously wounded. The chief negotiator of 
the federal government says "the fun 
and games are over . the shooting is 
going to stop one way or the other." 


The men emerging as the dominant 


figure in the Pine Ridge Reservation im- 
broglio is Dick Wilson, the tough-talking, 
39-year-old chairman of the Oglala Sioux 
Tribal Council. This week he did what he 
had threatened to do and few believed be 
could do.

Kent Frizzell, said, "It 
appears the Wilson forces are acting le- 
gally at this time " Wibon overhead Mm 
and snorted. "I'm glad they realize this. 
I've been saying all along this is Indian 
country" 


Cutting through the high-flown rhetoric 


that came daily from Wounded Knee dur- 
ing the early stages of the occupation, 
there was one gut Issue: That Dick Wil- 
son's tribal government be ousted. 


An Oglala named Russell Means, 


AIM'S chief spokesman at Wounded 
Knee, charged Wilson was a corrupt dic- 
tator who imposed his rule through a 
band of bullies Means and others called 
"the goon squad." 


Means offered himself as a replace- 


ment for Wilson and there was specula- 
tion that AIM — whose leaders are pri- 
marily urban, non reservation, non Sioux 
Indians — had ambitions of taking over 
the Indian government of the second 
largest reservation in the country. 


BUT MEANS and AIM ran up against 


a roadblock The government insisted 
Wilson was duly elected to his office and 
it was powerless to remove Urn. After 
weeks of largely futile negotiation, AIM 
announced it really didn't matter. 


The Indians at Wounded Knee, the 


number of actual Sioux among them Is 
unknown, declared themselves a sover- 
eign nation and Means said he would be 
"stepping down" if he now aspired to 
mere tribal office. 


A few days ago. Means told UPI re-

He struck a chord there. Almost all 


Oglalas, Wileon among them, are con- 
vinced they are still being grossly de- 
prived of the rights granted them under 
the Ft. Laramle Treaty of 1888. 


Few if any really expect to get back all 


the land west of the Missouri River, as 
the treaty guaranteed them. No realist 
expects the white man will yield the rich 
Black Hills, which were stolen ly>m the 
Oglalas in 1878. There is no hope of eras- 
Ing the still raw memory of the mas- 
sacre at Wounded Knee, when the Sioux 
attempted a but pitiful stand against the 
U.S. Cavalry in 1890 and 200 to 300 of 
them died. 


BUT MOST SIOUX believe fervently 


they are entitled to something more than 
the federal domination, the bleak pover- 
ty, the vacuum of hope, the epidemic al- 
coholism, the bitterness between full 
bloods and half bloods, the appalling sui- 
cide rate, the destruction of pride that 
afflicts this reservation and others. 


Means also commented that, if the 


treaty rights are honored he and the oth- 
er Wounded Knee occupiers may not 
have to go to jajl. Means is presumably 
among 54 persons now under federal in- 
dictment for their actions. 


This week, Wilson claimed Means and 


another Wounded Knee chieftain, Dennis 
Banks, had slipped out of the hamlet un- 
der the cover of gunfire and In fear of 
Oglala retribution. The tribal chairman 
all but declared he was in charge now 
and his supporters in the village of Pine 
Ridge predicted Indians would .finally 
settle the Wounded Knee uprising. 


But the deep grievances of the Indians 


on the Pine Ridge go back 100 years and 
more. They surfaced at Wounded Knee, 
although often obscured by tribal politics 
and television posturing. They are a little 


more visible now and the question of 
what the nation is going to do about them 
is a good deal more pressing than it was 
a month ago.

Don't rely on vitamin dosages-eat a balanced diet 


Dear Dr. Lank — Just read In OM of 


your article* that OM of the few vita- 
mine that can came vitamin poisoning is 
a very high doae of vlamfai A. I have 
before me a bottle and there'* a label on 
it that readi 25,000 A unit*. What I* all 
this about, the big old dollar? 


Dear Reader — I am afraid so. The big 


oW buck aided and abetted by com- 
petition and a lot of misinformation plus 
too many people who think if a little's 
good, more In better. The simple truth Is 
the American Medical Association's 
Council on Drugs states there Is no evi- 
dence that anyone, even those deficient 
in vitamin A, can get any additional 
benefits by dosages higher than 25,000 
unite a day. Moreover, there Is conski. 
erable evidence that in people who do not 
have a deficiency, doses of over 25,000 
uni'j a day taken regularly can Induce 
vitamin A toxktty. 


The Food and Drag Administration 


recently had a few words to say about 
the problems Imposed by too much Vita- 


min A and D In a number of the vitamin 
preparations available to ne public and 
their toxic effects. Since a lot of our food, 
is fortified with both vitamin A and D, 
this Includes milk, breads, cereals, and 
perhaps a few other things, it's clear 
that anyone who's taking a vitamin ta- 
blet that contains 25,000 units of vitamin 
A on a daily basis is getting an excess of 
vitamin A regularly. 


Incidental the daily requirement of 


normal healthy people appears to be in 
the range of 5,000 units daily. I am all 
for vitamins for people who need them, 
in the proper amounts. Many people who 
live by themselves or for other reasons 
aren't able to get a balanced diet need 
vitamin supplements. But the preferable 
way to get the needed vitamins Is to eat 
a proper diet and regardless of their 
benefits or the fact that they are essen- 
tial to good health, vitamin A and D can 
also be harmful when taken in excess 
amounts. In short, if a little's good, more 
is not better. 


Fat buildup in arteries 
reversed, researcher says 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A medical re- 


searcher says he has been able to re- 
verse the buildpup of fatty deposits in 
the walls of arteries during an ex- 
periment with monkeys using a low-fat, 
tow-cholesterol diet. 


Many doctors believe fat deposits in 


arteries leading to the heart contribute to 
heart attacks. 


"A low-fat low-cholesterol diet exerts a 


positive effect on the reversal of ad- 
vanced experimental atherosclerosis in 
Rhesus monkeys," Dr. Drags Vessettnov- 
ich told a meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation of Pathologist* and Bacteriolog- 
ists. 


VesseUnovich, of the University of Chi- 


cago's Pritzker School of Medicine, said 
his studies with four groups of monkeys, 
and those of Dr. Mark Armstrong at the 
University of Iowa "have provided evi- 
dence that at least to some degree even 
advanced stages of the disease athe- 
rosclerosis can be reversed if low serum 
cholesterol levels are sustained for a 
long period of time." 


DURING THE experiment, four groups 


of monkeys, 17 animals were fed a diet 
containing 2 per cent cholesterol, 12.5 per 
cent coconut oil and 12.5 per cent butter- 
fat for 18 months. 


Group I five monkeys were then autop- 


sied and severe atherosclerosis was 
found in their aortas, the artery leading 
directly to the heart. 


For the next 18 months, Groups II and 


III, consisting of five monkeys each,

were fed low-fat, low-cholesterol diets of 
monkey chow supplemented with 5 per 
cent corn oil. Meanwhile, Group IV, two 
monkeys, continued on the same diet as 
the first 18 months. 


When the monkeys were examined, 


Groups II and HI showed "quite low" 
levels in serum cholesterol counts, Ves- 
selinovich said. 


Fatty deposits in the Group I aortas at 


the end of 18 months had covered 81 per 
cent of the surface area, experimenters 
found. By comparison, Group IV mon- 
keys, which were kept on the original 
high cholesterol diet for the full 36 
months, had 95 per cent of the surface 
area of the arteries covered by lesions. 
Group II and III monkeys had only 31 to 
46 per cent of the areas of their aortic 
surface covered by lesions, VesseUnovich 
said.

However, I drink a lot of juices and 
milk and diet cola. Is this a harmful 
diet? Also I am in my change of life. I 
am not dieting but I have suddenly 
gained weight in the peat three months. 
Can you explain what this means? 


Dear Reader — It means that there 


are a lot more calories in juices, milk, 
and diet cola than there are in water. 
You are no doubt quenching your thirst 
with fruit juices, milk and diet cola be- 
cause the body must have water. Fruit 
juices are excellent for people but they 


do contain calories and if you use enough 
of them you'll significantly increase your 
calorie intake. Even fortified skim milk 
contains calories and If you drink a lot of 
it as a substitute for water it will In- 
crease your calories. Diet colas are lim- 
ited in calories but if you drink enough of 
them it'll add up. 


I think you should try to drink more 


water and drink less amounts of fluids 
that contain calories. You may also need 
to Increase your exercise level to get rid 
of the weight you've gained because, of 
increasing your calorie intake.

IT WOULD BE UNFAIR to call the 


event that transpired lait weekend in 
Champaign the meet boring «tate basket- 
bail tournament in history. 


I've only seen the past 20 tournaments. 


What may be a fair statement It that it 
was the most boring of those 90. 


This i» not meant as a rap at Chicago 


Hirsch. They played excellent basketball 
Saturday after a shaky Friday and de- 
served the championship. 


Cfty teams have had the refutation ef 


being poorly-coached and wildly dte- 
orgaidied, bit that definitely was not the 
case with Hirsch. They were very dls> 
dpUned and Coach Charles SUmpm 
was in control of the sttuatlon. For fans 
weary of on-cont displays and other 
signs of disrespect, H was a pleaswe to 
watch Hirsch. 


It was a tournament that didn't go ac- 


cording to the form chart (please don't 
bring up my predictions), but if any mis- 
take was made in examining the affair it 
was in taking the Chicagoans lightly af- 
ter a decade of failure. I plead guilty. 


But overall it was a strange tourna- 


ment which never quite grabbed the fans 


in attendance, and certainly never ex- 
cited this fan. Maybe 1 have teen top 
many high school games by this time ev- 
ery year. Maybe eight games in two 
days Is just too much to sit through at 
the end of a long season. 


I've talked to people who watched the 


tournament on television and they 
thought it was an enjoyable show. When 
you watch on the tube, the action is more 
confined to a smaller area, you have 
commentators filling in the gaps and 
dead spots, and you can get up and do 
something else when the tempo of play 
drags. 


At the Assembly Hall in Champaign 


you ait and stare at the huge floor, often 
from a seat located in what some weath- 
erman might call the "super boonies," 
and feel so remote from the action, or 
lack of action, down on the court. 


Selling Is In the round and with a pitch 


so exact that those sitting in free* of yen 
bother you not at all. There to none of 
the urge to stand an for a better look 
during ike exciting moment*, although it 
was a trifle difficult to become excited at 
anything la this 1*73 tourney. 


Don't get me wrong. I don't miss the 


ancient, dirty, tiny Huff Gym, site of the 
tourney for so many years before they 
moved to the Assembly Hall, ft must be 
remembered that many of those fans in 
the Assembly Hall wouldn't have been 
if capacity there wasn't about 9,000 more 
than Huff. 


But a place like Huff Gym could have 


saved this 1973 tournament. The spirit, 
the enthusiasm, the atmosphere of state 
tourney basketball are missing now in 
Champaign and unless you have a super 
show on the floor, the spectator often 
finds himself fidgeting in his seat, wait- 
ing anxiously for the final buzzer. 


That was not a super show on the floor 


last Friday and Saturday. There were 
exciting moments but they were the ex- 
ception. There were more empty seats 
than I had ever noticed before. 


Student cheering sections, lost in the 


hugeness of the Assembly Hall, domi- 
nated the old Huff Gym. What other fate 
could be there be for a group of 1,000 in a 
building of 15,000 others? 


Student cheering now is simply a small 


noise in a small section. It scarcely com- 
mands notice and that's one of the rea- 
sons why some state basketball tour- 
naments, unless they're packed with ex- 
citing games, can bore even the moat ar- 
dent fan.

JOHN McDOUGAL, who did such a su- 


perb job coaching Aurora West to third 
place in the state finals, made a stop in 
the Herald area nine years ago. 


"I stopped for a cup of coffee," he re- 


membered this week as be talked about 
his one year in Dist. 2M. 


"Warren Collier and I had coached in 


the same conference in southern Illinois 
and when Warren look over aa the head 
Prospect basketball coach tor Dick Kin- 
neman. he asked me to come up and be 
sophomore coach. I also was a varsity 
assistant In football to Don Williams." 


MeDoagal eajeyed his stay IB the area 


but jumped at the chance te ceaeh West 
Aurora In basketball. "My experience at 


Prospect was my enly on* at a basket- 
kali coach ether than at the vanity lev- 
el," he said, "and I was mdte anxious to 
get back to strictly vanity eoaebtag." 


McDougal's sophomore team at Pros- 


pect enjoyed a tremendous season. 
"Dave KJngman (now with the San Fran- 
cisco Giants) was one of my players then 
but I only had Tom Lundatedt, who was 
also a sophomore, for one day at prac- 
tice before they took him on the var- 
sity. It was a great group of kids." 


McDougal admits the community inter- 


est in Aurora basketball is "tremendous" 
but sees an obvious problem in an area 
such as Dist. 214. "People Just can't 
identify with any particular school in 
your area," he points out. "It's difficult 
to develop any real strong loyalty In 
most cases. One town sometimes sends 
students to so many different schools." 


McDougal, who is 49, and spent 10 


years coaching at Carmi, IlL before com- 
ing to Prospect, posted a 10-11 mark in 
his first year at Aurora West. He ha» 
had only one season with less man 16 
wins since and Is 143-66 overall in Aur- 
ora. Twenty losses came in one year. 


"We had test all our starters in our 


4-M (1M» season by graduation," he re- 
members, "but I still feel we were better 
than the record Indicated. We always 
found some way to lose at the end. It's 
pretty dark when you're 4-ze — some- 
limes the scars can get pretty dark." 


Aurora West and Aurora East, who 


now have given the city two straight 
third place finishes, will lose many key 
players by graduation this year, but 
McDougal Isn't worried. 


"We may level off a little, but there's 


•tin real fine talent on both sides of the 
river here.

any of her luster. 


I saw Chris Evert for the first time 


since then Tuesday and it's Dice to be 
able to report that same natural un- 
spoiled quality still is there, except for 
one change. 


She's a professional now, and you can

woman player in the Sovit Union, at Ak- 
ron to win there also. In little more than 
three weeks In fact, she has picked up 
$18,350. and she's looking to add to that 
in the $30.000 Lady Gotham Classic 
which got under way this week in Madi- 
son Square Garden's Felt Forum. 


Chris still calls her parents in Fort 


Landerdale after each tournament, and 
on occasion, she'll be on that phone an 
hour with her boy friend, Miami's Jim- 
my Connors, leading money winner on 
the men's l/SLTA circuit, but when she 
gets out there on the court, she forgets 
everything else and suddenly becomes 
all business.

doesn't necessarily mean I know any- 
thing about television sports broad- 
casting. However. I do know that the H- 
linos High School Class AA Basketball 
Tournament Is a first class production, 
but that by watching it on television this 
past weekend, one would never know it. 


Tom Kelly, Jack Burmacter and Jim 


Bolen are enough to make one wish for 
the return of Jack Dnaj. 


Their slip-shod performances in report- 


ing this year's tourney were enough to 
take most of the luster out of an already 
disappointing tournament. No, they Just 
don't make cue cards big enough for 
Bunnaster. 


And how about Bolen's Interviews? He 


really asked the Lincoln cheerleaders If 
they practice didn't he? 


The fact that for every fan who sees 


the game in the Assembly Hall there are 
at least SO who are watching on TV 
makes it important that the announcers 
give the viewer an accurate portrayal of 
events. This trio didn't get that Job done.

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Unfettered by suburban life 


Pianist dwells in the world of music 


BY MONICA WOCH 


Cars drove tartly in and out of the 


jtttto .hopping plan screw the street, 
beyond the mud-wiped yards of the 
•qneaky.new suburban allotment, and It 
an seemed strangely Incongruous as the 
woman sttUog across from me talked of 
the European concert stage, of Queen 
Elizabeth, of musk .festivals at Cape Cod 
•nd in Scotland. 


And yet, for Gloria Greene Thomas, 


American concert pianist billed across 
the U.S. and Europe as nothing short of 
brilliant, the little plaxa is the only visual 
connection she has with the bustle and 
bustle of her accustomed life. 


Raised in Los Angeles and a long-time 


- resident of Manhattan, the musician and 


her husband and two teenaged children 
have recently settled in Schaumburg, 
brought here by late* developments in 
her husband's business career. 


"BUT I DONT MIND it because 1 


don't really live here," she was saying in 
response to a question as to whether the 
suburbs don't seem rather uninteresting 
compared to such a cosmopolitan life. 


"When I'm teaching or working in my 


office I'm in another work); I could be 
doing this anywhere." 


And it has always been like that for 


Gloria Greene Thomas. Her life has nev- 
er been defined by her environment, ei- 
ther geographic or social, but by an In- 
ner drive to do what is important to her 
— to make music. 


That decision having been made by the 


age of S, she was a child for awhile - 
but not like other children: she is a wom- 
an — but not like most other women; a 
musician — but maybe not even like a 
lot of other musicians. 


Piano lessons commenced at the age of 


3 — "I learned to play the piano before I 
could read." The young prodigy made 
her first concert appearances at age 6 
and began touring at 9. 


That was the year she won a scholar- 


ship to study with the English pianist- 
compose r-conductor Ethel Leginska, 
whom Mrs. Thomas fondly remembers 
a* "a tyrant — but it was for my own 
good." 


"This is something young people today 


don't realize. Parents and teachers try to 
make learning easier than life." 


"Birr TO BE A pianist requires six 


hours of practice a day." Her voice was 
matter-of-fact. "I wasn't even allowed to 
have playmates or toys ... I didn't go to 
school until college, but had a tutor with 
whom I studied two or three hours a day. 


"But I didn't mind - I didn't know 


anything else." 


To be K musician "takes a willingness 


to be totally dedicated." And then, aside, 
"There will never be any child prodigies 
coming out of suburbia." Why? "Well, on 
Tuesday night there's scouts, and on 
Wednesday we have to go to church, and 
oo Thursday..." 


By the age of 15, Gloria Greene had 


mastered the bulk of her repertoire of 


major pinao works. "Most young artists 
now don't acquirl that until much later." 


"But it's not acceptable now to live the 


kind of life I did." Because it produces a 
one-sided personality and intellect? Not 
so in the case of the delightful and well- 
informed Mrs. Thomas. 


AS A STUDENT at Occidental College 


and the University of California, the ma- 
jored in psychology as well as music. 
She is quite fond of literature and has 
written a book, "Musical Europe for 
Americans." 


By her own accounting a perpetually 


happy person, Mrs. Thomas divides her 
time between practicing, teaching, work- 
ing for Bouche Associates (promoters of 
music festivals) and her family. 


Women's lib? Gloria Greene Thomas 


has "always lived an independent, liber- 
ated life" — tt came as naturally as 
breathing to her. Yet she appreciates the 
women's movement and is following the 
Equal Rights Amendment issue with 
hope for its passage. 


Despite hefrather unusual situation as 


a gifted artist and an "understanding 
husband who is very interested in my 
career," Mrs. Thomas readily attests 
that "It's a very difficult life" to com- 
bine a career such as hers with a family. 


Serious concert touring requires travel 


nine months of the year. "A woman can 
only do it if she's single or older." Mrs. 
Thomas hasn't toured for the last five 
years, feeling that her children needed 
her at home more during this time. But 
she intends to go back to it when they 
are older. 


IN THE MEANTIME, she is no less 


busy and still travels frequently in her 
work with Bouche. 


It was while scouting Scotland in prep- 


aration for a music festival that she 
stayed in the castle next to Balmoral, the 
British royal family's residence in Scot- 
land, and was introduced to the Queen 
and her family. 


Mrs. Thomas will soon begin work on a 


music festival to be held in Brittany, 
France, in 1975. "Festivals in Europe," 
she explained, "are planned as tourist at- 
tractions, rather than for the local 
people, because 
Europeans 
already 


have so much music in their lives. 


"But in the U.S., we plan them for the 


people in the area" (one such festival 
was managed by Bouche for Province- 
town on Cape Cod). 


That such an extravaganza appeals to 


Americans, whether in their community 
or In a foreign country they are touring, 
exemplifies the difference in the role of 
music here and abroad. 


"THE U.S. HAS A different way of go- 


ing about concertizing — and we're get- 
ting fewer of the fine European artists as 
a result. There is more prestige there in 
just being an area pianist. . . Expertise 
is more important In Europe than com- 
mercial popularity, as here." 


"This is bad for art here, but it makes

us strong la other ways . . . economic- 
ally, for example. We are a practical 
people." A greater emphasis on the 
arts may come later, Mrs. Thomas 
thinks, "if we get government subsidy 
as in Europe." 


But at present, "the concert circuit 


here is in universities . . . fewer artisth 
are playing in the outlying areas, be- 
cause tbeinterest just doesn't exist." 


She recalled a concert given in New 


York by a renowned pianist, for which 
tickets were completely sold out weeks in 
advance. But when the pianist gave a 
performance in a community in neigh- 
boring Pennsylvania, 50 people showed 
up at a concert hall seating 300. 


"It's a disease of the suburbs - too 


much apathy to go anywhere or do any- 
thing. They can't get a babysitter, or 


they're too tired . . . one excuse after 
another. 


"I AM SHOCKED that with all the de- 


velopment taking place in this area — 
with the huge Woodfield mall — there is 
absolutely no cultural center, no music 
hall being built." 


"Community theatre seems to be thriv- 


ing here, and that is wonderful," but she 
sees a total lack of comparable musical 
activity, or at least, of publicity. 


And yet, Mrs. Thomas has observed in 


her teaching that "so many people really 
love music ..." 


"I like helping young people. I help 


them plan a career and try to get them 
foundation funds. 


"But there is more to success than the 


playing. You need an indefinable person- 


al charisma, an excitement... 


"A marvelous thing happens, when you 


know a piece of music very well, and you 
feel at home on the stage . . . you be- 
come disengaged, as though you have 
nothing to do with this at all, but the 


music is just coming out of the in- 
strument ..." 


And an artist like Gloria Greene 


Thomas passes from the world of places 
and people and things into a worid of the 
sublime, the world of music.

("It came with a great deal of hard 
work," she toM this reporter), neither 
will she lightly pass off the subject of 
motherhood vs. career that earmarks ev- 
ery Rush interview. And perhaps she is 
even just the slightest bit peeved that 
she is always asked to answer for her 
lifestyle. 


A pixieish first appearance, while 


somewhat incongruous with the rest of 
her personality, is not disarming enough 
to undermine the determination and so- 
phistication of the lady of the stage. One 
can safely assume that she always has a 
situation well organized and under con- 
trol. 


"I SPEND MORE time with her than a 


lot of mothers I know," said Barbara 
Rush matter-of-factly about her ten-year- 
old daughter. She also has a son aged 20. 


"I spend a tot of time at home between 


jobs and I rarely leave California during 
the school year," continued the Beverly 
Hills actress who is married to a sculp- 
tor. 


"Private Lives," Noel Coward's fa- 


mous hit of the 1930s which opens tonight 
with Barbara Rush at Arlington Park 
Theatre, was the exception for an exit. 


"The reason I left this time is because 


I really wanted to do this show. But my 
daughter will be coming here in another 
couple of weeks to join me." 


Tin name Barbara Rush is a familiar 


one to Chicago audiences. Most recently 
she appeared in "Four Posters" at Dru- 
ry Lane and several seasons ago she re- 
ceived the Sarah Siddons Award for her 
performance in the touring company of 
"Forty Carats" that had an extended run 
in the city. 


BUT "PRIVATE LIVES" is unique for 


Barbara. Not only has Miss Rush never 
performed in the comedy before, but she 
has never even seen it produced. 


"And I'm glad," she commented dur- 


ing the final week of rehearsals. "We are 
doing it as I think it was originally in- 
tended ... with lots of sentiment and, of 
course, comedy. Lately it's been staged 
as too much of a farce." 


Another reason for her excitement 


over the production is co-star Louis Jonr- 
dan, who makee Us Chicago area debut 


at Arlington Park. 


"No, I have never worked with him 


before, but I was aware of what he could 
do. He is wonderful at this sophisticated 
kind of light comedy," she said of the 
French actor. 


COMFORTABLY DRESSED for the 


luncheon interview at Arlington Towers, 
Miss Rush indicated that she is unim- 
pressed with the idea that her name is 
continually on the list of best dressed 
women. 


"I never shop," she confessed. "I buy 


a great deal of the things that are given 
to me to wear for television. I wear a lot 
of knit slack suits, Kimberly Knits I 
think they're called. And if I do like 
something I will wear it for 10 years. 
I've had some dresses a very long time." 


Having worked in all media of enter- 


tainment, theater, motion pictures and 
television, Miss Rush said, "I like them 
all for different reasons." 


"But if I had my druthers, I'd prefer 


doing Hve stage as it is done hi England 
or with some rep groups.'' She qualified 
that. "Play after play.. "each for about 
four months. Most plays go on forever or 
they close too soon. 


"After four months a play becomes so 


automatic it is boring. Others, like 'Pri- 
vate Lives' finish before they really get 
started." 


WHAT IS LEFT to accomplish in her 


career? 


"I would very much like to direct 


sometime. I think I could do it. One is 
beginning to see more and more female 
directors and why not?" 


"There is an awareness growing . . . 


an awareness of women,as equals," she 
continued. "We haven't felt it so much in 
the entertainment world because we are 
equal, depending on the amount of talent 


"This awareness is noticed more with 


the frustrated middle class kdy at home 
who was told she must remain at home. 
We are getting rid of the idea of a wom- 
an's place. There isn't one and if there is 
...where Is it?" 


But Miss Rush will also, admit that tin 


choice of roles far women in motion pic- 
tures hasn't "h°"fl*d 


•THEY'RE OTILL playing idiots on 


the screen ... neurotics and sex symbols 
there to serve man. Very few women are 
portrayed as in control of their own des- 
tiny. 


"I'd like to see a 'Woman for All Sea- 


sons,' a lady philosopher at work in con- 
trol of herself." 


About her own husband she com- 


mented, "He's a completely honest hu- 
man being: . . . just himself. He enjoys 
the theater, but never in any way does 
he try to judge my work. That goes for 
me. Neither am I a critic of his work. I 
don't even understand half of it." 


She met her artist husband, who works 


in metal, at a big outdoor concert in Los 
Angeles. She was seated next to him. 


"Being six foot seven inches tall I had 


to notice him," she said. "There was a 
party afterwards and he asked me to 
have lunch with him the next day. That's 
when it really started." 


BUT MISS RUSH will quickly depart 


from the women's lib doctrine when a 
woman cannot arrange a career to fit 
certain obligations at home. 


"Sometimes I think there should be a 


law that no one should be allowed to 
marry under the age of 30. People are 
better off marrying later and having 
children when they're more ready and 
don't have to struggle as much. A wom- 


an who does parcel out her children for 
other people to take care of would be 
wiser to limit the number she has." 


About her own career Miss Rush said, 


"I don't like to keep playing the same 
role over and over again. I'm lucky be- 
cause I am offered enough of a variety to 
do. 


"I like Amanda in 'Private Lives' be- 


cause she is a very gay, vivacious kind 
of lady. 


"I also enjoyed my role in the tele- 


vision special, 'Suddenly Single.' I am 
very compassionate toward the divorcee 
with two children who is still young and 
attractive but has no future because she 
does have two children. I think it was a 
very interesting study." 


WHEN MISS RUSH closes here after 


Easter, she will return to her home in 
Beverly Hills. 


"I run a house," she said when asked 


about her activities offstage. She loves to 
cook and already has collaborated on her 
first cookbook to be released shortly. 


"We've worked as hard as we know 


how to," she said about "Private Lives," 
"and afterwards I think I will just col- 
lapse. This kind of comedy is light and 
airy like a souffle. It must be kept up all 
the time." 


'Oscar9 winners 
of sewing set 
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Seldom do 1 have the opportunity to 


mingle with the elite of the antiques 
world — those shops where you walk on 
tip toe, talk In low voices and never, nev- 
er say "my grandmother had one lust 
like that." But recently I was given a 
charge to find a bronxe sculpture for my 
husband's new office, and I visited the 
galleries downtown until I found what I 
considered the perfect objet d' art for 
him. 


The bronze shown is about half life- 


sized and Is called in French "L' Adul- 
terie." You can figure out what that 
means. It shows an Irate husband with 
his wife and her hapless lover. The lover 
has literally lost his head, and the hus- 
band Is holding it triumphantly on high. 
The subject matter is rather macabre, 
but the work Is beautiful. Every finger- 
nail and vein stands out in the bodies, 
and the three are intertwined and blend- 
ed so that it is difficult to decide whose 
foot belongs to whom. The whole is a 
satisfying circle of sinuous curves, with 
the eye directed upward to the severed 
head. 


JEF (JOSEPH Marie Thomas) Lam- 


beaux Is the sculptor, born In Antwerp, 
Belgium, in 1852. His best known work Is 
"The Kiss," which depicts two young 
lovers locked in an embrace, one that 
has been copied and recopied for a cen- 
tury. The original stands in the Antwerp 
Museum. Lambeaux's style was formed 
by the Belgian, Italian and Flemish mas- 
ters, and his subject matter is almost 
always human or animal life, very rea- 
listically portrayed. The fountain in the 
city square at Antwerp Is his work, as Is 
a colossal marble bas-relief, "The Hu- 
man Passions." 


"L' Adutterle" Is 42 inches high and 


stands on a four-foot pedestal so that the 
overall height is almost eight feet. For 
awhile before the office was completed, 
the sculpture was stored in my dining 
room. It was a little disconcerting to eat 
with those three commanding figures 
looming overhead. 


Bronzes in all sizes are very much in 


demand by collectors, from the tiny ani- 
mals with or without decorative painting 
to the large sculptures. Signed pieces al- 


ways bring more than unsigned, for they 
can be readily identified and dated. To 
give you an Idea of the value of these 
works of art, a five-inch Lambeaux 
bronze was recently advertised (a signed 
piece) for $1200. It was probably a fine 
example, but even an ordinary miniature 
will run in the hundreds of dollars. But to 
prove that there are still bargains out 
there for the beady-eyed collector, a 
Quester friend recently found two small 
bronze boar figures for a very few dol- 
lars at a garage sate! 


MY NEXT assignment is to find an oil 


painting for the same office, and I have 
begun my search. The same gallery 
which sold the bronze owns an American 
oil which measures five feet by seven 
feet. The subject matter it unusual, to 
say the least, and it may be so dis- 
tracting that the customers who sit In 
front of it may forget what they're sign- 
ing. It could be a very good year for my 
husband's business!

YET IT PALES by the perfection of "I

emotionally. So much so that the other- 
wise detracting "la. la's" can be over- 
looked. The arrangement, done by Dono- 
van and Michael Peter Hayes, matches a 
Paul Buckmaster creation ("You're So 
Vain" etc.). 


Beyond the lyricism and the mysticism 


lie* Donovan's humor as always. How- 
ever, it's a little more grown up this time 
as can be heard in "The Intergalactlc 
Laxative" — romantic visions of space 
travel come to earth when the poet 
learns that astronauts bodily functions 
must be attended to too, no matter how 
ingeniously. Donovan solos on guitar 
here. 


"Earth Sign Man." a bit of churnln' 


funk, and "Wild Witch Lady," with a 
soaring cacophony for an ending, are two 
other fine songs in this impressive re- 
debut. The album almost has the feel of 
a classic about It. One can only hope It 
won't take another two years to produce 
its successor. 


Elsewhere: A new Judy Collins album 


seldom disappoints. In fact, they often 
delight, as Is the case with "True Stories 
and Other Dreams" (Elektra 75063). 


Two important facts are that Miss Col- 


lins wrote five of the nine songs (far 
more than ever before) and that the 
sound and themes are often reminiscent 
of her "In My Life" album, which was 
one of her best. Mostly, her songs work 
out well, although "Che" seems overly 
long at times. Of the originals, "Secret 
Gardens" and "Holly Ann" are best. 


The bright "Cook With Honey" and 


Tom Paxton's tale of Attica State, "The 
Hostage," are good also. Through all, 
her voice seems as fresh and clear as 
ever. 


Pete Seeger has always been associ- 


ated more with folk songs than Miss Col- 
lins because his themes have dealt more 
with the divisions man hu created in his 
society. "The World of Pete Seeger" (Co- 
lumbia KG-31949) is a collection of 20 of 
his best performances. 


THE SONGS RECALL the era of open 


marches and other civil rights demon- 
strations for one generation and of World 
War II for another. Included are his 
"Where Have All the Flowers Gone," 
"Turn, Turn, Turn," "The Bells of 
Rhymney" and "If I Had a Hammer." 


Speaking of generations, Donny Os-

A bouncy beat from Jamaica 


Reggae: latest musical trend 


by FREDERICK M. WINSHIP 


NEW YORK (UPI) - It's rock with a 


bouncy calypso beat, heavy on the bass. 
The lyrics bubble along like tropic cola 
wine. It comes from the heart of Ja- 
maica. 


It's the hottest thing in popular music 


and you'd better learn to pronounce it 
right! 


The fresh new sound is Reggae (reg- 


gay). It started in Jamaica as Ska (the 
poor man's musk) in 19M. In England 
where it is outrageously popular with the 
under-Mi, it has been calM Blue Beat 
and Rock Steady. No less an expert than 
Beatle Paul McCartney la a convert and 
considers Reggae the musk of the 1970s. 


Reggae moved from underground to 


overground In the United States last year 
when two Reggae-style discs by Ameri- 
can artists climbed to the top of the best 
seller charts and became Gold Records. 
They were Johnny Nash's "I Can See 
Clearly Now," a current radio staple, 
and Paul Simon's (Simon and Garfunke!) 
'Mother and Child Reunion." Nash fa- 
vors compositions by Jamaican Bob 
Marley, considered the Beethoven of 
Reggae. 


KINGSTON, Jamaka, has become a 


major recording capital, turning out an 
average of 80 new singles a week. For 
shantytown musicians, it's a case of 
from Reggae to riches. Americans Elton 
John, Cat Steven, Eddie Floyd, Roberta 
Flack and Leon Russell are all into Reg- 
gae and working with the natives on lo- 
cation. So are The ReOtnf Stones, The 
Staple Singers, The M.G.s and Free. Two 
guitars — one rhythm, one lead — drums 


and organ make up the typical Reggae 
combo. 


THE FIRST Reggae film, "The Harder 


They Come," opened in Manhattan in 
February and has been a sellout, with • 
bigger percentage of whites in the au- 
dience than most all-black films attract. 
The film is Jamaica-made, Jamaica-fi- 
nanced and confers stardom on a Jamai- 
can singer, Jimmy Cliff. He Is a popular 
entertainer in London, where there is a 
raging Reggae cult with special news- 
paper columns, clubs and groupies. 


The film, which was praised at the Ve- 


nice Film Festival last summer, por- 
trays a Reggae singer named Ivanhoe 
Martin fresh from the Jamaican hill 
country who is taken advantage of by 
Kingston record producers and turns to 
crime. You can understand everything 
Cliff sings, wnkh is not true of all Reg- 
gae singers. 


MANY REGGAE lyrics are made up of 


contracted dialect words, unintolllglbe to 
Americans. Following calypso tradition, 
there are plenty of political and sexual 
references ("Slave Driver, the Tables 
An Turned," "Belly Rub"). The insinu- 
ating and hesitant rhythms are complex 
tat wont be mastered easily by dancers 
who normally have trouble with Latin 
beats. Reggae has a long way to go be- 
tore it dominates the discotheques. 


In Jamaica, black establishment so- 


ciety frowns on Reggae because tt of- 
ten Is vulgar and raunchy and, in spite of 
its upbeat tempo, expressive of social un- 
rest not protest among the lowest eco- 
nomk class of the island. In search of a 
i, the best singers grav- 


itated to London, which has a large West 
Indian population. Reggae has been on 
the scene in Britain for at least 10 years 
and Is regularly represented in the Top 
Twenty listings there.

First time in U. S. 


Soviet lends famous art 


by DAVID E. ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The first ex- 


hibition of western art paintings owned 
by the Soviet Union will bring to Amer- 
ica 41 paintings — many of them never 
shown outside of Russia — by mien gi- 
ants of modern paintings as Picasso, Van 
Gogh, Matisse and Gauguin. 


The exhibit opens at Washington's Na- 


tional Gallery tomorrow. 


"We just picked the pictures right off 


the walls." said Dr Armand Hammer, 
who negotiated the important loan. 


Hammer, an oil executive and art col- 


lector, is chairman of the Armand Ham- 
mer Foundation. 


He said the loan came after a year of 


negotiations and after he had lent the 
Russian* some of his own pictures 


Ronald Herman, chairman of the Na- 


tional Endowment for the Humanities, 
called the exhibit "a major breakthrough 
in cultural relations." 


The 41 paintings will come from the 


extensive collection of the Soviet's Her- 
mitage State Museum In Leningrad and 
the Pushkin Museum in Moscow. 


The Soviet Union's collection is known 


to be among the richest in the world in 
its representation of the modernist move- 
ments of Western art in the period be- 
tween 1870 and 1920. 


RUSSIAN COLLECTORS Ivan Moro- 


zov and Serge Shchukin were early admi- 
rers of the impoverished young painters 
working in Paris at the turn of the centu- 
ry, and brought home to Russia what J.

ATHENS (UPI) - The aim is to 


create an island paradise for writers. An 
international center with Ideal condi- 
tions to inspire Intellectuals. 


The land is already available — the 


islet of Makrykytberea, 60 yards east of 
Kytherea, a reputed birthplace of Venus, 
south of the Petoponaese. All that is 
missing is the cash. 


The idea has been put forward by the 


Association of Hellenic Literary Men, 
now in its 30th year of existence and with 
ISO local men and women writers among 
its membership. 


"We paid a symbolic sum for the islet 


almost 20 years ago when it was given to 
us by the Creek government of the day. 
But we've been too poor to do anything 
about it until now," Zannos Simopoulos, 


president of the association, said. 


"Now we are ready to make available 


the required area of land, without any 
financial equivalent In return, to foreign 
intellectual organizations who would 
like to build their own individual guest 
quarters with financial assistance from 
their respective governments. 


"We will not Mil the land, but each 


association could have enough on which 
to build dweWngj of their choice, I sup- 
pose small hotels catering to between 30 
and SO people." 


The association has already introduced 


the idea to foreign literary groups and, 
according to Simopoulos, several organi- 
zations have expressed Interest. 


"WE OURSELVES have appealed to

NEW YORK (UPI) - In an ordinary 


school, today's children going from K 
(for kindergarten) to 12 (for high school 
senior) are exposed to art on a hit or 
miss basis. 


What do they get, really? 
Finger-painting and drawing and sing- 


ing and dancing In the early years. Trips 
to art museums. A restless afternoon or 
two a year in the auditorium while the 
long-hair musicians from a big orchestra 
come to play. 


In history or some such class through 


the years there may be slight exposure 
to architecture — "See this Doric col- 
umn. The Greeks gave it to us." Or — 
"See those arches in that picture. They 
are contributors to architecture from the 
ancient Romans." 


Now what's wrong with all of this? 


Some of it rubs off on the students — or 
none of It rubs off. Either way, upon 
graduation a lot of kids are borderline 
ignoramuses in the arts. 


That is, throughout their lives there 


will be no meaningful role for the arts — 
performing, participating, creating or 
appreciating. And that, according to au- 
thorities in MM arts, Isn't good. Man 
needs more than computer tape and 
technology and the work-a-day world. 


He needs, if you will, the arts to make 


him whole. 


ONE OF THE persons upset by this 


lack of attention to the arts throughout K 
to 12 is John D. Rockefeller III. In the 
1960s he asked educational specialists 
connected with his fund (the John D. 
Rockefeller HI Fund, a philanthropic 
foundation) to think about the ways the 
arts could be made an Integral part of 
the education program taught through all 
the grades. 


What started Rockefeller thinking this 


way. he said at a recent luncheon in New 
York, was a report that arts are a strong 
and meaningful factor in the lives of only 
one per cent of Americans. "One person 
in a hundred," as he put it. 


"You make say five per cent or ten per 


cent." he said. "But whatever any rea- 
sonable person may estimate, I believe 
that it would be a depressingly low mi- 
nority of Americans who are genuinely 
attuned to the arts." 


Without such a public the future for 


those making the arts their ttfework 
will be bleak. Audiences will dwindle. Fi- 
nancial support vill turn more anemic. 
The arts themse.ves will wither as forces 
in society. 


To keep such darkness from failing on 


the arts in America, Rockefeller and 
those at hU fund set out to prove that 
the arts could be worked into a school 
system — from top to bottom. Children 
exposed to arts of all kinds integrated 
into the curriculum would, in their adult 
role, provide the kinds of leadership and 
appreciation needed for the arts to sur- 
vive. 


THE PILOT OR demonstration of this 


was launched to 1968 in the schools of 
University City, a suburban community 
of 55,000 on the western border of St. 
Louis. Eight thousand go to school there, 
K through 12. 


The goal: involve all the children in all 


of the arts. Dance, theater, drawing, mu- 
sic, architecture and all the rest. It had 
never been done before. No one knew if 
it could be done. 


The JDR Fund made grants totaling 


$346.000 toward the project. In addition 
the fund provided $110.200 to the Central 
Midwestern Regional Educational Labo-

ratory (CEMREL) in St. Louis, a U.S. 
Office of Education facility, for eval- 
uation and testing as the project evolved. 


Rockefeller, school officials and cur- 


riculum specialists met at the Princeton 
Club In New York City the other day to 
break bread and clap hands over the suc- 
cess of the project. It was declared offi- 
cially that for the first time the arts have 
been made an integral part of the educa- 
tional program taught through all the 
grades in a complete school sysem. 


NOW THE PROBLEM is to get the 


word around to other school systems so 
the arts-for-all-ln-every-grade program 
will catch on nationwide. 


Dr. Glenys Unruh, curriculum assist- 


ant to the superintendent of schools in 
University City, said success involves the 
use of volunteers from the community. 
"We had a lot of community assistance," 
she said. For example parents who were 
musicians or artists helped out. 


She said teachers and the project staff 


devised materials and programs which 
integrated the arts in the classroom with 
English, social studies and language 
arts. Central to the total program were 
rich resources provided by museums, or- 
chestras, theater and dance organiza- 
tions. 


"I am very encouraged at the results 


of the University City program," Rock- 
efeller said. "We need to expose all of 
the children in our schools to all of the 
arts in a manner that enriches the gener- 
al curriculum rather than reinforcing the 
segregation of the arts. 


"This would make it possible for each 


child to make an individual decision as 
to what role the arts will play in his or 
her life." 


IN ONE UNIT, "Redesigning the Com- 


munity," students worked with architects 
in planning a large playground structure. 
They served as actual clients in deciding 
about costs, construction and site. Today 
the playground structure stands, the re- 
sult of student exchanges with architects 
and builders. 


Another outcome of design studies is 


the "Space Place," an instructional ex- 
hibit that moves from school to school. 


First shown at the St. Louis Art Mu- 


seum, the Space Place involved students 
in organizing room-like spaces using 
light-weight Styrofoam blocks and plastic 
panels. 


Another tangible result of the arts-for- 


all program is a Central Media Labora- 
tory. The center houses a wide variety of 
audio-visual equipment and also serves 
as a place where teachers and students 
can produce original audio-visual aids of 
their own. 


HOW MUCH DOES it all cost? It de- 


pends. At University City some parents 
who are enthusiastic about tthe arts-for- 
all project even suggested tacking four 
cents onto every education dollar for con- 
tinued development of the program. 
That's a four per cent increase in the 
education bill. 


Parents may go for it — but what 


about the taxpayers who don't have chil- 
dren in school? They may help or they 
may be encouraged to join the arts band- 
wagon — especially if the performing 
arts part of the school experience en- 
riches their lives by providing programs, 
plays and concerts for the community.

DuBrow on TV 
*FD Blues* 
to be rerun 
April 9 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - One of the 


most talked-about television programs in 
years, "VD Blues," an hour spedal that 
used entertainment forms to give infor- 
mation about veneral disease, will be re- 
run nationally April 9. 


The program was first broadcast test 


Oct. 9 on the non-commercial public 
video network, which is also presenting 
the rerun. And the host of the hour is 
Dick Cavett, a talk show personality with 
a considerable following among young 
viewers. 


"BD Blues" is a tough, straight-talking 


hour, and neither the script nor Cavett 
pull any punches. The broadcast was fun- 
ded by the Minnesota Mining & Manufac- 
turing Co., and 18 health, educational 
and professional organizations joined in 
promoting the special in conjunction with 
a national anti-venereal disease cam- 
paign. 


AN ANNOUNCEMENT of the rerun, 


on the Public Broadcasting Service, 
says: 


"The Impact of 'VD Blues' was an his- 


toric one, in that the network special, 
and local followup programs which were 
developed by some 100 public television 
stations, sparked more than 225,000 'hot- 
line' calls from the public seeking infor- 
mation on venereal disease, according to 
a PBS survey." 


The PBS survey says that "throughout 


the public television community there 
were at least 90 repeats of 'VD Blues' 
during the two weeks after the initial air- 
ing," and adds: 


"Nationally it is estimated that a total 


of 4.7, per cent of all U.S. television 
households viewed 'VD Blues" at least 
once during the period Oct. 9 - 21. This 
would be 3,050,000 households or roughly 
six million viewers. During an average 
minute it is estimated that 2.9 per cent of 
U.S. television households were viewing 
'VD Blues.'"

New architecture ties in 
with natural environment 


When today's elder generation — even 


the middle generation — was growing 
up. nature, with woods and swamps and 
gravel roadways, was often an enemy. 
Escaping from nature's threats was a 
major challenge, and the major role of 
the home was to provide escape from her 
forces. 


Homes were built large and strong to 


give protection from nature, and were 
designed to accommodate most of the ac- 
tivities of family life within their walls. 


Not so today. Now the problem we face 


Is to bring America's families back to a 
natural environment In the face of all the 
concrete and asphalt and glass and 
smoke and mechanism and noise and 
congestion with which we spend our 
days 


That's the position being taken by the 


nursery growers, garden centers, and 
landscape firms who make up the Ameri- 
can Association of Nurserymen. 


"Since we have subdued the forces of 


nature." they say, "we have to do battle 
with our own technology to bring nature 
back into our lives '' 


There was a need, a few decades ago, 


for residential architecture that was pri- 
marily intended to provide a barrier 
against nature. Now we have to open our 
walls and welcome nature back into our 
cities with all her gifts or Oder and form, 
rhythms, and spacial relationships — 
gifts in short supply in modern urban 
conditions. 


What Is needed, the people of tiie nur- 


sery industry say, is a new kind of archi- 
tecture. The plan of the house, itself, 
must be "exploded" to meet the environ- 
mental needs of the whole family on alt 
the space available in the residential lot. 
It's a concept that sees the walls of the 
home moved to the property line by us- 
ing trees and shrubs and plants and 
grass to create additional rooms — out- 
door rooms 


Some of the new "rooms" which might 


be included in any home plan are logical 
extensions of already-familiar outdoor fa- 
cilities. A "party room," for example, is 
a well thought-out decoration of the 
traditional patio. The "play room" is the 
recreation area, but with a new use of 
plants and shrubs and other landscaping 
materials to provide the best conditions 
for each game the family might wish to 
enjoy.. .badminton, a putting green, 


swings, a sandbox, shuffleboard, what- 
ever. . each in its own place and sepa- 
rated from other activities by natural, 
growing walls. 


The "quiet place" is a sort of outdoor 


"study" — the small and private area 
removed from the sights and sounds 
which intrude so often. And somewhere 
at the front of the house there can be a 
sort of outdoor "foyer" — a place that 
says "welcome" 
with plantings that 


create a friendly greeting room. 


There is an economical imperative in 


this kind of planning for the family envi- 
ronment, the American Association of 
Nurserymen points out. Today's costs of 
building and land makes it impossible for 
most families to have the kinds of large 
house which used to be constructed, with 
room inside for just about anything any 
member of the family wanted to do. 


Even aside from the environmental 


needs — which should have a very high 
priority — it is necessary for today's 
home to use its outdoor space in the most 
efficient manner, since that space has 
the lowest price tag. 


"Nature, once an adversary to be 


brought into captivity," the nursery in- 
dustry says, "is now being recognized as 
a friend.. .a vital, life-saving, healing 
friend. Our home planning must recog- 
nize that fact, and the places we live 
must include outdoor living in the family 
life." 


The man or woman who has acquired 


some skill in home decorating can easily 
translate those talents to outdoor decora- 
ting as well. That's the opinion of the 
professionals who ought to know — the 
nation's nursery growers, garden cen- 
ters, landscape designers and installers 
who have expressed their views through 
their national organization, the American 
Association of Nurserymen. 


Unfortunately, the AAN says, the same 


people who have very good skills in deco- 
rating the interior of their homes — ei- 
ther natural talent or acquired knowl- 
edge — seem to doubt their own ability 
when it conies to decorating the rooms 
outside — particularly the patio or ter- 
race. And that is the outdoor area where 
decorative planning usually begins and is 
most important. 


Three important elements in the deco- 


rative planning of a patio "party place" 
are privacy, beauty, and environmental

Privacy is an important consideration 


even for people who like big, open spaces 
around their homes. The method for ach- 
ieving the degree of privacy desired de- 
pends on the setting of the specific home 
and its surroundings. 


A home next door to a two-story house 


that looks down on the outdoor party 
room probably wants a shade tree in- 
cluded in the basic plan. In another case, 
a hedge or shrub planting will offer the 
screening that is needed.

Environmental concerns are regular 


headline items these days. Most of us in 
horticulture welcome this 
increasing 


awareness by the general public in mak- 
ing this land more livable. Horticultur- 
ists have been at it a long time. The 
study of the inter-relationships of the 
plants and animals, including man, is, of 
course Ecology. 


In the last few years, everyone has 


come to know, not only what the word 
means, but also quite a bit about the sci- 
ence. In fact most people seem to have 


good insight into the topic. 


Some interesting ecological projects 


are underway in Illinois. The University 
of Illinois recently hosted a symposium 
on plant nutrients and their effect on wa- 
ter quality. Researchers from five states 
attended; to discuss potential problems 
in the use of nitrogen fertilizers. 


The Northeastern Illinois Plan Com- 


mission is studying ways of preserving 
agricultural lands around large metro- 
politan areas. Not only do we need the 
open spaces, but the land is highly pro- 


ductive, and someday we may need the 
food it produces. 


Closer to home for most of us is the 


research on new methods of pest control. 
Predators and parasites of insect pests 
are being tested by experiment stations 
throughout the country. New chemicals 
under test when injected directly into 
plants could control pests with no danger 
to wildlife. 


But while you are waiting for these de- 


velopments to materialize do your part 
too. If you see litter don't just walk by it. 
Pick it up! If it pollutes, don't do it.

Peter Pan Scarlet Zinnia, the 1973 All- 


America winner, combines attractive 
large flower size with dwarf plant habit 
— a combination that more and more 
home gardeners are demanding. Individ- 
ual flowers are well-doubled and mea- 
sure 3 to 4 inches across 


Seldom growing more than a foot high, 


the first flowers appear when the plants 
reach 6 inches. They remain neat and 
compact, tolerate rought weather with 
ease, and cover themselves with blooms. 
They are superb in a landscape or bor- 
der planting where they will remain neat 
and showy all summer. 


Happy Face Marigold, a bronze medal 


winner, belongs to a class of hybrid 
marigolds popularly known as "hedging" 
marigolds owing to their neat, uniform 
habit of growth. Happy Face has deep 
golden yellow fully-double flowers mea- 
suring up to 4 inches across on 26 inch 
plants 


Earlier than the Jubilees, more double 


than Apollo and Moooshot, it stays color- 
ful from the end of July until frost, 
branching and rebranching with fresh 
blooms At its best in a border, Happy 
Face is also useful as a container plant 
and as a patio accent. 


Both Peter Pan Scarlet Zinnia and 


Happy Face Marigold are easy to grow 
from seed Plants for earliest blooms can 
be started indoors and transplanted to 
the garden after danger of frost, or they 


can be direct-sown into the garden where 
you want them to bloom. 


Before All-America Selections was or- 


ganized in 1932 to make awards for out- 
standing new flowers and vegetables, 
gardeners had no way of knowing which 
flowers introduced each year were the 
best Today, All-America Selections has 
30 trial gardens in the United States, 
Canada and Mexico, with a different 
judge at each location responsible for 
judging the flowers on the basis of per- 
formance in his own trials. 


Each flower variety submitted for trial 


is known only by a code number so the 
judges have no way of telling which 
breeder submitted the trial. Points are 
given to each flower and the totals count- 
ed to determine those which qualify for 
Bronze, Silver and Gold Medals. 


A lot of the fun of gardening used to be 


the poring over seed catalogs in mid-win- 
ter when next summer's garden was just 
a rosy dream. Another juicy slice of the 
joy was planting seeds when the sap be- 
gan to stir — in the gardener's veins, 
that is — and checking expectantly every 
morning to see if the little corn or bean 
or calendula 
plants were 
cracking 


through the soil. For me, this is still half 
of the sport of making plants grow. I'm 
still an old-fashioned square who delights 
in seeing a dry seed burst to life as a 
promising little plant. 


Most of today's gardeners miss this ex- 


hiliration. They wait until Spring is upon 
them and it's time to plant right now, 
then drive the wagon over to the nur- 
sery. There the man digs half a dozen to 
a score of well-rooted tomato or petunia 
or pepper or marigold plants out of the 
long table of flats and Mr. or Mrs. 
Greenthumb hustles home with an in- 
stant garden. 


In the garden centers, even the nur- 


seryman doesn't grow the plants he sells, 
he orders them by the flat from an as- 
sembly line growing factory, a spread of 
heated greenhouses in which seeds are 
sprouted by the millions, usually in 
small, square bottomless plastic boxes, a 
seed to a box. 


Well, I can't blame Mr. or Mrs. Green- 


thumb for doing it the easy way. This 
new supermarket method of starting a 
garden, sometimes already in bloom, 
saves time and bother. And in today's 
cramped backyards there isn't space to 
sow a fistfull of packets of seeds, which 
cost fifty cents for a packet that teed to 
sell for a dime. I bow to the changing 
times but I still wouldn't miss the thrill 
of growing my own plants from seed. 


It's a game, with the odds often 


against me, but that's part of the sport. 
When I sow seed out in the open soil, I 
can hear my alleged friends in the 
shrubbery twittering, "Just wait until he 
goes to lunch." Then the thrashers and 
towhees and bluejays wing down to dig 
for corn or bean seeds I've just planted.

decor. There must, in many cases, be a 
barrier against sun and noise. If the 
space is on the west side or exposed to 
the sun to the evening hour could be un- 
comfortable, then shade is important, 
and can be accomplished with the right 
kind of plantings. If a busy street is 
nearby, and traffic sounds intrude, a 
"sound protector" of shrubs and hedges 
can help muffle the noise. 


Beauty in the surroundings adds im- 


measurably to the pleasure in the patio 
or terrace — the party place. Color spots 
are a major consideration in the decora- 
tive scheme, and potted plants or flower 
boxes of annuals or perennials often fill 
this need. Some amateur decorators pre- 
fer to plant flowring trees or bushes. 


Members of the American Association 


of Nurserymen are talking a great deal, 
these days, about the effect of plantings 
on the health of our environment, and 
this should be a major point in planning 
the decor of the outdoor party place. 


"Trees and bushes and plants are na- 


ture's gift to improve the part of the 
world in which each of us lives," the nur- 
sery industry people say. "Plants help 
capture the impurities in the air, contrib- 
ute to a breathable atmosphere, screen 
out noise pollution, and feed the earth." 


The nursery industry has adopted the 


phrase "Green Survival" to encompass 
their philosophy regarding the role of 
plant materials in the environment. Sur- 
vival, they say, is possible in the face of 
the many challenges to the ecology. 


Or it it's a lettuce or delphinium plant- 
ing, the quail begin drooling until the 
tiny plants push out of the soil. 


Nowdays, in our garden, they have a 


long drool; as soon as I sow a seed I 
drop a wire mesh cage over it to protect 
the young plants until they are too tough 
to be pecked off Cages over the corn and 
bean and sweet pea beds give the thra- 
shers and bluejays ulcers, too. 


Other adversaries make seed planting 


still more sporting. Take the root che- 
wers that hatch out in the soil. I'm ready 
for them with my hose turn gun, loaded 
with Chlordane or Diazinon. Usually I 
treat the seed bed right after I plant. 
Sometimes, I spray again after the 
plants are about an inch high. 


Of late, I've borrowed a page from the 


factory nurserymen who grow plants by 
the thousand for the retail garden cen- 
ters. I fill small plastic trays with Jiffy 
Pellets or square peat pots saturated 
with plant food. With one seed to a pellet 
or pot, the trays go under small lights in 
the toolshed early in February. 


A sheet of plastic keeps out the cold 


night air. By the time the spindly little 
plants are an inch high, I move the trays 
to a plastic covered cold frame in full 
sun. 
A month of this toughening treat- 


ment and my home-grown garden is 
ready for transplanting in the soil. While 
Mr. Greenthumb is shopping for plar s, 
I've grown exactly the varieties I want 
from seed.

Pesticides lower food costs 


It has been estimated that by using 


chemical pesticides to maximize agricul- 
tural production, farmers save Ameri- 
cans over $20 billion a year in food costs. 


In one of the more dramatic recent 


demonstrations of the need for chemical 
technology, the University of Illinois Co- 
operative Extension Service and the Illi- 
nois Department of Agriculture partici- 
pated in an agricultural experiment at 
Arcola, Illinois, comparing crops grown 
with pesticides and those grown without. 


The experiment focused on growing 


nine crops — soybeans, cabbage, broc- 
coli, tomatoes, potatoes, melons, sunflo- 
wers, and two types of corn — under vas- 
tly different conditions. Each crop was 
planted in a twelve-row plot, with four 
rows (intended; four rows receiving only 
mechanical cultivation for weed control; 
and four rows given aU the advantages 
of modern chemicals. 


At harvest time the untended rows 


couldn't be harvested. The mechanically 
cultivated rows had many weeds and 
bugs with many plants partially de- 
voured. The pesticide-controlled rows 
yielded a much greater harvest and were 


virtually weed-and insect-free; 
these 


crops, because of their abundance and 
quality, could sell at prices American 
families would be able to afford. 


The sponsors of the experiment, who 


had set out "to show just what would 
happen if farmers stopped using pesti- 
cides," were able to compute yields per 
acre and consumer prices of the crops 
grown with and without pesticides. 


Equally important, the Illinois History 


Survey analyzed the crops on which pes- 
ticides had been used and found no 
traces of residues. The experiment man- 
agers emphasized that absence of resi- 
due was directly attributable to the fact 
that all pesticides had been used accord- 
ing to label instructions. 


"Organic" food — that produced with- 


out use of agricultural chemicals — has 
received considerable attention in recent 
years and may be appealing to some seg- 
ments of the American consuming pub- 
lic. But studies like those conducted at 
Arcola indicate that to provide the vast 
quantity of high quality food the Ameri- 
can population now requires, chemicals 
and sophisticated agricultural technology 
are absolute necessities.

Reap joys from gardening 


When the seed pods turn brown and the 


seeds within ripen, it's time to trim back 
and tidy the perennials and pull oat the 
annuals. 


Seeds are precious, and in some areas 


they can be saved in marked envelopes 
and planted in the Spring. In other areas, 
you need only decide where you want a 
new stand of fox gloves or forget-me-nots 
and plant them. 


If there are children around, this is a 


job they enjoy. They take snapdragon 
seedpods and shake out the seeds like 
pepper. Their small feet are about right 
to press the seeds into the earth. You can 
give them a lesson in garden design, 
blending colors and textures for next 
year's garden. Watch that they don't 


plant a row of nasturtiums in the middle 
of the chrysanthemums. 


If you decide to use this informal ap- 


proach to planting, you will have to plan 
a counter attack against slugs and snails. 
Your plants spent a whole season produc- 
ing those seeds. Don't let them be nipped 
before they even bud. 


Put out some Bug-GeU pellets or 


meal. Fall is an excellent time to clean 
out the snails. Once the rains start, 
snails have far greater mobility and you 
have to put bait around in many more 
places.

Early starters 


Some vegetables for best results need 


starting early indoors before trans- 
planting into the garden after danger of 
frost. Among the most important of these 
early starters are: 


Tomatoes. Start seed of your favorite 


varieties eight weeks before outdoor 
planting in your locality. There are sev- 
eral good methods — but the easiest is to 
sow seed* directly into peat pots, start- 
ing cubes or peat pellets, thinning out the 
seedlings to leave one strong plant in 
each pot. 


Peppers. At the same time you're sow- 


Ing tomatoes indoors, tow a few pepper 
seeds. They enjoy exactly the same 
treatment as tomatoes. Foot high plants 
will produce an early harvest when 
transplanted into the garden. 


Eggplant. Here's another plant that 


loves an early start indoors treated the 
same as tomatoes and peppers.

Out In the valleys of the far west, par- 


ticularly in California, Ladybugs are col- 
lected during April and May. 


Whenever they are where there is food, 


they eat. Forty to fifty aphlds per day Is 
not unusual, this being their favorite 
food. Running out of aphids does not stop 
them, however, as they will also eat a 
variety of other insects, eggs, larvae, 
etc. Among those which the Ladybug de- 
stroys are the fruit scales, the mealy- 
bugs, bollworms, leaf worms, leafhop- 
hoppers and corn ear worms. 


With some of these, however, they de- 


stroy only the eggs and larvae as the 
adults are too large for them to handle. 
The Ladybug is carnivorous, a meat ea- 
ter, and does not harm vegetation. The 
plant-destroying-insects are their favor- 
ite food — they will eliminate men- 
worms. 


There are a great many varieities of 


the Ladybug. Some do not eat what oth- 
ers will. Some have spots and some do 
not. Some are as large as a fingernail; 
some are as small as the head of a com- 
mon pin. 


The one described here is about 3/10 of 


an inch long at maturity, a reddish 
brown in color with, in most cases, 13 
black spots and two oblique white stripes 
on the prothorax just back of the head. 
These Ladybugs average 73,000 to the 
gallon. 


In tha application and general use of 


the Ladybug it has been found that late 
evening after sundown is the best time of 
day to release them. When put out dur- 
ing the heat of the day they are much 
more apt to fly and scatter. When re- 
leased while it is cool, or even after 
dark, they have a better chance to forget

their fright of being handled. They will 
not fly at night and by morning will have 
settled down ready to go to work. 


About June 1st when young Ladybugs 


become available they may be kept in an 
ordinary refrigerator for several days or 
even weeks if placed where they will not 
freeze. This keeps them in a dormant 
condition and they do not require food. 


Cut a small corner from bottom of box, 


release a few Ladybugs in your garden 
around plants, bushes and trees at night. 
Seal the corner with adhesive strips, re- 
place in refrigerator until needed the 
next time — usually at 7 to 10 day inter- 
vals. 


Crop damage

The United States Department of Agri- 


culture reports that insect pests, unless 
stopped by pesticides, cause a 25 per 
cent to 30 per cent decrease in the an- 
nual production of fruit and vegetables. 
This figure becomes even more serious 
when combined with facts given by the 
Food and Agricultural Office of the 
United Nations. 


FAO found the 1969 world food produc-

then transplanted to the garden after 
danger of frost.

To ensure a repeat performance the 


next year, the old stems should be cut 
back and the roots protected with a layer 
of mulch. Then the following spring they 
will sprout again. 


In the world of ornamental flowers 


there are many other varieties like 
Southern Belle hibiscus which are really 
perennials, but can be grown as annuals 
to flower the first year — if seed is start- 
ed early. The secret is to get good-size 
plants for setting out into the garden as 
soon as the soil warms up. 


Delphiniums are another good ex- 


ample. Seed started eight weeks before 
planting outside will produce foot-high 
plants capable of flowering the first 
year. 


Gloriosa daisies can be treated the 


same way, and so can the newer vari- 
eties of hollyhocks, such as Summer Car- 
nival. Blue salvia will also flower the 
first year from an early sowing, and will 
winter over to bloom again and again. 


Waterworks 
for gardens 


Any way to bring water into the gar- 


den is a good way. But there are hard 
and easy ways. Make use of a simple 
Inexpensive (from $20) recirculating 
pump available at almost every garden 
store. 


These compact little pumps can sit 


unnoticed at the bottom of a pool and 
silently send water through a tube up to 
the top of a waterfall or fountainhead. 
The pumps use the same water over and 
over — and that's good for plants and 
fish. Constant circulation aerates the wa- 
ter and keeps it fresh. 


The pumps are completely watertight 


and submersible. There is no need to oil 
the parts, since lubricant is sealed in- 
side. 


When installing one of these pumps, 


here are some things to keep in mind: 
put the pump where it will have to move 
water as short a way as possible; use 
pipes and fittings of galvanized iron, 
brass, or plastic — rubber tubes are all 
right for smaller pumps; always use 
pipes at least as big as the pump fitting 
— a smaller pipe adds to the friction.

If you are planning to use pesticides to 


enhance your 'awn or garden, there are 
some safety tips you should observe 


The New York State College of Agricul- 


ture recommends the following 


Read everything on the label and fol- 


low directions exactly. Re-read each 
time before using. 


Observe the cautions, especially those 


to "Keep Out of Reach of Children," and 
those to keep residues on edible plants 
within the limits permitted by law 


Use the proper pesticide at the proper 


time to control a pest. 


Measure accurately. Overdosage sel- 


dom kills more insects or diseases. 


Work in a well ventilated area. 
When spraying inside the home to con- 


trol flying insects, cover all food and 
utensils, close windows and doors lightly. 
After spraying, leave the room, close the 
door Do not re-enter the room for half 
an hour or longer. Aquariums, birds, 
dogs. cats, and other pets must be re- 
moved before spraying 


Outside, remove or cover food and wa- 


ter containers used by pets Do not con- 
taminate fish ponds or streams 


Never spray with children near by 
Do not leave mothballs where children 


can get them Mothballs resemble candy. 


Use a separate sprayer for applying 


herbicides to avoid accidental injury to 
sensitive plants 


Never leave pesticides where children 


or irresponsible persons can reach them. 
Place them out of reach as soon as the 


Give your home a...

Always keep pesticides in their original 


containers. Make sure they are tightly 
closed and plainly labeled. Never put a 
pesticide in an empty food container of 
any kind This is the major cause of hu- 
man deaths from pesticides. 


Never drink, smoke, or chew gum 


while handling pesticides. 


Avoid inhaling sprays, dusts, or va- 


pors. 


Have soap, water, and a towel avail- 


able Should you spill concentrated pesti- 
cide on yourself, wash immediately. 


When you have finished using a pesti- 


cide, or before eating or smoking wash 
hands and face thoroughly and remove 
contaminated clothing. 


Work cloths should be laundered before 


they are used again. 


Store pesticides and pesticide equip- 


ment only in a locked cabinet or room. A 
cool, dry, well-ventilated storage area is 
best. 


Never store pesticides with or near 


food, medicine, or cleaning supplies. 


Do not store 2, 4-D or si 1 vex with other 


pesticides, since the vapors may be ab- 
sorbed and sensitive plants injured. 


Volatile herbicides, such as 2, 4-D, and 


silvex should be stored outside the house 
if you have sensitive house plants. 


Do not dispose of empty containers or 


surplus pesticides where they may be a 
hazard to fish or wildlife or, where they 
may contaminate water. 


Empty containers and surplus pesti- 


cides should be wrapped in thick layers 
of newspaper and placed in a trash can 
just before the trash is collected. Until 


then, keep them locked up. 


Purchase only what you need, or a 


little less, for one season. Some pesti- 
cides lose their effectiveness from one 
season to the next. 


Never burn 2, 4-D or silvex herbicides 


or (heir containers. 


If the label is no longer readable, dis- 


pose of the pesticide and the container. 


Do not discard empty containers into a 


fire or incinerator. They are likely to ex- 
plode 


Do not leave them on a stove, radiator, 


in direct sunlight, or in the trunk or 
glove compartment of your car. Tem- 
peratures of 120 degrees F or above may 
cause explosions. Do not puncture and do 
not use near open flame. Do not spray 
near face. Do not inhale fine sprays for 
flying insects. 


To dispose of pressurized cans, exhaust 


all gas through the release valve and 
place in trash can. 


If you seem to have a special sensi- 


tivity to pesticides, consult an allergist, 
and, if necessary, avoid further exposure 
to the offending chemicals. 


If you experience headache, nausea, or 


blurred vision, or you accidentally swal- 
low any pesticide, call a physician imme- 
diately. Read the label to him, naming 
the active ingredients. If it is necessary 
to go to the doctor's office or hospital, 
take the pesticide container so the doctor 
can properly identify the pesticide. 


In every case of human death from 


pesticides, the cause has been accidental 
misuse. Whenever a small child is poi- 
soned accidentally, an older person has 
done something wrong.

Caterpillars harm trees and plants 


What is about two inches long, has 


about 20 tegs, is covered with hair, is red 
with blue polka-dots, and has killed over 
a million trees? 


This critter hitchhikes with man from 


New England to such far-away places as 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Virginia, Texas, 
Florida and other distant states. 


Last summer, this mini-monster de- 


nuded over 100,000 acres of forest in 
Northern New Jersey; the wildlife — 
birds, mammals, and even snakes — left 
the ravaged areas in droves, for they 
had no food, no nesting place and no 
shade. 


Homeowners may be familiar with this 


unwanted wiggler — the gypsy moth ca- 
terpillar. 


However, the gypsy moth wasn't al- 


ways unwanted. It was actually imported 
into this country by a Massachusetts nat- 
uralist who thought it might aid the silk 
industry. 


Unfortunately, several moths escaped 


into the surrounding woodlands when 
their cage was destroyed in a windstorm. 


During the 102 years that have since 


elapsed, voracious hordes of gypsy moth 
caterpillars have spread like a plague, 
chewing their way over millions of acres 
in the Northeast and have recently 
shown up in Midwestern states. 


The gypsy moth causes damage on 


such a large scale that it is actually an 
"environmental polluter." A single cater- 
pillar eats one square foot of leaf surface 
every 24 hours. Favorite meals for the 
gypsy moth include oak, maple, birch, 
willow, and poplar, but they will also 
feed on pine, spruce, other hardwoods, 
and evergreen trees. 


Large infestations, containing millions 


of caterpillars, can easily strip the fo- 


Finishing touches

liage of an entire forest in a few weeks. 


Repeated defoliations will destroy valu- 


able timberlands. The dead trees, in 
turn, increase fire hazards, permit soil 
erosion and the runoff of precious water. 
Wildlife habitats are destroyed and land 
values drastically reduced. 


Recently, gypsy moths have been 


showing up hi non-rural areas and have 
killed ornamental shrubs and trees, cov- 
ered sidewalks, and gotten into homes, 
pools, stores, and buildings. 


The primary source of spread today is 


the movement of mobile homes, camping 
trailers, and recreational vehicles to 
which the female moths have attached 
their egg masses. Each mass contains 
from 100 to 1,000 potential caterpillars. It 
is easy to imagine how a camper might 
unwittingly carry egg masses outside of 
infected areas to begin a new infestation. 


Fortunately, homeowners and commu- 


nities can protect their property with ap- 


plications of a pesticide known as carba- 
ryl, sold commercially as Sevin. It is low 
in toxicity to humans, birds, fish, and 
other wildlife. It does not accumulate in 
animal tissue so it cannot be transferred 
from animal to animal and thus does not 
build up in the food chain. And because it 
safely decomposes, it does not build up 
in the environment. 


However, Sevin is toxic to bees. If the 


home gardener is considering the use of 
this pesticide, he should avoid spraying 
plants in their flowering stages, particu- 
larly when the honey bees are collecting 
pollen. 


Application in accordance with label 


directions will provide effective control 
of the gypsy moth. It is important to note 
that this pesticide is the choice of many 
local, state and federal authorities. 


By eliminating the gypsy moth, man 


and his environment will be the benefi- 
ciaries.

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Protect ornamental trees 
against disease and pests 


The current popularity of ornamental 


and dwarf trees has resulted in a-number 
of new hybrid and disease-resistant vari- 
eties appearing on the market. Flower- 
ing crab, plum, peach and dogwood trees 
bring added beauty to every landscaped 
home, but each tree should be chosen 
carefully for needed maintenance as well 
as appearance.

The ecology boom has rekindled inter- 


est in the purple martin method of imect 
control, capable of clearing a neighbor- 
hood of flying bugs without chemicals. 
Reason- the little birds are voracious in- 
sect eaters. 


Mac Teague, who builds martin houses 


by the hundreds, says new interest in 
ecology has doubled the size of his plant 
this year. 


The tiny member of the swallow family 


migrates thousands of miles to the Ama- 
zon Valley in Brazil each year, then re- 
turns to summer homes in North Amer- 
ica. 


An adult martin can consume his own 


weight in flying insects each day. Since 
the colorful purple and gold birds live in 
colonies a 12-family martin "apartment 
house" of the type Teague makes could 
rid an entire neighborhood of pests 
through the warm spring and summer 
months. 


"They're just like the swallows of Ca- 


pistrano," says Teague. "They have 
some kind of radar, and no one knows 
how they do it. but they come back to the 
same home every ysar if it's warm, 
clean and comfortable." 


Teague says now is the best time to 


put up a martin house, before scouts are 
sent northward to locate a summer 
home. The advance platoon must check 
whether their homes are still available

and free from nests of other birds. 


"When martin people see the birds on 


telephone lines, they pull their sparrow 
plugs and watch," Teague says. "The 
scouts will check out the home, then fly 
south to pick up the colony." 


Sparrow plugs are pieces of plastic 


that tightly block the entrance to each 
unit in the martin home. A martin house 
owner cleans out the complex once a 
year after the martins leave, then plugs 
the holes until spring, when scouts ap- 
pear. 


Teague learned about the high-impact, 


weatherproof, colorfast material he uses 
by working 20 years planning and in- 
stalling outdoor signs. He has built 1,000 
martin homes each of the past five years 
and expects to turn out 2,500 this year. 


The houses are easy to wash out. Just

The local nurseryman or garden dealer 


should be consulted if a particular prob- 
lem arises. 


When spraying ornamental or fruit 


trees be thorough. Aim the spray to 
reach all surfaces of limbs and foliage. It 
is recommended that two-thirds of the 
spray material be directed into the top 
half of the tree. When it begins to drop, 
end spraying. 


If the leaves or fruit are waxy and the 


spray forms in droplets instead of 
spreading over the surface, add one tea- 
spoon of liquid household detergent for 
each gallon of spray mixture. 


Use a dormant spray with non-toxic 


oils in late fall when the foliage has 
dropped and again in the spring before 
the buds open. Care should be taken to 
see that the trunk and limbs are thor- 
oughly wet with spray. 


For protection of small trees, bushes, 


and shrubs, the average gardener will 
find the portable compressed air sprayer 
with its hose length and spray extension 


^Everblooming' annuals 
popular garden flowers 


Annual flowers that provide color over 


a long period are most sought after by 
home gardeners, especially flowers that 
can tolerate America's hot summers. 
Some classes — such as dwarf hybrid 
petunias and dwarf hybrid begonias — 
bloom so prolifically over a long period, 
they are called "everblooming." 


Seed of many petunias, started early 


indoors, will provide first blooms already 
open by the time it's planting time out- 
doors. The grandifloras produce largest 
individual flowers, but the multifloras 
create a greater density of color, and 
stay neater all season. 


Among the marigolds, the dwarf 


French are early-to-bloom, and they 
don't quit until hard frost. Also, a new 
class of triploid hybrid marigolds have 
larger flowers and more of them. 


A new class of zinnias, called the Peter 


Pans, are early to bloom. Within six to 
eight weeks, first flowers appear on six- 
inch high plants, and they don't stop un- 
til fall frost, never reaching more than a 


foot high, and almost smothering them- 
selves with blooms all season. 


The new hybrid begonias are truly re- 


markable for their longlasting qualities. 
Start seed early indoors — like petunias 
— and young plants with flowers are 
formed that can be transplanted into the 
garden to create a pleasing mass of color 
right into fall. Also, the hybrid begonias 
seem to be happy whether planted in sun 
or shade. 


Alyssum is easy-to-grow, forming a 


dense "carpet" of pearly-white flowers, 
growing thicker and brighter as the sea- 
son progresses. Purple and rose-pink 
forms are also popular. 


Celosia and salvia are two classes that 


provide the most brilliant red colorings 
over a long period. Salvia needs starting 
early indoors, treated the same as pe- 
tunias, while celosia prefers to be direct- 
sown into the garden. A brilliant golden- 
yellow form is also eye-catching — espe- 
cially when the two are planted in com- 
bination.

I couldn't understand why the Colts were so adamant about it 
until I learned they wanted to do everything differently from 
what they had done before Super Bowl III. when they lost to 
the New York Jets. 


"This time they wore the white jerseys instead of blue, used 


different locker spaces in the Orange Bowl, and changed their 
training site and the route to the stadium.'*

from the accurate toe of Jim O'Brien, whose late field goal 
won the game for Baltimore.

British Accent On 'America* 


If you. really want to know what your family is like...ask the 


people who live next door. So goes the old saying. 


In much the same vein, Alistair Cooke, writer-host-narrator of 


the BBC (British Broadcasting Company) produced series 
"America" that airs on the NBC Network, stands back and re- 
tells the development of this country from the vantage point of 
an English-born journalist who has been an American citizen 
since 1941. 


14 IN ENGLAND/4 says the silver 


tongued host, *Tm a renegade. In 
America, probably an English spy." 


Cooke has been chief American cor- 


respondent for the British newspaper 
The Guardian since 1948. "Letters 
From America," his BBC weekly radio 
broadcasts to the rest of the English- 
speaking world (which won him the 
Peabody Award in 1952) are now in 
their 27th year. On television he has 
hosted two award-winning series: 
"Omnibus** and "Masterpiece Theatre." 


What caught the imagination of this journalist to the extent 


that he dedicated such a great portion of himself and his time to 
the recording of American history in the form of a series that 
bears a price tag of over $2 million? 


IN 1932 COOKE came to America to study at Yale and Har- 


vard. The 24-year-old Englishman had one aim: to become a di- 
rector in the theatre. He was here a year, he said, "When I dis- 
covered that the American landscape, its society and its politics 
were far more dramatic than Broadway." 


In May of 1969 he sat down and sketched out 13 titles for the 


"America" series. "Only one of those has been changed," he 
says. *Tve always found that if you get a real title that says what 
you want, it will bring everything together." 


When the series premiered in England the air was full of 


stones. "By the grace of God," Cooke laughs, Mthe first review I 
got of the show in England was from my own paper The Gaard* 
Ian. It was without question the bitchiest review that there has 
been. It was unadulterated, loathing. But, it was the best thing 
that ever happened. You see," he confided, "in England the crit- 
ics don't write about the show. They write against each other. All 
I had to do was wait two days and The Lomtoai Times came out 
kicking The Guardian in the teeth." 


THE ACCEPTANCE of the programs in America has gratified 


the creator. "It's been tremendous," he insisted. "I get tons of 
mail and phone calls. Most of it is from the West and Midwest. 
It seems those people are more interested in that period of his- 
tory than for instance the people who live on the East Coast. The 
'New Englanders,' for example, seem to lean toward the classical 
history, of, say the 17th and I8th centuries." 


Only one American critic fulfilled Cooke's early expectations 


of how the American press would react. "That critic started his 
review with, 'What the hell does this limey think he's doing tell- 
ing us about our history?' I really thought there would be much 
more flag waving." 


What is this limey doing? In his words, "I'm telling the story 


of America as 'the better place,' " he said humbly. "You can find 
anything you want in America." 


After two years of filming, however, there is one thing that 


Cooke hasn't been able to find. "Before I started traveling 
around the country I thought there was such a thing as an Amer- 
ican with an American accent I find," he said, "that there are 
none." 
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Action expected 
on fire station 
land next week 


Action is expected next week by the 


Buffalo Grove Plan Commission on an 
annexation and rezoning request for a 
fire station on Dundee Road. 


The proposed fire station has been a 


subject of controversy for seveal months 
because Village Trustee Randall Rathjen 
is handling the real estate transaction 
and stands to make commissions on the 
deal. 


Through Rathjen, who Is employed by 


Homefinders Realty Co., the Wheeling 
Rural Fire Protection District obtained 
an option to buy 6.5 acres of land for 
$362.000. The fire department needs only 
two acres of the site, which is on the 
south side of Dundee Road west of Kings- 
wood Methodist Church. 


The fire district plans to sell the re- 


maining 4.5 acres to a private developer. 
They hope to help pay for the fire station 
with the profit they make from the land 
resale.

ter from downspouts." Bowen did not in- 
clude a cost estimate for the work which 
would include surveying and an engi- 
neering study. 


• Installation of storm sump pumps in 


each unit which would discharge to out- 
side splash blocks directing water away 
from the buildings. "Footing drain tiles 
must be disconnected from the sanitary 
sewer and connected to the sump pit," 


the report states. 


• Addition of second sanitary sump pits 


and pumps in each unit "which would 
discharge into the sanitary sewer at a 
point near the basement ceiling." Con- 
nection of laundry tubs and floor drains 
is recommended. "Old outlets must be 
capped." Bowen estimated the sump 
pump work at $700 to $1,000 per unit. 


THE CITY ENGINEER called the pro- 


posal a "modified overhead plumbing 
system. II all this is done, flooding 
should Just about end." 


City officials have called the flooding 


— including spillage of raw sewage into 
lawns and driveways — "an extreme 
health hazard." 


Bowen's report was distributed to 


members of the city council's water and 
sewer committee for discussion. 


"We must point out that there is one 


weak point in this system," the report 
states. Near the buildings cast iron 


plumbing changes to clay tile. "This con- 
crete joint breaks apart or even dis- 
integrates with tune."

them. 


When the experts point their collective 


fingers at the consumer and say "guilty" 
I might as well be standing in the front 
of the line. We are among the "demand- 
ers." 


No more. 
If the price is too high, the product 


won't find its way into my freezer. I've 
been convinced that we won't wind up 
malnourished by having two meatless 
days a week; we might wind up better 
off from the variety offered by our new 
diet. 


At least it's worth a try. I'm willing. 
If the shoppers of the nation jump on 


the two-days-a-week-without-meat band- 
wagon as enthusiastically as they seem 
to be supporting the boycott, meat prices 
may really come down permanently.

or's job was at least comparable, if not 
more demanding, than the role of town- 
ship supervisor. 


BERNARD LEE, incumbent auditor, 


replied to Pahl's statement by saying 
that the township supervisor's job was 
comparable to a village manager, not a 
mayor or president. 


He said the village manager of Mount 


Prospect earns about $30,000 annually. 


Rettberg questioned the size of the pro- 


posed raises in view of the 5.5 per cent 
wage price guidelines established by the 
federal administration. 


Board members are not obligated by 


law to follow the guidelines, but Rettberg 
said he fett the board should observe an 
anti-inflation policy. 


Lee said the board had followed the 5.5 


per cent guideline for the salaries of all 
non-elected personnel. 


HE SAID the board, when planning the 


elected position salaries, had to consider 
that salaries had been fixed by law for 
the past four years and the new salaries 
could not be raised for another four 
years. 


When the independents questioned the 


amount of time the elected officials work 
for township government in relation to 
the salary received, Arthur Stevens, 
auditor said salaries were planned to 
compensate for the responsibility of the 
job, not the hours involved. 


The children gave several perform-

The circus is part of a unit on science 


and social studies, said Mrs. Ogg. The 
children learn the different types of ani- 
mals and the difference between the ani- 
mals that are tame and those that are 
wild. The children also learn social stud- 
ies from the circus, she said, by com- 
paring the different duties of the circus 
performers. 


This week the children are making cir- 


cus animals from construction paper and 
pasting them on paper cages that win 
become part of a circus train displayed 
in the classroom. 


Mrs. Ogg, who is celebrating her 31st 


year in Dist. 62, emphasizes student mo- 
tivation for learning. 


"Children are not being pushed, they 


are being drawn into learning," she said.

nation. 


We believe the best board of 


auditors for the township would be 
a combination of incumbent Re- 
publicans and Independent chal- 
lengers. We endorse Republicans 
Bernard Lee and Wayne Hull and 
Independents Paul Rettberg and 
Julie Sass. 


This combination has the poten- 


tial, we believe, of providing re- 
sponsible, 
level-headed* govern- 


ment for the township and some 
measure of balance for township 
affairs. 


Such a balanced board of audi- 


tors might, for example, have 
more thoroughly questioned the de- 
cision to raise the township super- 


visor's salary from the current 
17,000 to $11,000.

Schaumburg Township will pay its 
supervisor (8,750 and Palatine ap- 
proved a salary of 14,800 for its su- 
pervisor. 


For highway commissioner, the 


22 years of roadwork experience 
brought to the job by Republican 
Alfred Steil must be considered 
more valuable than the contribu- 
tion Larry Pahl could make. Pahl 
is a likeable candidate, with great 
potential, but the demands of a 
highway commissioner presume 
some knowledge of roads and 
maintenance which Pahl simply 
does not have. 


The issue of the survival or de- 


mise of township government is a 
crucial one for residents in the 


Northwest suburbs, but the Herald 
thinks strongly that while Town- 
ship government exists it deserves 
to be governed by elected officials 
serious in their intent. The decision 
on the continuation of township 
government — if it ever comes — 
will be made by forces outside any 
one township hall and not on a 
piecemeal basis throughout the 
county. 


We urge Elk Grove Township

(MSD) yesterday threatened to take a 
Wheeling industrial firm to court if the 
company does not stop polluting sanitary 
district sewers by April IS. 


However, officials

Corp.'s Wheeling plant, 1444 S. Wolf Rd., 
said they have been working with sani- 
tary district officials and are presently in 
compliance with MSD requirements. 


The threat against Skil came at a 


meeting of a committee of the sanitary 
district board.

members voted to require Skil to install 
an automatic system to control the acid 
and alkaline contents of the plant's sew- 
age discharges.

After a series 
of meetings, the MSD retested the plant's 
sewage discharge in December, 1973, and 
found it continued to have a high alkaline 
content. 


AT A MEETING in February, Skil 


agreed to install an automatic control 
system, MSD Chief Engineer Forrest C. 
Neil said. 


The committee vote yesterday formal- 


ly found the Skil plant to be in violation 
of MSD ordinances, and ordered Skil to 
"cease and desist" from polluting dis- 
trict sewers by April IS. 


Skil officials, however, said this auto- 


matic equipment has already been in- 
stalled and tested, and win be oper- 
ational by April IS. According to Skil's 
environmental and chemical engineering 
consultant, a back-up system will be set 
up shortly to provide additional safety 
measures. 


SKIL PLANT manager Edward J. Pa- 


luch said that in February the MSD 
asked the firm to submit weekly samples 
of waste discharge. He said Skil has 
complied with this request, and that all 
samples sent to an independent labora- 
tory have been found to be well within 
MSD standards. 


Paluch added that Skil has consistently 


controlled and treated the discharge of 
wastes on a manual basis. He said the 
automatic controls were being instituted 
to eliminate the possibility of human er-

Mount Prospect Park Board Commis- 


sioner Roland Becker, 60, loves golf. 


"I'm a golfer and I'm very much Inter- 


ested in the golf course," he says. 


Golf has had a lot to do with Becker's 


involvement in the Mount Prospect Park 
District. He was appointed to the park 
board six years ago to fill the vacancy 
left by Charles Paine, who took a job in 
Washington. When Paine left, the park 
district had just lost it's greenskeeper 
and was trying to keep things at the golf 
course running with part-time help. 


"Thry htd a crew that didn't know 


how to do the work and the condition of 
the course was deteriorating," explained 
Becker. 'Since I was Interested in the 
course, a number of citizens asked me to 
seek to be appointed to the park board. I 
resisted at first. Finally I said okay," he 
said. 


Several improvements have been made 


in the golf course since Becker became 
chairman of the golf course committee. 
A permanent greenskeeper was appoint- 
ed Half the tees were enlarged and re- 
sodded. A trapmaster (a machine for 
mechanically raking leaves) was pur- 
chased and a new watering system start- 
ed Almost 100 trees have been planted to 
replace the many diseased elms that had 
to be cut down. And the golf course has 
begun not only to break even, but to turn 
a prof it 


BECKER. PRESIDENT of the Cereal 


By-Products, a feed and grain company 
in the Chicago Board of Trade, has lived 
in the Mount Prospect Park District 
since 1949. He decided to run for the park 
district board this year for several rea- 
sons, he said. First among these was to 
make sure that some of the projects now 
under way at the golf course were com- 
pleted. "I'm also very much interested in 
the retention basin at Clearwater Park," 
said Becker. "Id like to continue on the 
board to see that completed." 


Another project he Is concerned about 


is Kopp Park. The west half of the park 
is under water and nobody is ever able to 
use It. We've got it graded now and I'm 
very much interested in seeing that park 
completed," said Becker. 


Becker Is In favor of the park district 


acquiring the eight-acre piece of proper- 
ty at Gregory School for open space. 
(Mount Prospect School Dist. 57 has of- 
fered to sen the land to the park district 
once the title to the land is clear). "We 


Robert Young 


Robert Young, 49, has always beer in- 


terested In sports. He played tennis as a 
boy in his home town of Alton, 111. When 
he got a little older, he switched from 
tennis to basketball. Now he stays in' 
shape by serving as an official at high 
school basketball games. 


Young's interest In sports and recrea- 


tion Is one of the primary reasons he de- 
cided to enter the April race for Mount 
Prospect Park District commissioner. 
That and the fact that the park board 
race Is one of few elections that is not 
run on a partisan basis. 


"1 didn't want to run for something be- 


fore because I didn't want to be con- 
trolled." he explained. "I had an idea I'd 
like to run about four years ago, but I 
thought Mr. Jackson (president of the 
park board) was doing a good job. When 
I found out that two seats were open 'his 
time. 1 decided to run," explained 
Young. 


A resident of the Mount Prospect Park 


District for 13 years. Young is the presi- 
dent of his own manufacturing company. 
He has several interests he would like to 
pursue If elected to a commissioner's 
seat in April. Primary among these Is to 
see the park district continue its efforts 
to acquire land for open space. "We're 
getting closed in from all sides now. I 
think anytime the park district can pur- 
chase land they should get onto it," he 
said. 


IF THE PARK district Is able to ac- 


quire the eight-acre piece of property at 
Gregory School from Mount Prospect 
Dist 57 in the coming years (the land is 
now a court Issue) Young snld he has 
several ideas about how the park district 
could develop the iand. One of these is to 
build an enclosed hockey rink. "I think 
that with hockey coming strong the way 
it is, this is a possibility," he said. "We 
also still lack a 16-inch softball diamond 
and • football field." 


One thing Young would like to know 


more about is park district finances. He 
said he dki know something about the 
finances, "but not the final tally. The fi- 
nances are being conducted very quietly. 
I don't think the people of Mount Pros- 
pect know bow the finances are run hi 
our district," be taid.

need all the open space we can get," he 
said. 


In other programs at the park district, 


though Becker is not totally satisfied 
with what has been done, he thinks the 
board has many of the problems under 
control. 


One of the problems that has plagued 


the park district over the last several 
years is how to get teenagers more In- 
terested In programs at the Lions Park 
Recreation Center. After the center was 
first built, "we turned the center over to 
the kids without any real organized pro- 
gram, so that was a disaster," said 
Becker. The solution, Becker thinks, is to 
have a wider variety of planned pro- 
grams at the center. "I feel this will 
draw a better type of individual to the 
program," he said. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM bothering the 


park district has been vandalism at the 
golf course. Shortly after the district 
asked for the support of citizens hi help- 
ing to stop the vandalism, most of the 
mischief stopped. "I think if we can con- 
tinue to get the citizen's support, we 
won't need a fence (a fence around the 
course was proposed earlier to curb the 
vandalism)," he said. 


Concerning, park district finances, 


Becker thinks there is a definite possi- 
bility that the district may have to hold a 
referendum to raise money to develop 
Friendship Park sometime in the next 
several years. 


"We plan on putting a field bouse and 


a swimming pool in there. If possible, we 
might want a referendum to raise money 
to acquire the Gregory School property," 
said Becker. We don't have that kind of 
money to purchase it outright. If we 
don't raise it on a referendum, we'd have 
to buy it on some kind of contract basis."

Young feels that the current recrea- 


tional facilities at the park district are 
adequate. He would like to encourage 
more cooperation between the schools 
and the park district, however. 


"I'd like to see more recreation pro- 


grams on a local basis. We have to do 
something to get people more interested. 
I personally feel that having schools, if 
it's possible, would get a lot more chil- 
dren out." 


Asked if he had any ideas to get the 


•teenagers more interested in park pro- 
grams, however, Young said he had no 
solution. "I officiate at high school bas- 
ketball and I've noticed there's even a 
lack of participation In the schools at the 
games," he said. "Off the top of my 
head, I don't know of anything that's go- 
ing to motivate them." 


YOUNG THINKS the problem of van- 


dalism that has plagued the park district 
can be solved. "If you'd ask the police, 
they would probably know who the few 
are who are doing it (the vandalism) if 
they'd keep their eyes open," be ex- 
plained. "Nine times out of 10, it's a 
spontaneous thing. With proper police 
control, rthink the police will get them." 


The only way to prevent vandalism on 


the golf course at the Mount Prospect 
Country dub, Young says, is to fence the 
course hi. "When the board said they 
were going to fence it up (lest summer), 
that stopped the vandals for a while. I 
would like to see the golf course fenced 
in. Once residents get used to it, I think 
they're going to think it's the greatest 
thing that ever happened," said Young.

In the Iff years that Elmer Blaseo has 


lived in Mount Prospect, no one at the 
park district has ever asked Mm, as a 
resident, for Ms opinion of the recreation 
programs, he said. 


Blaseo means to change all this if he 


gets elected to a Mount Prospect Park 
Board commissioner's seat in April. "I 
think this is probably the time to say, 
•What is it you, the cttiiens, want?'" ex- 
plained Blatco. 'Now is the time to de- 
velop a four, five or six-year plan, ask 
what the residents want in the way of 
facilities and work toward answering 
their requests." 


If he is elected, Blaseo plans to ask the 


park district board to send out a survey 
to each resident with questions on park 
recreation programs, finances and the 
park board. 


"It may point up the deficiencies and 


some of the good portions of the pro- 
gram. It would also paint up to some of 
the professionals on the staff what the 
people really want," said Blaseo. "I 
can't see having an embroidery class if 
the total enrollment is only nine," he ex- 
plained. 


The editor-publisher of "Selling Sport- 


ing Goods," the magazine of the National 
Sporting Goods Association, he has spent 
all his business life working, as he says, 
"on the fringes of athletics and recrea- 
tion." 


BESIDES HIS WORK at the magazine,

This program honors outstanding recrea- 
tion and park departments and grants 
them a $1,000 cash award to be used for 
projects for which no tax funds are avail- 
able. 


Blaseo, 52, already knows the proce- 


dure of park district meetings. As a 
spokesman for the Mount Prospect Boy's 
Baseball Association, he has attended 
meetings on a somewhat regular basis 
for almost three years. "If we had a 
complaint, we felt that It might be a 
little better received if we didn't attend 
just once a year," he explained. 


Blaseo said there are several reasons 


why be decided to run for the park 
board. "I've spent almost 25 years in the 
field of sporting goods and recreation 
and I think I can contribute something 
because of the background. Second, I

think that every adult mate probably 
should participate in their community if 
they can contribute and give something 
back to the society." 


Blaseo said that though he does not yet 


know the complete financial picture of 
the park district, "it would be my feeling 
that a referendum is not in the imme- 
diate pfflng, unless there are facilities re- 
quested through the proposed survey." 


RIGHT NOW, Blaseo thinks that the 


top priority at the park district should be 
to retain as much open space as possible. 
He would like to see the park district 
acquire the eight-acre piece of property 
at Gregory School that Mount Prospect 
Dist. 57 offered to sell last year. (The 
property is now the object of legal ac- 
tion). "The development of it, again, will 
depand largely on what can be developed 
as i long range program as a direct re- 
sult of what the taxpayers want." said 
Blaseo. 


He said he would also favor the estab- 


lishment of a historical museum on park 
district grounds if the survey showed 
that residents favored it. "I think that, 
gradually, the 'heart of the community 
has broadened (from being a transient 
community). You're getting more and 
more people who say "This is my home 
town,'" he said. 


Concerning the incidents of vandalism 


that the district has experienced, Blaseo 
said he had no general solution to the 
problem. "I don't think you can general- 
ize on that. I think that's an individual 
situation that must be solved by manage- 
ment as it occurs," be said. The problem 
with teen-agers using the Lions Park 
Recreation as a loitering spot is one that 
should be solved by the staff, Blaseo 
said. "They're professionals. I think we 
should ask them what they want us to 
do; ask them what facilities that we, the 
board, can implement to solve the prob- 
lems." 


George Gattas 


George Gattas, 47, has been involved in 


athletics all his life. Daring his career, 
he's done everything from serving as an 
appointed member of a recreation board 
in Kansas to flooding tee skating rinks 
for the Mount Prospect Park District. 
Now he is seeking another post involving 
athletics — a seat on the Mount Prospect 
Park District board of commissioners. 


"I feel I could contribute something to 


Bte park board," said Gattas in explain- 
ing why he decided to run for the park 
district board. "I'm interested in the 
park district." 


The father of five children, Gattas has 


been athletic director at Prospect High 
School for 11 years. He said he consid- 
ered running for the park board before, 
but "I didn't feel at that particular time 
that I was ready," he explained. "I de- 
cided to run after tin last election when 
there was only one., candidate running. I 
like to see a contest," he said 


Gattas said he is satisfied that the pre- 


sent park board is spending the district's 
finances wisely — that is, "without too 
much waste." He doesn't feel there will 
be any need for a referendum in the near 
future. "But I think the board could ex- 
pand the programs," Gattas said. "I 
think there are certain areas that need to 
be looked at, maioily in the indoor win- 
ter area." 


GATTAS SAID he thinks more money 


could be spent for facilities and pro- 
grams for residents in the Arlington and 
northwest area of the district. "You have 
the swimming pool in the summertime at 
Meadows Pool and ice skating in the 
winter, but nothing in that area at all 
other than these two facilities," he said. 


"I'd also like to see a closer sharing of 


facilities with the high school," Gattas 
said. "The park district used to use the 
high school, but then when the multi-pur- 
pose room at Lions Park was built, they 
did away with it." 


Gattas said he is in favor of the park 


district buying land to preserve open 
space if a study shows there is a need for 
more land to expand district facilities. "I 
think we should study the growth of the 
area and the needs of the park district. If 
there is a need for an activity, then I 
think the board should consider buying 
such a piece of land," he said. "Buying 


land just for the sake of buying land I 
just can't see." 


He said he had no comment on the pos- 


sibility of the park district buying an 
eight-acre parcel of land at Gregory 
School for open space. (Dist. 57 is now in 
a legal dispute with the former owner 
concerning the sale of the land.) "I'm 
aware the park district is talking about 
it, but until I study more about ft, I don't 
want to comment," be said. 


GATTAS SAID he thinks he has some 


expertise concerning the problem the 
park district has encountered with teen- 
agers. He said he thinks the solution to 
the problem is to give the young people 
more supervision. 


"We get problems with ihe teen-agers 


at school too," Gattas said. "They may 
say they don't want supervision, but 
they're always looking for somebody to 
direct them. I think with proper: super- 
vision or direction, these programs could 
function," he said. "I would like to see 
the park district form a committee of 
teen-agers to work with the supervisor 
and exchange ideas and get the teen- 
agers' views about what they would like 
to see done." 


Despite his experience with young 


people, Gattas admitted he had no an- 
swer to the vandalism problem that has 
been plaguing the park district. "If I had 
the answer to that, I would be a million- 
iare," he said with a laugh. "The area is 
so large they do have it patrolled. But 
it's difficult for a couple of people to be 
hi all the places at the same time. If I 
bad a suggestion I'd use it in my locker 
room," he said.

projects. "I'm saying that everyone 
should carefully look at the impact of 
these projects on our city," he said. 


"I DON'T THINK this city is obligated

"Tremendous variations are 
being asked" that could set precedents 


for other private projects here.

will be decided 


Tomorrow is voting day for the Elk 


Grove Park District's two-part, $995,000 
bond issue referendum. 


Polls will be open from 6 a.m. to 6 


p.m. throughout the district. Residents 
will vote separately on each of the bond 
issues. 


The first issue is for $310,000 on bonds 


to be used for park improvement 
throughout the district. The second is for 
a 1685,000 indoor ice skating rink. If ei- 
ther part or the entire referendum is ap- 
proved, the park district will sell general 
obligation bonds to be retired through an 
increase in the park district tax rate. 


According to park district figures, if 


both issues pass, the tax bill on a home 
assessed at $10.000 will increase by $4.38. 
The increase will be split between $1.38 
for park improvements and $3 for the ice 
rink. 


The current park district tax rat* of 


0.266 would be increased to 0.306 if both 
issues pass. 


The park Improvements are planned 


for 12 parka in the district and three 
more which the park district expects to 
acquire shortly. 


ONE NEW PARK will be located in 


the northeast section of the village, in 
the area north of the Commonwealth 
Edison Co. easement, east of Shadywood 
Lane and south of an easterly extension 
of Willow Lane. The park district win 
purchase 6ft acres from private owners 
and lease about It acres from Com- 
monwealth Edison and the Shell Devel- 
opment Co. for a total 17-acre park. 


The northeast park site will be pur- 


chased through current park funds, a 
cash donation from a developer and a 
grant from the federal Bureau of Out- 
door Recreation. No referendum funds 
are needed for the purchase. 


The two other new parks will be lo- 


cated west of m. Rte. S3. The district 
will acquire these sites through donations 
from private developers after the sites 
have been brought to acceptable stan- 
dards. 


Improvements throughout the district 


include a lighted baseball field, more 
hardball and Softball diamonds, play- 
ground equipment, tennis courts, basket- 
ball courts, bicycle racks and drinking 
fountains. 


The indoor ice skating rink, to be built 


on park district property in Disney Park, 
will be an 85 by 200-foot rink for general 
skating and hockey. 


Passes for general skating will cost ap- 


proximately $40 per family for an 8 to 10- 
month season. 


A minimum of 30 hours per week in 


prime time, 1 to 4 p.m. and 7 to 9:30 
p.m., will be reserved for general recrea- 
tional skating. All figure skating and 
hockey programs will be held during 
non-prime hours. 


THE PARK DISTRICT also plans to 


conduct a full program of skating and 
hockey classes. 


Time will be available for adults only 


skating and private skating parties may 
be arranged after public skating hours. 
Neighborhood skating rinks will be main- 
tained by the park district. 


The rink will include concession stands, 


locker rooms, spectator seating, parking 
facilities, skate rental and skate sharp- 
ening faculties. 


The bond issue for (to rink will be for 


only the construction of the facilities. All 
operating expenses will be covered by 
user revenue. 


PARK DISTRICT officials have said 


that if operating revenues far exceed ex- 
ywes, some of the money will be used 
to retire the bonds at an earlier date.

rate. 


Klemchen said he did not like the idea 


of all taxpayers supporting a facility only 
a few would use. "I wouldn't ask you to 
pay for something you wouldn't use," he 
said. 


If the village does need an indoor ice 


rink, Klemchen said it should be built by 
a private firm or financed through reve- 
nue bonds. 


R E V E N U E BONDS ARE retired 


through revenue obtained from the users. 


The Ek Grove Village Association of 


Industry and Commerce has taken a po- 


sition similiar to Kiemchen's. The board 
recommended passage of the park im- 
provements, but opposed the ice rink, 
saying it should be paid for through reve- 
nue bonds. 


The park district plans to finance only 


the construction of the rink through the 
bonds. All operating expenses would be 
paid for through user revenue. 


David von Schaumburg, park district 


commissioner, said that under the dis- 
trict's plan, "The capital cost is divided 
amongst all taxpayers; industrial, busi- 
nesses and homeowners and operating 
costs are met with revenues der -«d from 
the user." 


Park district officials have said that if 


the revenues exceed operating costs, 
some of the money could be used to re- 
tire the bonds at an earlier date. 


Any private firm would have to charge 


a much higher user cost, according to 
park district officials, because a private 
firm must cover expenses such as taxes, 
mortgage and still provide a profit, 
which the park district does not have to 
do. 


Klemchen also said he was against the 


ice rink referendum being brought up 
again for the third time in two years.

Ceiling put on meat prices 


President Nixon clamped a ceiling on 


the prices of beef, pork and lamb — lim- 
iting them to the highest level charged 
during the past 30 days. 


"What we need Is action that will stop 


the rise in meat prices now," Nixon said 
in a nationwide radio and television 
speech. "Meat prices mutt not go higher. 
With the help of the housewife and the 
farmer, they can and should go down." 


The ceiling applies to all purchases 


and sales of meat after slaughter, but — 
as has been the case throughout Nixon's 
three-part Inflation control program — 
the control* do not affect prices charged 
by farmers. 


In his 20-mlnuto speech, the President 


also declared that the nation baa 


achieved its goal of "peace with honor" 
in Vietnam, although be repeated his 
warning to North Vietnam against infil- 
tration of men and equipment into the 
South. 


Nixon also called for public support In 


his pending battles with Congress over 
expected vetoes of spending Increases for 
domestic programs. He said if he ap- 
proved the spending bins now moving 
through Congress, it would either mean 
higher taxes or further aggravate cur- 
rent Inflation. 


The Internal Revenue Service will en- 


force the new meat price ceiling. Effec- 
tive immediately, all meat retailers must 
pest in their stores large signs announc- 
ing the ceiling price.

Of $9,500 


Larry Pah], independent candidate for 


township commissioner, said he felt the 
proposed salary for supervisor was high, 


especially since the president of Elk 
Grove Village and the mayor of Mount 
Prospect are paid $2,000 a year. 


Pahl said the president's or the may- 


or's job was at least comparable, if not 
more demanding, than the ro'e of town- 
ship supervisor. 


BERNARD LEE, incumbent auditor, 


replied to Pahl's statement by saying 
that the township supervisor's job was 
comparable to a village manager, not a 
mayor or president. 


He said the village manager of Mount 


Prospect earns about $30,000 annually. 


Rettberg questioned the size of the pro-

problems of the elderly. 


Bradley remarked, "For the sake of 


the senior citizens, I think it's good that 
both parties are addressing the issue." 
He added: "I hope they're (the Republi- 
cans) as sincere in carrying out my 
ideas as I am." 


Bradley, who is seeking a two-year va- 


cancy on the village board, had sug- 
gested that senior citizens be given free 
vehicle stickers. 


He also proposed setting up a volunteer

Ceiling put on meat prices 


President Nixon clamped a ceiling on 


the prices of beef, pork and lamb — lim- 
iting them to the highest level charged 
during th* past 30 days. 


"What we need Is action that will stop 


the rise in meat prices now," Nixon said 
in a nationwide radio and television 
speech. "Meat prices must not go higher. 
With the help of the housewife and the 
farmer, they can and should go down." 


The ceiling applies to all purchases 


and salM of meat after slaughter, but — 
as has been the case throughout Nixcn'i 
three-part inflation control program — 
the controls do not affect prices charged 
by farmers. 


In nil annlaute speech, the President 


also declared that the nation has 


achieved its goal of "peace with honor" 
in Vietnam, although he repeated his 
warning to North Vietnam against infil- 
tration of men and equipment into the 
South. 


" Nixon also called for public support in 
his pending battles with Congress over 
expected vetoes of spending Increases for 
domestic programs.

Municipal fire department urged in study,

The creation of a municipal fire de- 


partment for the entire village of Hoff- 
man Estates has been recommended in a 
preliminary report on a feasibility study 
prepared for the village by a consulting 
firm. 


The report, which was commissioned 


last year, was completed Wednesday. Of- 
ficials of the village and the Hoffman Es- 
tates Fire Protection District have re- 
ceived copies of the 30-page document, 
prepared by the National Loss Control 
Service Corp. of Long Grove. 


While the Hoffman Estates Fire Pro- 


tection District serves mo?» of the vil- 
lage, small portions are served by the 
Palatine Rural Fire Protection District 
the Hanover-Wayne Fire Protection Dis- 
trict and the Countryside Fire Protection 
District. 


The report, stated all of the districts 


provided adequate service to the areas 
they cover. The Palatine district, which 
covers the Winston Knolls area, was 
cited as providing good service there, 
even though the area is about five miles 
from the fire station and the department 
is primarily volunteer. 


VILLAGE TRUSTEE Edward Hennes- 


sey said the report, which represents the 
first phase of the $6,500 study, looks at 
the geographical area served by the vari- 
ous departments now. It also discussed 
the present equipment and manpower ca- 
pabilities of each department, he said. 


1 •• formation of a municipal depart- 


ment would save taxpayers up to $43,000 
annually in costs that are now duplicated 
by the four districts that would be elimi- 
nated by making the fire service a vil- 
lage department, according to the report. 


"After weighing all the facts very 


carefully, formation of a municipal de- 
partment offers the best long-range solu- 
tion to the fire protection needs for all of 


Five alternative actions were outlined 


in the study to the village. Fire service 
could remain as it is with a few refine- 
ments. The four present districts could 
be combined into two; the four districts 
could merge into one district with oper- 
ating and facility supplemented funds by 
the village; a single district could be 
created and operated with no village 
funds, or a municipal fire department 
could be established. 


THE REPORT ALSO stated more op- 


erating funds would be available with a 
municipal fire service because of the vil- 
lage's additional taxing power and other 
sources of revenue. 


Recommendations on implementation 


of any changes will be made to the vil- 
lage in the second phase of the con- 
sultants report. 


In addition to tax savings, the report 


states the village fire service would offer 
better direct control by local officials. 


Presently the trustees of the Hoffman 


Estates Fire Protection District are ap- 
pointed by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners. 


Village Trustee Dyrle Rathman said 


the plans to hold a meeting with officials 
of the fire district to discuss the recom- 
mendations of the report.

northeast of Windemere, as is Winston 
Knolls. The Windemere subdivision lies 
north of Algonquin Road, roughly be- 
tween Lexington Drive and a point just 
west of Windemere Lane. The northern 
boundary of the subdivision is abo'it half 
a m'.le south of Freeman Road, approxi- 
mately at the intersection of Avon Lane 
and Eton Court. Winston Knolls and the 
Howie land both border Windemere. 


The suit charges Centex-Winston Corp., 


when it still was Winston Development 
Corp., constructed a storm water sewer 
through Winston Knolls to drain into a

The increased water flow has raised 


the level of Lake Windemere, "washing 
away the shore" and damaging pave- 
ment en Avon Lane, interior street, and 
ditches in Windemere subdivision, the 
summons alleges. Damage is also 
claimed for property owned by Wind- 
emere residents. 


IN REDRESS, the suit seeks an in- 


junction against Hoffman Estates and 
Centex-Winston, compelling them to fin 
the ditch and divert the storm drainage 
away from Windemere. It also seeks 
compensation from Centex-Winston. 


For the construction of a storm sewer 


system in Windemere, the plaintiffs ask 
a judgement of $25,000 against Centex- 
Winston. Another $25,000 is requested to 
repair Avon Lane damage and $125,000 is 
sought to compensate homeowners for 
property damages. 


WHILE AN April 4 deadline was set 


for Hoffman Estates to respond to the 
summons, Village Atty. Edward Hofert 
said he will request a May 1 continuance, 
to gather engineering information. He 
expects the delay will be granted, he 
said, because the time is required to 
compile technical and factual matter for 
his response. Until that material is avail- 
able, said Hofert, he would not comment 
oa the appraoch his reply will take. 


However, Hofert did say the primary 


responsibility of the defendants, if there 
is any such responsibility, lies with Cen- 
tex-Winston, because that firm installed 
the sewer and cut the ditch. 


Also, Hoffman Estates has not yet ac- 


cepted the facilities for maintenance, he 
said. Hoffman Estates does not "believe 
the theory of drainage expressed in that 
complaint is correct," he said. 


Although the receivers for Howie-in- 


the-Hills are named in the suit, attorneys 
representing all the complainants and 
defendants agreed the Windemere action 
will not affect the Howie settlement ne- 
gotiations. The new suit does not con- 
stitute a Men on me sale of the Howie 
land, since ft is not seeking compensation 
from either the village or the receiv- 
ership, they said In addition, attorneys 
for South Harrington and for the Wind- 
emere Association indicated they see no 
likelihood they will attempt to intervene 
in the Howie negotiations or court pro- 
ceedings. 


The Howie action has been pending 


several years, and attorneys for all par- 
ties in the suits have expressed optimism 
for a settlement in the near future. If 
and when one is reached, development 
can proceed on the 497-acre parcel.

City to hear plans for complex 


Plans for a 110 million office complex 


to be built near Golf Road and the North- 
west Tollway will be presented to the 
R o l l i n g Meadows Plan Commission 
Wednesday. 


The plans will be presented by Gould 


Inc., a manufacturer, of electronic In- 
struments and systems, which received 
zoning approval for the proposed com- 
plex more than a year ago.

Morley said construction of the complex 
could add substantially to the city's sale 
tax returns since the company's annual 
sales volume is in excess of $300 million. 


Representatives from the firm have 


been meeting recently with dty officials 
to discuss the proposed plans.

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Penalties, inconvenience await owners 
It's open season on strays 


by BETTY LEE 


CHARGE: Vagrancy. 
CULPRIT: Canines. 
It's the same offense every spring, 


when the warm sunshine brings out the 
dogs to roam in neighborhood park- 
ways. And within the Ian few days, local 
police have received dozens of com- 
plaints of stray animals. 


"Dogs aren't dumb animals," said 


Gene Horn, former Arlington Heights an- 
imal welfare officer. "When it gets warm 
er and the sun's out, they want to run 
around, too." 


For the last M years Korn has been 


looking for the roaming, freedom loving 
animals, not only dogs, but cats as well. 
Sometimes there are even cases of dis- 
locate muskrats or possums which must 
be taken to their natural habitat. 


Recently Korn transferred to another 


position in the police department, leaving 
the responsibilities of animal welfare of- 
ficer to cadet Richard Cribbons. 


"I've been bitten once," said Cribbons. 


"I also had to use snares. But at least it 
gives me an opportunity to get on to the 
streets " 


THE PALATINE Police Department 


does not have a full-time dog catcher, 
but anticipates hiring an animal warden 
in May or June because of the stray ani- 
mal problem, according to Richard Daw- 
son. Palatine environmental health direc- 
tor. Police there receive a steady num- 
ber of animal complaints. 


Rolling Meadows service officer Al 


Jurs said the department handles about 
seven dog cases a week, but added there 


will be more of • problem with the 
spring weather approaching. 


"The people will be more apt to let 


their dog out on its own than they are in 
winter because they might be more af- 
raid their dog would catch cold or get 
sick," said Jurs. 


But how does a dog catcher go about 


grabbing the wanderlust dog? 


"There's no actual training here," said 


Korn. "You've got to handle them by 
feel. Every dog Is different... some you 
pick up right away, some will always 
stay that extra two feet away, and some 
you swear at." 


"There was one dog I was trying to 


catch for over a week. I almost gave 
up," Korn said. "Then one day I had the 
car door open, and when I wasn't look- 
ing, that dog Jumped in. He wouldn't 
come out after I had coaxed him." 


KORN POINTS a scolding finger at 


those who are careless with their dogs. 
"There should be no reasons for stray 
dogs," he said. "It's cruel and inhumane 
to let dogs run around, making them a 
target for can or getting lost. It's not the 
dog's fault be wanders. It's their own- 
ers." 


Dawson agrees. "We are concerned 


with animal population control. It's 
cruelty to animals if we end up with 
over-population. Animals can get wild, 
starve, get rabies and end up getting put 
to sleep for no reason. It's not correct for 
a community to not be concerned about 
their animals. 


"Our biggest problem is in the apart- 


ment," said Jurs. "People open their 


screen doors to tot Hie dog out and hope 
that It wtll come hack. Most of these 
dogs are unlicensed, too." 


According to Korn, a lot of people get 


"fail" or "Christmas" dog, which they 
keep inside all winter. Most people get 
tired of them, especially if they do dam- 
age to their homes, and are less con- 
cerned when their dogs go out. 


Korn encourages persons to get licens- 


es and rabies shots for their dogs, so if 
they get lost, they can be returned to the 
owners without having it Impounded. 


Dogs aren't the only animals in ques- 


tion. In Palatine licenses cost $5 for both 
dogs and cats. According to the police 
only 164, licenses were purchased for 
cats. "We know there are a lot more, but 
people are not used to the idea of buying 
licenses for their cats," said Dawson. 
"But the ordinance is not enforced too 
much. There's not enough man power 
yet." 


A CAT ORDINANCE was necessary in 


Palatine to eliminate them from running 
at large, like dogs, according to Dawson. 
It serves to control population and to 
prevent general harassments. A lot of 
cats were reported to have broken into 
plastic bags of garbage, or overturning 
garbage cans and creating a mess for 
residents to clean up. 


If your dog or cat is found roaming in 


Arlington Heights, be prepared to pay an 
impounding fee of $3 a day and $5 ticket 
If you wait more than two weeks to pay 
the ticket, the cost Jumps to $10. Police 
take stniy animals to Arlington Hieghts 
Animal Hospital or to Prospect Animal

Hospital in Mount Prospect. If the ani- 
mals are not claimed in three days they 
are released to Kay's Animal Shelter in 
Arlington Heights. The shelter tries to lo- 
cate the owners or find homes for them. 
At last resort some are killed. 


In Rolling Meadows.the police depart- 


ment sends lost dogs to Arlington Veter- 
inary Hospital for seven days. Impound- 
ing costs are $3 a day, plus signing a 
release form. If the dog was found run- 
ning loose, then the charge is $2 for the 
first offense, $5 for the second and 425 
for each occurrence after. If the problem 
persists, police may draw up a complaint 
to bring the owner to court. If the animal 
is not claimed in seven days, it is taken 
to the Anti-Cruelty Society in Chicago. 


It's flO for the first offense in Palatine, 


$25 -for the second, and $50 thereafter. 
The animal wiD. be impouuded at the heal 
th department for seven days and then 
will be turned over to an animal clinic 
to be "humanely destroyed" according to 
the village ordinance. 


However, all three police departments 


will call the owners of pets found roam- 
ing, if the animals are licensed. "I stress 
having them licensed," said Korn. "It 
would save a lot of money for every- 
one." 


Glass from a side-view mirror of a 


Cook County Sheriff's Police patrol car 
lias been found at the scene of a fatal hit- 
and-run accident near Wheeling, it was 
learned yesterday. 


The squad car apparently was aban- 


doned after an accident late Tuesday 
that took the life of a Chicago man on 
the Palatine Road overpass at Mil- 
waukee Avenue. The car was found 
Wednesday at a construction site, 2410 
Church St., Des Plaines. 


Sheriff's police have refused to com- 


ment on their investigation of the death 
but have indicated "certain physical evi- 
dence" has been found to link the car to 
the accident. 


The squad, reported stolen from the 


8900 block of Knight Ave., Des Plaines, 
was assigned to Patrolman Ronald 
Moers, according to a sheriffs police 
source. Sheriff's policemen often take 
their squad cars home from work. 


It was discovered Wednesday morning 


by Des Plaines police. The side-view 
mirror and one of two roof lights of the 
squad car were missing and the rear 
window was smashed. A police shotgun 
was found on the ground nearby. 


Police said the damage to the car 


could have been caused by vandals. 
There was no evidence that the shotgun 
was fired. The construction site on 
Church is about a mile from the 8900 
block of Knight. 


The hit-and-run victim, Charles Foldin, 


22, of 4258 Albany Ave., Chicago, was 


found by a passing motorist about 11 
p.m. Tuesday. No cause of death has 
been listed but a spokesman for the Cook 
County Coroner's office said Foldin suf- 
fered severe chest injuries. 


According to police, Foldin may have 


been walking to a relative's house at the 
time of his death. His grandfather and 
father-in-law reportedly live near the 
scene of the accident.

Renters can apply for cash grant 


Northwest suburban senior citizens and 


permanently disabled renters may now 
apply for a possible cash grant from 
state funds, as provided under the 1972 
Property Tax Relief Act.

Far that reason the Herald is en- 


dorsing for election next Tuesday 
candidates for elective office in the 
township whom we believe will 
bring some change to township 
government but who will not in- 
discriminately work for its elimi- 
nation. 


We believe the best board of 


auditors for the township would be 
a combination of incumbent Re- 
publicans and Independent chal- 
lengers. We endorse Republicans 
Bernard Lee and Wayne Hult and 
Independents Paul Rettberg and 
Julie Sass. 


This combination has the poten- 


tial, we believe, of providing re- 


sponsible, 
level-headed govern- 


ment for the township and some 
measure of balance for township 
affairs. 


Such a balanced board of audi- 


tors might, for example, have 
more thoroughly questioned the de- 
cision to raise the township super- 
visor's salary from the current 
17,000 to $11,000. 


Auditor Richard Hall, who is

22 years of roadwork experience 
brought to the job by Republican 
Alfred Steil must be considered 
more valuable than the contribu- 
tion Larry Pahl could make. Pahl 
is a likeable candidate, with great 
potential, but the demands of a 
highway commissioner 
presume 


some knowledge of roads and 
maintenance which Pahl simply 
does not have. 


The issue of the survival or de- 


mise of township government is a 
crucial one for residents in the 
Northwest suburbs, but the Herald 
thinks strongly that while Town- 
ship government exists it deserves 
to be governed by elected officials 
serious in their intent.

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Consulting firm study recommendation 
Municipal fire department 
for Hoffman Estates urged 


by STEVE BROWN 


The creation of a municipal fire de- 


partment for the entire village of Hoff- 
man Estates has been recommended in a 
preliminary report on a feasibility study 
prepared for the village by a consulting 
firm. 


The report, which was commissioned 


last year, was completed Wednesday. Of- 
ficials of the village and the Hoffman Es- 
tates Fire Protection District have re- 
ceived copies of the 30-page document, 
prepared by the National Loss Control 
Service Corp. of Long Grove. 


While the Hoffman Estates Fire Pro- 


tection District serves most of tte vil- 
lage, small portions are served by the 
Palatine Rural Fire Protection District 
the Hanover-Wayne Fire Protection Dis- 
trict and the Countryside Fire Protection 
District. 


The report, stated all of the districts 


provided adequate service to the areas 
they cover. The Palatine district, which 
covers the Winston Knolls area, was 
cited as providing good service there, 
even though the area is about five miles 
from the fire station and the department 
is primarily volunteer. 


VILLAGE TRUSTEE Edward Hennes- 


sey said the report, which represents the 
first phase of the $6,500 study, looks at 
the geographical area served by the vari- 
ous departments now. It also discussed 
the present equipment and manpower ca- 
pabilities of each department, he said. 


The formation of a municipal depart- 


ment would save taxpayers up to $43,000 
annually in costs that are now duplicated 
by the four districts that would be elimi- 
nated by making the fire service a vil- 
lage department, according to the report. 


"After weighing all the facts very 


carefully, formation of a municipal de- 
partment offers the best long-range solu- 
tion to the fire protection needs for all of 
the residents of Hoffman Estates," the 
report stated. 


Five alternative actions were outlined 


in the study to the village. Fire service 


r ,* 


could remain as it is with a few refine- 
ments. The four present districts could 
be combined into two; the four districts 
could merge into one district with oper- 
ating and facility supplemented funds by 
the village; a single district could be 
created and operated with no village 
funds, or a municipal fire department 
could be established. 


THE REPORT ALSO stated more op- 


erating funds would be available with a 
municipal fire service because of the vil- 
lage's additional taxing power and other 
sources of revenue. 


Recommendations on implementation 


of any changes will be made to the vil- 
lage in the second phase of the con- 
sultants report. 


In addition to tax savings, the report 


states the village fire service would offer 
better direct control by local officials. 


Presently the trustees of the Hoffman 


Estates Fire Protection District are ap- 
pointed by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners. 


Village Trustee Dyrle Rathman said 


the plans to hold a meeting with officials 
of the fire district to discuss the recom- 
mendations of the report.

Ceiling put on meat prices 


President Nixon clamped a calling on 


the prices of beef .pork and lamb-lim- 
iting them to the highest level charged 
duritg the past 30 days. 


"What we need Is action that will stop 


the rise in meat prices now," Nixon said 
in a nationwide radio aid television 
speech. "Meat prices must not go higher. 
With the Lelp of the housewife and the 
farmer, they can and should go down." 


The crtlmg applies to all purchases 


and sales of meat after slaughter, but — 
as has been the case throughout Nixon's 
three-part inflation control program — 
the controls do not affect prices charged 
by farmers. 


In his 20-mlnute speech, the President 


also declared that the nation has 


achieved its goal of "peace with honor" 
in Vietnam, although ha repeated his 
warning to North Vietnam against infil- 
tration of men and equipment Into the 
South. 


Nixon also called for public support In 


his pending battles with Congress over 
expected vetoes of spending increases for 
domestic programs.

New suit involving Howie-in-Hills planned 


Hoffman Estates is facing another law- 


suit related to the Howie-in-the-Hills sub- 
division.

receivers holding title to the Howie land, 
Centex-Winston Corp. and its forerunner, 
Winston Development Corp. 


The village recently closed the books 


on a lawsuit decided in its opponents' fa- 
vor; which contested the village's right to 
revoke zoning for multiple family devel- 
opment of the Haskins property. 


NEGOTIATIONS are at a delicate 


stage for settlement of the suits pending 
in federal and county courts over the 
proceeds of the Howie land sale. 


Both the Haskins and Howie sites are 


northeast of Windemere, as is Winston 
Knolls. The Windemere subdivision lies 
north of Algonquin Road, roughly be- 
tween Lexington Drive and a point just 
west of Windemere Lane. The northern 
boundary of the subdivision is about half 
a mile south of Freeman Road, approxi- 
mately at the intersection of Avon Lane 
and Elon Court. Winston Knolls and the 
Howie land both border Windemere.

Corp., constructed a storm water sewer 
through Winston Knolls to drain into a 
ditch across the Howie property. The 
ditch, which was also constructed by 
Centex-Winston, collects storm water 
both from the sewer and the Howie land 
and diverts it from its natural flow into 
Windemere subdivision, according to the 
plaintiffs. 


The sewer and the ditch were con- 


structed without the knowledge or con- 
sent of the owners of the Howie land, the 
suit contends. 


IN A SUMMONS served on Hoffman 


Estates officials the plaintiffs' contend 
the diversion "caused the flow . . . to 
become materially increased over and 
above the natural flow." They also con- 
tend the storm water contains "effluent 
and other contaminants and pollutants 
and the lake in the Windemere subdivi- 
sion is being polluted." 


The increased water flow has raised 


the level of Lake Windemere, "washing 
away the shore" and damaging pave- 
ment on Avon Lane, interior street, and 
ditches in Windemere subdivision, the 
summons alleges. 
Damage is also 


claimed for property owned by Wind- 
emere residents. 


IN REDRESS, the suit seeks an in- 


junction against Hoffman Estates and 
Centex-Winston, compelling them to fill 
the ditch and divert the storm drainage 
away from Windemere. It also seeks 
compensation from Centex-Winston. 


For the construction of a storm sewer 


system in Windemere, the plaintiffs ask 
a judgement of $25,000 against Centex- 
Winston. Another $25,000 is requested to 
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repair Avon Lane damage and $125,000 is 
sought to compensate homeowners for 
property damages. 


WHILE AN April 4 deadline was set 


for Hoffman Estates to respond to the 
summons, Village Atty. Edward Hofert 
said he will request a May 1 continuance, 
to gather engineering information. He 
expects the delay will be granted, he 
said, because the time is required to 
compile technical and factual matter for 
his response. Until that material is avail- 
able,, said Hofert, he would not comment 
on the appraoch his reply will take. 


However, Hofert did say the primary 


responsibility of the defendants, if there 
is any such responsibility, lies with Cen- 
tex-Winston, because that firm installed 
the sewer and cut the ditch. 


Also, Hoffman Estates has not yet ac- 


cepted the facilities, for maintenance, he 
said Hoffman Estates does not "believe 
the theory of drainage expressed in that 
complaint is correct," he said. 


Although the receivers for Howie-in- 


the-Hills are named in the suit, attorneys 
representing all the complainants and 
defendants agreed the Windemere action 
will not affect the Howie settlement ne- 
gotiations. The new suit does not con- 


stitute a lien on the sale of the Howie 
land, since it is not seeking compensation 
from either the village or the receiv- 
ership, they said In addition, attorneys 
for South Barrington and for the Wind- 
emere Association indicated they see no 
likelihood they will attempt to intervene 
in the Howie negotiations or court pro- 
ceedings. 


The Howie action has been pending 


several years, and attorneys for all par- 
ties in the suits have expressed optimism 
for a settlement in the near future. If 
and when one is reached, development 
can proceed on the 497-acre parcel.

Despite mayor's plea for approval 
Colony development plans 
rejected by plan board 


Plans for The Colony development, 


Oaktofl Street and Elmhurst Road, were 
rejected Wednesday night by the Mount 
Prospect Plan Commission, despite a 
plea by Mayor Robert D. Tetchert that 
the project be approved. 


The commissioners voted 4-2 against 


approving the Lincoln Property Co.'s 
proposal for the 31.7-acre site. The devel- 
oper wants to build 704 apartment units, 
a 4S,000-square-foot retail center, a 296- 
room hotel, a four-story finance center 
and office building, and a 450-seat movie 
theater. 


Basic objections to the development 


were its density, the fact the property Is 
under two airplane flight patterns, and 
inadequate parking In the hotel-finance 
center area. 


The developer, Brian Mahedy, had 


agreed to leave out one of the residential 
buildings in an effort to provide more 
open space, prior to the commission's 
vote. The number of units would not 
have been changed by the building dele- 
tion.

"We 
(board members) have an understanding 
that some plan like this (The Colony) 
wkh mixed uses and a strain on our 
planned unit development criteria would 
probably be best here," Teichert added. 


He urged consideration of the plan 


"not strictly" along the criteria of the 
village's PUD ordinance. Teichert admit- 
ted the use being sought was more dense 
than the PUD ordinance usually allows, 
but he said it would be next to 50 acres 
of industrial development that has a resi- 
dential density of nearly zero. 


BUT SEVERAL plan commission 


members disagreed. They said if the 
density were allowed here, it would set a 


pattern for the area and make sub- 
sequent similar requests impossible to 
turn down. 


Robert McBride, who voted against the 


plan, said it was the most difficult deci- 
sion of his 2% years on the commission. 
"The developer has an excellent track 
record and has good intentions," he said. 
"I don't think it is sensible (though) to 
build residential under a flight pattern." 


Commissioners 
Marie Caylor and 


James Grier voted approval. Joining 
McBride in voting against the requested 
rezoning were Eugene Bradtke, J. C. 
Busenhart and Harold Ross. Only six of 
the nine plan commissioners were at the 
meeting and five votes in favor of the 
development would have been required 
to recommend the village board rezone 
the property.

He said previously, the PHIA will contin- 
ue its fight for incorporation even if the 
Supreme Court turns down the appeal.

General Assembly. The bills, Introduced 
earlier this month, would clear the way 
for Prospect Heights to incorporate. 
Sponsored by State Rep. Robert Juckett, 
R-Parfc Ridge, and State Sen. Bradley 
Glass, R-NorthflekJ, the bills were writ- 
ten by the PHIA's attorney handling the 
incorporation case. 


Wheeling officials plan to formally pro- 


test the bills' passage. The bills would 
give Prospect Heights a chance to in- 
corporate despite the objections raised.

Furst: buy school property for village 


The Village of Mount Prospect should 


purchase the Central School property for 
a new village hall, according to Village 
Trustee Donald B. Furst. 


Furst, in a memorandum to the village 


board this week, urged the board to se- 
riously consider buying the more than 
two-acre site "in keeping with the policy 
of the board to be a leader in the renova- 
tion of the downtown area." 


"I feel (the existing one) is a sound 


building, of good construction, in an ideal 
location and, with proper renovation at a 
minimum cost, this building could be put 
to good use," Furst said. Two uses he 
specifically mentioned were an ex- 
pansion jof municipal facilities and li- 
brary facilities. 


This was a reversal of opinion by Furst, 


who voted against the village buying the 
property, at Central Road and Main 
Street, four years ago when Hie opportu- 
nity first arose. Since then various pro- 
posals have been made for the site, in- 
cluding low-income housing for the elder- 
ly. 


FURST EXPLAINED at that time he 


felt the village could not afford the prop- 
erty and had no immediate use for it. 
Now, he said, "This would put this piece 


of property to its best possible use for 
the Village, enable the Village and li- 
brary to expand facilities and be a more 
positive move toward the renovation of 
the downtown area." 


Regarding his proposal, Furst outlined 


a plan by which the proposed 1973-74 vil- 
lage budget could be changed to provide 
monies for the Central School site. 


He would cut about $80,000 from the 


budget by eliminating the proposed depu- 
ty finance director, four of the 13 new 
policemen, the new building code officer, 
three of the 10 proposed additional fire- 
men, and either the secretary or the 
part-time sanitarian scheduled for the 
health department. 


FURST SEES these moves saving 


$120,000 next year, as raises and employe 
benefits would also be eliminated. 


The savings, which he would take 


mainly from the village's portion of fed- 
eral revenue sharing monies, could then 
be put toward capital improvements, 
such as buying the Central School prop- 
erty. Furst estimated the land would cost 
about $500,000 and another $200,000 would 
be needed for renovation of the existing 
building. 


Earlier this month mayoral candidate 


Albert J. Mofsch recommended the Cen- 
tral site be used for a civic center. He 
suggested purchase of the whole block, 
however.

President Nixon clamped a ceiling on

"What we need is action that will stop 


the rise in meat prices now," Nixon said 
in a nationwide radio and television 
speech. "Meat prices must not go higher. 
With the help of the housewife and the 
farmer, they can end should go down."

and sales of meat after slaughter, but — 
as hat been the caae throughout Nixon's 
three-part Inflation control program — 
the controls do not affect prices charged 
by farmers. 


In his JO-mlnute speech, the President

tween the board and the teachers. Both 
sides said they were pleased with the 
good will that had gone into the negotia- 
tions.

just good faith bargaining," said Asst. 
Supt. James Retziaff. "There was except- 
ional trust displayed by both parties, re- 
sulting in a pleasant end to the normal 
drurgery of negotiations."

Windsor School learning center were 
working on puppets, looking at historic 
film strips, writing books and making 
science slides. 


"THE IDEA OF the learning center 


class period is to let the students pick an 
interest area and explore it," said Donna 
Worland, learning center director. "The 
students sign a contract, telling me ex- 
actly what they are working on, the 
they're on their-own."

Recyclingalosingproposition for village 


Despite the 420 tons of glass and 93 


tons of cans that have been collected for 
recycling in Arlington Heights, the ser- 
vice still is costing $1,000 to $2,000 a year 
more than it earns, according to a 
spokesman for the Laseke Disposal Co. 


The village recycling stations at the 


north and south fire stations are com- 
pleting their second year of operation. 
Cost of the program is borne by the La- 
seke company, while proceeds from the 
sate of recyclables are split evenly with 
the village. 


Can recycling is the source of most of 


the financial loss to the Laseke company, 
the spokesman said. 


On an average toad, the Chicago De- 


tinning Co. will pay about $15, which will 
be evenly divided between Laseke and 
the village. But it will cost the disposal 
company about $50 in hauling costs to 
pick up the metal and make the round 
trip to Chicago. 


Glass recycling, on the other hand, 


usually more than pays the cost of haul- 
ing, provided the toads are not rejected 
at the factory because of inadequate 
sorting or too much metal from bot- 
tleneck rings and caps. 


THE BALL GLASS Co. in Mundelein 


will pay about $120 for a good load of 
sorted glass, against a hauling cost of 
about $40. 


Paper recycling began in Arlington 


Heights last December, and to date, 57 
tons have been collected by the George 
Baer Paper Co. of Maywood. 


Paper recycling is handled exclusively 


by the Baer company and does not in- 
volve Laseke. The company pays $8 a 
ton for paper, about $50 a load. 


Despite the financial loss, the recycling 


program does have at least two benefits, 
village officials say. First is the fact that 
the glass, cans and paper collected for 
recycling in two years represent .nearly 


3,000 cubic yards of refuse that did not 
have to be buried in the village landfill. 


The stations also served an obvious 


public relations function by providing a 
nearby collection point for use by ecolo- 
gy-conscious residents. 


"Almost every community has some- 


thing going on recycling now," said Hen- 
ry Laseke, president of the Laseke Dis- 
posal Co. "It's something we got in- 
volved in as a service to the commu- 
nity." 


USE OF THE recycling stations is one 


of die programs being stressed during 
Earth Week which begins Sunday. 


Recycling containers are set up at Fire 


Station No. 3, at 2000 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd; and at Fire Station No. 4, 
at 3030 N. Arlington Heights Rd. Both 
stations are open seven days a week, 24 
hours a day.

Ceiling put on meat prices 


President Nixon clamped a celling on 


the prices of beef, pork and lamb — lim- 
iting them to the highest level charged 
during the past 30 days. 


"What we need Is action that will stop 


the rise in meat prkes now," Nixon said 
in a nationwide radio and television 
speech "Meat prices must not go higher. 
With the help of the housewife and the 
fanner, they can aad should go down." 


The ceiling applies to all purchases 


and Mies of meat after slaughter, but — 
as has bam the case throughout Nixon's 
three-part inflation control program — 
the controls do not affect prices charged 
by farmers. 


In bis 20-mlnute speech, the Praskiant 


also declared that the nation has 


achieved its goal of "peace with honor" 
in Vietnam, although he repeated his 
warning to North Vietnam against infil- 
tration of men and equipment into the 
South. 


Nixon also called for public support in 


his pending battles with Congress over 
expected vetoes of spending increases for 
domestic programs. He said if he ap- 
proved the spending bills now moving 
through Congress, it would either mean 
higher taxes or further aggravate cur- 
rent inflation. 


The Internal Revenue Service will en-

ber board for nearly half of those 16 
years. 


Park improvements, including the re- 


novation of the Recreation Park swim- 
ming pool, are top priority items for the 
park district now. and the board will 
probably put up another referendum 
solely for these improvements, Cronin 
says. 


"We'll have to take more time to put 


that story across." he said, adding that 
he sees little chance of ever getting an 
indoor ice rink paid for with general obli- 
gation bonds. 


Last December, village voters rejected 


a $2 55 million referendum package that 
included various park improvements and 
the construction of an Indoor ice facility. 


CROMN says the Ice rink might be 


built with revenue bonds which are paid 
off by user fees and do not affect .the 
overall property tax rate. 


"Maybe revenue bonds are more fair 


to the taxpayer in that people who are 
using the facility are paying for K," he 
said. But before any decision can be 
made on whether to proceed with reve- 
nue bond financing. Cronin says he needs 
to see more figures. 


"Our initial conclusion was that an ice 


facility couldn't be paid for with revenue 
bonds, but now some people are having a 
change of heart." 


In the past, Cronin says, he has been 


opposed to incorporating the park system 
as-an arm of village government. But in 
liaht of the ever-tightening financial 
squeeze being put on the park board, he 
no$r says village control may become a 
necessity. 


"I've been against village control be- 


cause I think the park district might take 
a back seat when the village looks over 
its; priorities." he said. 


The only other alternatives he sees is a 


cutback in park programs, or a share of 
the village's federal revenue sharing 
m6ney. 


-WE PROBABLY squawked too late 


this year." he says, referring to the park 
board's recent request for $70,000 from 
the village's $262,000 revenue sharing al- 
lotment. 


But he is hopeful that in the future, the 


district will be given some of the federal 
money. 


Cronin says he thinks that village con- 


trol of the park district at this time 
would be a legal impossibility since the 
boundaries of the two governmental units 
are not coterminous. 


''There would have to be legislation, as 


I understand it. because part of our di«- 
trict lies in other villages, and vice ver- 
sa," he said. 


In the past 16 years, the Arlington 


Park District, as it exists today, has 
grown from two parks — Pioneer and 


Recreation — to a system of seven major 
parks and over a dozen smaller parks. "I 
think the park district here L« pretty ma- 
ture now," Cronin says. 


Land annexation has been the single 


biggest accomplishment in the district, 
he says, but the job still isn't done. 


"There has to be another major park 


up north, with a center building," he 
said. 


A 22-year resident of the village, Cro- 


nin says that if he is elected, this will be 
his last term on the park board.

"The people don't know who we are,-' 


says Kay Muller, a member of the Ar- 
lington Heights Park Board. 


"That's because we aren't an active 


board and the people suffer . . . the 
people aren't educated toward our facil- 
ities."

"First we have to get out among the

She also suggests budget hearings to 


"let people know there's not enough mon- 
ey to get things done." 


A resident of the Scarsdate subdivision, 


she advocates a citizens committee of 
village officials, park officials and local 
residents be formed to study the "finan- 
cial picture" of the park district. 


And she suggested there may be sev- 


eral alternatives to improve local park 
district finances: 


• "Village government taking over the 


park district"; 


• "Consolidation of park districts"; 
• "Build revenue-producing facilities" 


such as ice rink or golf course." 


"WE HAVE TO make money to ex- 


pand," said Mrs. Muller who worked for 
passage of the Dec. 16 referendum which 
Included an indoor Ice rink. "The need 
for revenue-producing facilities is Imme- 
diate," if the park district is to survive, 
she added. 


She warns that there may be cutbacks 


if the financial situation does not im- 
prove in future years. "The next things

Top priorities in the Arlington Heights 


Park District are to acquire land and to 
develop existing land, according to Jack 
C. Edwards, 319 Ivy Ln., an incumbent 
park board candidate. 


But Edwards Is not quite sure how to 


raise money for the projects. He does not 
favor merging with the village or merg- 
ing with other park districts. Building 
revenue producing facilities Is a possi- 
bilty that needs more study, he says. 


"When the referendum was defeated in 


December, voters told us they did not 
want to pay for an ice facility," said 
Edwards. "But people would use it if we 
built one with revenue bonds which 
wouldn't raise the tax rate." 


Though a feasibility study completed 


last fall indicated revenue bonds may not 
be a satisfactory way to finance a large, 
costly facility like an ice rink, Edwards 
says there may be new developments in 
the field. 


EDWARDS SAID there is little hope 


for a park district referendum to pass 
until there are enough people in new 
areas who need new facilities or until lo- 


cal parks deteriorate badly. 


"Our last successful referendum (in 


1968} was sent to the voters three times 
before it passed. We had to wait until 
enough people needed park facilities," 
said Edwards. "The park district doesn't 
have eoough money to launch a public 
relations campaign to educate 70,000 
people to our needs." 


An unsatisfactory way to get people in- 


volved in the park district is to let a 
problem develop, said Edwards. 


"We have nice facilities and the public 


has few gripes with the district. There 
are no burning issues," said Edwards. 


He says the current programs are 


serving the public adequately and the ad- 
ministration of the district is doing a fine 
job. 


Edwards, formerly the park board's 


liaison on the village plan commission, 
served from 1963 to 1969 on the park 
board. He was defeated in the 1969 elec- 
tion, then was appointed to the park 
board a year ago to fill a vacancy. 


"I DECIDED to run again to add some 


continuity to the board," said Edwards. 
"With all five board members up for 
election, we could have had an all fresh- 
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fore he would vote in favor of them. 


Instead of "burying $600,000" to put a 


retention basin planned for Pioneer Park 
underground, Everly would like to see 
some type of recreation facility planned 
for inside an above-ground basin. He sug- 
gests the additional money be put to an- 
other recreational use. 


RUNNING FOR A second six-year 


term is Katy Graham, currently-presi- 
dent of the park district scuba club, the 
Aquarians. 


"I'm running because I am very inter- 


ested in parks and I'm also interested in 
running for public office," she said. 


She says the park district programs 


and operations are good, but she is 
violently opposed to the use of park land 
for flood control retention basins. 


"Park land is like a Rembrandt or Re- 


noir1. Once it's gone, it can never be re- 
placed. You can't put a price tag on it," 
said Mrs. Graham, who lives at 611 May- 
fair with her husband and two daughters. 


Mrs. Graham is not in favor of going 


back to the people with the referendum 
that failed last December unless it was 
rewritten. 


"Much more thought will have to go 


into a referendum before I will be in fa- 
vor of it. Some improvements, of course, 
are essential, but I am not in favor of 
large sports complexes in the district 
which are already provided by private 
enterprise," she said.

Edwards doesn't plan an organized 


campaign. "I've talked to people in the 
Ivy Hill subdivision (where he fives)," he 
said. "But that will be about the extent 
of my campaign." 


Edwards said that curbing vandalism 


at local parks is mostly the responsibility 
of local parents, though he said the park 
district should become more aware of 
the needs of kids. 


A merger of park districts would

Caucus party election is unopposed 


'Continuity9 is the keynote 
In the winner's circle 


If than can be a single word to char- 


acterise this year's noncampaign for the 
village election, it might well be contin- 
uity. 


As members of the Caucus Party, all 


six candidates running unopposed for the 
Arlington Heights Village Board are 
pledged to continue the policies and plat- 
form that, at least in theory, have gov- 
erned the governors here in recent years. 


The election April 3 will return Jack 


Walsh to the village president's chair. It 
will extend by four years the terms of 
two incumbents, Alice Harms and Frank 
Palmatier; and place on the board of 
trustees Richard Durava. a former mem- 
ber of the plan commission. 


The one element of suspense hitges on 


the election of two additional trustees, 
David Griffin and Graeme George. A 
lawsuit challenging the referendum deci- 
sion to create a nine-member village 
board has been appealed to the state su- 
preme court and may not be resolved 
before election day. 


Griffin and George have been desig- 


nated by the Caucus to fill the two njsw 
positions, Griffin for a regular four-year 
term and George for an initial two-year 
term. 


Should the Supreme Court strike down 


the village's home rule power to expand 
the board, Griffin and George would 
lose their elected office. 


The Caucus platform has established 


flood control as the number one village 
priority.

COMMUNICATIONS. "We will com- 


municate with and be responsive to the 
cHiieos of our community. The mayor's 
round table meetings with residents will 
be condoned, and me use of community 
newsletters will be expanded so that the 
pubVt can be better informed. The pro- 
posal offte* of public information should 
be an Invaluable resource to citizens in- 
quiring about public services." 


Garbagk Collection. "The quality of 


soviet given and Its cost will be closely 
evaluated to ensure citizen satisfaction 
with this important service. The feasibil- 
ity of municipal garbage collection will 
be examined.'' 
' Beautiffcation. "The appearance of Ar- 
lington Heights is important. We will 
continue to support and cooperate with 
the BeauUflcation Council to its efforts to 
beautify the community." 


The 14-pomt platform Has been unani- 


mously endorsed by all six Caucus candi- 


dates. Individuals have, in the past, em- 
phasized one or another platform plank 
over the others, but in the absence of 
opposing candidates, none have been 
challenged to defend or explain these 
broad principles. 


Individually, Walsh, 45, has long been 


a spokesman for intergovernmental coop- 
eration, and in his speech to the Caucus, 
promised to carry out an active program 
in this area. 


Walsh was first elected a village 


trustee in 1963, and served in that office 
until 1960, when he was elected village 
president. He resigned in March, 1972, to 
accept an appointment as the assistant 
director of the state's department of lo- 
cal government affairs. 


Palmatier, 49, is chairman of the vil- 


lage-board-appointod Citizens Action 
Committee Against Flooding* and has de- 
veloped a nigh priority for flood control. 
He is now campaigning for a $14.32 mil- 
lion flood control bond issue set for a 
vote June 2. 


HE HAS BEEN on the village board 


since 1965 and is currently chairman of 
its finance committee. Prior to being 
elected, he served eight years on the zon- 
ing board of appeals. 


Both throughout her term on the board 


and in direct response to the flood con- 
trol issue, Mrs. Harms, 44, has empha- 
sized the need for comprehensive plan- 
ning.

A former vice president of the Park 


Manor Homeowners Association, Mrs. 
Harms is completing her first two-year 
term on the village board. Prior to being 
elected '*« 1971, she served two years on 
the plan commission and five years as a 
member of the zoning board of appeals.

Jack Walsh is talking like a winner 


these days. 


You feel it in what he says. You can 


'even detect it in the way he talks. Walsh 
is confident. 


Confident not just of reelection — 


that's assured since he is running unop- 
posed — but also of the course he will set 
when he resumes bis role as Arlington 
Heights village president April 17. 


It was one year and five days ago that 


Walsh, 45, announced he was stepping 
down as village president to accept an 
appointment from former Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie as assistant director of the 
state's department of local government 
affairs. 


In five days the Caucus Party and the 


voters will return him to elected office. 
And though he has not been called upon 
to actively campaign, Walsh Is talking 
issues. 


PERHAPS POLITICALLY most sur- 


prising is his feeling now that village 
trustees should be elected by district, 
rather than at large. 


"I remain vehemently opposed to 


changing the form of government from a 
village to a city, but I have turned 
around to some extent on electing 
trustees by district. 


"A year ago when I appointed the FOG 


(Form of Government) Committee, I 
was very middle of the road on district 
representation. But since that time I 
have sensed a feeling in the village for 
bringing elected representatives closer to 
home," Walsh said. 


The interest in district representation 


is particularly strong in the newer subdi- 
visions at the north and south ends of the 
village, he says, adding that ultimately, 
the change would have to be posed as a

defense of the single family nature of Ar- 
lington Heights, both while on the plan 
commission and in his speech before the 
Caucus. He has served on tne plan com- 
mission for almost four yean and has 
been a past director of the x Heritage 
Park Community Association. 


George, 39, a newcomer to tvillage gov- 


ernment, has said he thinks his experi- 
ence as a civil engineer will be helpful, in 
solving village problems such at traffic 
congestion and flooding. He hat Hwd in 
Arlington Heights for three years. 


Griffin, 34, has been active in a variety 


of organizations including, the Dist. 25 
nominating committee and tne citizens 
lay committee for high school district 
214. He currently is chairman of the Ar- 
lington Heights Festival Committee 
which is planning a five-day village cele- 
bration around the Fourth of July. 


Griffin has said be is concaned about 


, the concentration of multi-family devel- 
opments at the north and south ends of 
the village.

"I think district representation would 


also have an effect on the Caucus pro- 
cess," a system of candidate selection 
which Walsh says has served the village 
Well over the years, but may now need 
"some adjustment." 


Walsh says he is against turning vil- 


lage elections over to partisan political 
organizations, Republicans and Demo- 
crats. "I have yet to find a community 
that has been made bettor by that party 
exercise," he says. 


Personally, Walsh says he decided to 


return to local politics because he felt to 
drop out now would probably mean the 


. end of what has been a very active life in 


government. 


"I just felt that if I retired, in effect, 


from public office, chances were-I would 
get completely away from it and would 
lose what has been a long-standing 
avocational interest. I felt that if I didn't 
get in now, I would have to forget civic 
involvement. So for personal and public 


interests, I decided it was desirable to 
stay involved." 


THE LIST of Walsh's past offices 


reads, like a directory of Arlington 
Heights organizations, both civic and 
governmental. 


He has been president of the Arlington 


Heights Jaycees, president of the Arling- 
ton Heights Chamber of Commerce, a 
member of the village Plan Commission, 
a member of the Arlington Heights Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals, a village trustee 
and village president. 


He has served as chairman of the 


Council of Governments of Cook County, 


vice president of the Northwest Munici- 
pal Conference, chairman of the council 
of mayors of the Chicago Area Trans- 
portation study, vice president of the Illi- 
nois Municipal League and a member of 
the Illinois Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion. 


Walsh concurs with those who have 


identified flooding as the number one vil- 
lage priority right now, and he says he 
endorses the proposed flood control ref- 
erendum "as a means of determining the 
public attitude on the speed and timing 
of how we (village government) ap 
proach this problem." 


If the referendum is soundly defeated 


at the polls on June 2, the village prob- 
ably will have to proceed much more 
slowly with flood control, he says. 


"THERE WOULD be a tremendous 


slowing down of the process. What might 
be done in three to five years, could take 
10 to 20 years using available resources. 


"I think what the referendum is saying 


is here is a plan, maybe not the only one, 
but a professional plan. If the voters' an- 
swer is 'no,' then we will have some dif- 
ficult decisions. If the answer is 'yes,' we 
(the voters) think the problem is 
serious,' then we'll proceed," Walsh said. 


Besides the June 2 referendum, Walsh 


is preparing to confront a host of other 
issues, including, garbage collection, 
downtown redevelopment and inter- 
governmental cooperation, particularly 
with the financially troubled Arlington 
Heights Park District. 


"I am opposed to further increases in 


the garbage rate," Walsh said, adding 
that he thinks the village should look se- 
riously at the alternative of taking over 
responsibility for this service. 


Emphasizing the savings he thinks the 


village could realize in fixed expenses — 
trucks, billing and gasoline for example, 
he suggests that the village could own 
the equipment, while contracting for the 


actual operation of the service. 


"I am unalterably opposed to any 


change in the service, to pickup at the 
curb. I think (pickup) two times a week 
at the back door Is a lot of difference to 
a lot of people," he said. 


The village has received two bids for 


garbage service after the present con- 
tract with the Laseke Disposal Co. ex- 
pires next January. Both are for cur- 
bside pickup using disposable bags. 


O N D O W N T O W N redevelopment, 


Walsh says the responsibility must b» 
shared between government and private 
enterprise. 


"We (government) have created the 


climate for downtown development and I 
think we're not far from the time when 
private capital is going to have to func- 
tion," he says. 


He believes that parking atone will not 


break the economic freeze that has stow- 
ed increases hi the assessed valuation of 
the central business district to a crawl. 


"Parking is a shallow reaction to what 


the answer is. There is no such thing as 
a business that can be successful and 
still meet the parking requirements. We 
know it and they (businessmen) know it. 
What we need to see are some building 
porposals and then we can work out the 
necessary parking." 


In recent years Walsh has stressed in- 


tergovernmental cooperation probably 
more than any other single issue. 


"We have to start looking at Arlington 


Heights as a community, not just a vil- 
lage government, or a park district or 
school district," he said. 


He said he sees village control of the 


park system as a "reasonable possi- 
bility" in light of the park district's pre- 
sent financial crisis, and added that he 
would like to see a blue ribbon study 
committee formed to look at the prob- 
lem. 


"I want to see the park district contin- 


ue, if possible. And I think there are a 
number of things we can do to cooperate 
that stop short of simply absorbing it" 


For example, he said, there may be 


more areas where the district could con- 
tract with the village for park services. 


In these and other areas, Walsh paints 


a picture of an active, aggressive village 
government. It's the kind of community 
he wants Arlington Heights to be, the 
kind of administration he seems bent on 
forging. 


"We are the probable leadership com- 


munity in the metropolitan areas" bt 
says. "I think we have to set the direc- 
tion It's a matter of numbers as much 
as anything else " 


Many of Walsh's ideas are the kind 


that might be expected to further raise 
the cost of government. But he says he is 
opposed to additional expenses. 


"Nothing is justifiable if it only In- 


creases the cost of government," he said. 
"For example, I don't imply increasing 
the village's tax rate to pay for park dis- 
trict services." 


The price of expanded village services 


versus the "cost" of doing nothing may 
be one of the biggest challenges Walsh 
will face in his next four years as village 
president.

We endorse 5 in township race 


Elk Grove Township still needs 


the best possible officers to man- 
age its affairs, despite the current 
debate over the abolishment of 
township 
government 
in 
Cook 


County. 


For that reason the Herald is en- 


dorsing for election next Tuesday 
candidates for elective office in the 
township whom we believe will 
bring some change to township 
government but who will not in- 
discriminately work for its elimi- 
nation. 


We believe the best board of 


auditors for the township would be 
a combination of incumbent Re- 
publicans and Independent chal- 
lengers. We endorse Republicans 
Bernard Lee and Wayne Hull and 
Independents Paul Rettberg and 
Julie Sass. 


This combination has the poten- 


tial, we believe, of providing re- 
sponsible, level-headed 
govern- 


ment for the township and some 
measure of balance for township 
affairs. 


Such a balanced board of audi- 


tors might, for example, have 
more thoroughly questioned the de- 
cision to raise the township super- 


visor's salary from the current 
$7,000 to $11,000. 
\ 


Auditor Richard Hall, who is 


unopposed in his bid to become the 
new supervisor to replace retiring 
Bill Rohlwing, will benefit directly 
from this increase. Other town- 
ships are changing their salary 
schedules,' too, but with the ex- 
ception of Wheeling Township most 
nearby townships are nowhere 
near the 111,000 salary Hall will be 
making for his part-tune job. 
Schaumburg Township will pay its 
supervisor 16,750 and Palatine ap- 
proved a salary of $4,800 for its su- 
pervisor. 


For highway commissioner, the 


22 years of roadwork experience 
brought to the job by Republican 
Alfred Steil must be considered 
more valuable than the contribu- 
tion Larry Pahl could make. Pan! 
is a likeable candidate, with great 
potential, but the demands of a 
highway commissioner presume 
some knowledge of roads and 
maintenance which Pahl simply 
does not have. 


The issue of the survival or de- 


mise of township government is a 
crucial one for residents In the 


Northwest suburbs, but the Herald 
thinks strongly that while Town- 
ship government exists it deserves 
to be governed by elected officials 
serious in their intent. The decision 
on the continuation of township 
government — if it ever comes — 
will be made by forces outside any 
one township hall and not on a 
piecemeal basis throughout the 
county. 


We urge Elk Grove Township 


voters to look to this election as se- 
riously as have the candidates. 
With two qualified Independents on 
fhe board, Republicans will still 
have a 3-2 voting majority. But a 
more thorough discussion might 
accompany each issue. 


In short, the Herald believes 


township government is neither the 
stark-political cesspool its detract- 
ors portray, nor the bright and 
imaginative i^dl of the people 
some township officials would have 
us believe. 


Township government particu- 


larly in the, Northwest suburbs is 
being challenged by some bright 
and earnest candidates.
